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BREEDERS’ CUP TO END RACE-DAY 
MEDICATION AS INDUSTRY DEBATE 
RISES; STRONACH PURSUES BAN 


B reeders' Cup Ltd. has announced a 
plan that would eliminate, over the 
next two years, race-day medications 
for its annual two-day racing extravaganza. 

Meantime, Gulfstream Park owner 
Frank Stronach petitioned Florida regu¬ 
lators to help him phase out all race- 
day medication, including the respiratory 
bleeding suppressant furosemide (Lasix or 
Salix), for 2-year-olds at the track effective 
this year's winter meeting. 

Amid the hubbub, the drug-testing arm 
of the Association of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International (RCI) convened a 
special meeting in Saratoga Springs, N.Y., 
to address the potential ramifications of 
prohibiting furosemide for racing but prof¬ 
fered no edict. 

The Breeders' Cup measure, strongly 
endorsed by the board of directors on July 
13, advocates prohibiting same-day admin¬ 
istration of any medication to 2-year-olds 
competing in the 2012 Breeders' Cup races 
and all horses competing in 2013 and 
beyond. 


“Given the high level of international 
participation in our championships and 
the increasing support for our nomina¬ 
tions programs throughout the global 
Thoroughbred breeding and racing com¬ 
munity, Breeders' Cup feels strongly that 
the time has come to modify our medica¬ 
tion policies to be consistent with interna¬ 
tional practices," said Tom Ludt, Breeders’ 
Cup chairman. 

European runners, increasingly preva¬ 
lent in Breeders' Cup races, generally train 
but do not race on Lasix. Same-day Lasix 
use for Thoroughbreds racing in the U.S. 
has come under scrutiny this year as the 
industry-and federal lawmakers-consider 
possible sweeping changes to the sport's 
drug policies. 

The Breeders' Cup's interest in accom¬ 
modating foreign horses has been fueled 
by its new international nomination pro¬ 
grams, which raised more than $3.5 million 
in revenue. The open enrollment program, 
a one-time offer that allowed Breeders' 
Cup ineligibles to opt in at a set cost, pro¬ 


NSLM TO INAUGURATE SPORTING ART 
MUSEUM WITH OCTOBER EXHIBIT 


T he National Sporting Library and 
Museum (NSLM) in Middleburg, 
Va., will celebrate the opening of its 
Sporting Art Museum in October with 
the exhibition Afield in America: 400 Years 
of Animal eL Sporting Art ; 1585-1985. 

The exhibit, designed to raise aware¬ 
ness of the importance of animal and 
sporting art as a reflection of American 
history and cultural life, will present works 
by such iconic American artists as Albert 
Biers tadt, Alfred Jacob Miller and Frederic 
Remington, as well as those by recognized 
masters of the animal and sporting art 
genre, including John James Audubon, 
Edward Troye, Arthur Fitzwilliam Tait 
and William Tylee Ranney. 

Over 100 works of fine art represent¬ 
ing every category of the genre have been 


selected to show how American animal 
and sporting artists developed a unique 
national style reflective of the diversity 
of the people, the rich variety of wildlife, 
and the breadth of the national landscape. 

Paintings and sculpture have been 
drawn from the NSLM's permanent 
holdings, as well as from private collec¬ 
tions, museums and other institutions 
throughout the United States. “The works 
of other fine American sporting artists, 
which have long been esteemed by enthu¬ 
siasts of the genre but, until recently, were 
often overlooked by art historians, are an 
important focus of the exhibition,” said 
curator F. Turner Reuter Jr. 

The exhibition will include an illus¬ 
trated, color catalogue, featuring critical 
essays that explore larger interpretations 


duced 107 nominations and $1,038,000 in 
fees before expiring on June 30. The new 
international stallion nomination program 
that began in January has produced $2.5 
million in revenue from 390 nominations. 

Since 2006, the Breeders' Cup has 
grown from eight to 15 races, attracting 
record international participation as a 
result. The Breeders' Cup began out-of- 
competition testing for blood doping 
agents for its races in 2007 and banned 
steroid use in 2008. 

Days after the Breeders' Cup's board 
boldly acted, Stronach outlined his plan 
in a letter to Florida pari-mutuel director 
Milton Champion and sent similar requests 
to racing commissions in other jurisdic¬ 
tions in which he owns race tracks: Pimlico 
and Laurel Park in Maryland; Santa Anita 
and Golden Gate Fields in California, and 
Portland Meadows in Oregon. 

In his letter to Champion, Stronach 
wrote, “There are great concerns between 
the horse racing community and the public 
with regard to medication for race horses, 
especially on race day. . . We feel very 
strongly that these measures will be in the 
best interest of the horse and the horse 
racing industry.” 

A Florida official acknowledged receipt 
of Stronach's letter and said his request 
was being reviewed.

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RACE-DAY MEDICATION continued 

Separately, Stronach told the Daily 
Racing Form : “I really believe it is not 
necessary to have race-day medications. 
In most parts of the world, they do not 
allow it. And we have already seen the 
Breeders' Cup has just come out in sup¬ 
port of this same measure. We all know 
when horses race, they should race sound 
and not on medications which mask things. 
Everybody knows that's the right thing to 
do, but up to this point nothing has been 
done about it." 

Stronach's actions paralleled increasing 
unrest within the racing industry nation¬ 
wide regarding the need for race-day medi¬ 
cations. As the debate intensified, the RCI's 
Drug Testing Standards and Practices 
(DTSP) Committee held a special meeting 
on July 26 to further examine regulatory 
policy. 

An international summit at Belmont 
Park in June fostered no concrete resolu¬ 
tions. DTSP committee chair Duncan 
Patterson, a member of the Delaware 


Racing Commission, said the Saratoga 
symposium was meant to amplify those 
discussions. As such, the meeting again 
produced no consensus regarding race-day 
Lasix administration. 

Horsemen defended the need to race 
horses on Lasix, citing humane reasons 
and the drug's established efficacy in con¬ 
trolling exercise-induced pulmonary hem- 
orraghing (EIPH). 

But Tom David, chair of the RCI regu¬ 
latory veterinarians committee, flatly advo¬ 
cated the prohibition of race-day medica¬ 
tions in all jurisdictions. 

N. Edward Robinson, director of the 
Equine Pulmonary Research Laboratory 
at Michigan State University, said that 
chronic bleeding results in thickening lung 
tissue, which promotes circulatory prob¬ 
lems. According to Robinson, furosemide 
mitigates, but does not cure, EIPH. He 
added that the elimination of same-day 
Lasix administration would scarcely affect 
the advance of pulmonary disease because 
horses primarily exert via training, not 
racing. 


Scott Palmer, chair of the American 
Association of Equine Practitioners's 
veterinary committee, estimated that a 
race-day Lasix moratorium would expose 
vulnerable horses to epistaxis (bleeding 
through the nose), removing up to 0.9 per¬ 
cent of the Thoroughbred-racing popula¬ 
tion from competition. 

Other countries forbid race-day Lasix 
use in part because it's deemed to enhance 
performance, thus damning the sport's 
integrity. Palmer refuted this theory, saying 
furosemide merely optimizes performance. 
“No amount of Lasix will make a horse 
run past his ability," Palmer said. 

In March, the RCI called for a more 
measured, five-year approach to withdraw¬ 
ing all race-day medications. 

Two days before the Saratoga sympo¬ 
sium, at its summer convention in Seattle, 
the National Horsemen's Benevolent and 
Protective Association recommended the 
continued use of race-day Lasix but said it 
would support rules requiring that regula¬ 
tory veterinarians administer it. New York 
and Canada have implemented such a 
policy.

MANFUSO IS REELECTED TO 
BREEDERS’ CUP BOARD 


STRONACH, CDI TO EXTEND 
HRTV PACT THROUGH 2014 
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MANHATTAN GOLD WAS GOLDEN 
FOR SEEGER OPERATION 


D am of two Pennsylvania champions, 
the state's co-broodmare of the year 
in 2000 and a 100 percent producer 
(15 winners from 15 foals), Manhattan 
Gold was a mare any fledgling breeding 
operation would love to have. Robert and 
Robin Seeger were the fortunate couple 
to benefit from the numerous offspring 
produced by the daughter of Quadratic 
during more than 20 years of ownership. 
One of the most recognized broodmares 
in Pennsylvania in the 1990s and early 
2000s, Manhattan Gold died peacefully in 
her stall this past June at the age of 30 at 
the Seegers’ farm in Reddick, Fla. 

Purchased privately by the Seegers in 
1988 while in foal to T. V. Alliance, Man¬ 
hattan Gold produced 12 foals for the 
couple before her retirement in 2004. Four 
of those offspring were stakes performers, 
led by seven-time stakes winner Tri for the 
Gold. 

The mare's fifth foal, and second for 
the Seegers, the blaze-faced bay Tri for the 
Gold won 10 of 43 starts over four seasons, 
captured the Grade 3 Garden State Stakes 
in 1993, placed 13 times (seven in stakes) 
and retired with earnings of $282,760 while 
trained by Robert Seeger and campaigned 
in the name of the Seegers' Plum stead 
Stables. The Pennsylvania-bred champion 
3-year-old of 1993, Tri for the Gold retired 
to stud in 1996 at the Seegers' Sweetbriar 
Farm in Perkasie, Pa. From seven small 


crops, the son of Triocala sired stakes win¬ 
ner Tri's Passion and stakes-placed Tri My 
Style, both bred by Robin Seeger. 

The second state-bred champion the 
mare produced was Golden Lake. A foal 
of 1998 by Salt Lake, Golden Lake cap¬ 
tured the 2000 Blue Mountain Futurity, 
earning the title of champion 2-year-old 
filly. She repeated as champion at 3 after 
winning two stakes, and retired with six 
wins and earnings of $192,117 from 25 
starts over three seasons while notching 
seven stakes wins or placings. 

The Seegers still own Manhattan Gold's 
most successful producing daughter, Chas- 
manhattan. Foaled in 1992 and by the 
Seegers' Saratoga Six stallion Space Cup, 
Chasmanhattan was a stakes-placed juve¬ 
nile who finished on the board in eight 
of her 11 starts at 2 and 3 while earning 
$50,603. To date, she is the dam of 11 foals 
of racing age, all starters, nine of them 
winners, including $273,982 stakes win¬ 
ner Chase the Line and $212,454-earner 
and stakes-placed Chase for the Gold. 
Her daughter Chasevalay is the dam of 
stakes-placed $203,189-earner Favorite 
Valay. Chasmanhattan's current 2-year-old, 
Indian Rules (by Peace Rules), placed in his 
only start. The Seegers have a yearling colt 
out of the mare by Silver Train. 

Other notable Manhattan Gold off¬ 
spring are stakes-placed $130,722-earner 
Manhattan Vice (by Vice Regent), and the

foal the mare was carrying at the time of 
purchase, Manhattan Lights, who became 
the dam of stakes horses Triman and Lite 
Prospect. 

“We've done it all with them,” noted 
Robin Seeger of Manhattan Gold's off¬ 
spring. “We bred them, raised them and 
raced them. And they all tried. Most of 
them were good race horses.” 

Manhattan Gold was buried on the 
Seegers' farm in Florida, next to her son 
Tri for the Gold.

PURPLE SAND & ANNIE MCGEE 


A ccording to Spanish-American 
philosopher and novelist 
George Santayana, “The fami¬ 
ly is one of nature’s masterpieces,” a 
sentiment fully embraced at trainer 
Kathleen Dibben’s Sand Hill Farm 
in Pasadena, Md. 

Home as well to Dibben’s moth¬ 
er Alice, brother Will and husband 
David Santos, Sand Hill has been 
the family homestead since 1965, 
when Alice and late husband Phil 
purchased the property 

“They were not horse people,” 
Dibben, 56, began. “I was taking 
lessons at the time and kind of 
[dragged] them into it.” 

So enamored was Alice that she 
too began to ride. Now 81, Alice 
is an accomplished horsewoman 
who spent several years competing 
in dressage shows. And it was her 
former dressage partner, a home¬ 
bred mare named I’d Sooner (I Find 
Gold—Wait in Line, by *Sibelius II), 
who produced one of the Dibben 
family’s top runners to date, the 
Purple Comet gelding Purple Sand. 

Bred by Alice Dibben, “He was Mary- 
land-bred and Virginia-sired, so he was 
eligible for all that extra money and the 
restricted stakes at Colonial Downs,” 
Kathleen Dibben said. “He was a very 
opinionated horse; it was his way or the 
highway. He had a high rate of galloping, 
but he had no kick and nothing tactical. It 
was just, ‘Catch me if you can,’ and some¬ 
times they didn’t. But he was really game 
and won some photos and made over 
$230,000. He was a stone runoff too and 
had to gallop in a German martingale. 

“As a turf horse, he’d come home 
every winter, and then every spring I’d 
bring him back. He always ran really well 
off a layoff. In his 8-year-old season, I 
ran him for $25,000 his first time back, 
and he got claimed by David Ross and 
Ann Merryman. But he never won a race 
for them after they claimed him. I got a 
phone call that November [2005] from 
Ann saying that she had talked David 
Ross into taking a tax write-off on him, 
so we brought him back home.”

Now 14, stakes-placed Purple Sand 
returned to Sand Hill with a record of 
48-6-9-8 and a tidy $233,620 to his name. 
Kathleen Dibben has begun taking side¬ 
saddle lessons on the big, elegant dark bay. 

He joined older half-brother Soonership 
(by Pilot Ship), now 19, who also returned 
to Dibben after a career-ending injury 
brought the insertion of 17 screws in a 
hind leg. 

“Mark Lapidus owned him at the time, 
and he paid to get it fixed and then called 
and asked if I wanted him back,” Dibben 
said. “Mark said, ‘I’ll sell him back to you 
for a dollar.’ I only had 75 cents in my 
pocket at that time. And to this day Mark 
kids me about that quarter I owe him.” 

Called Sooner Jr. at home, the big bay is 
now Will Dibben’s mount. 

But Alice’s heart belongs to Annie 
McGee. Kathleen bred the gray daughter 
of Aaron’s Concorde—Marine Brat, by 
Marine Brass, also a foal of 1997. 

“I had broken my collarbone, and I sold 
Annie to a client, M R Stables,” Dibben 
explained. “And I told them she wasn’t the 


soundest horse-she had ankle problems 
from day one—but she was quick and 
she’d be early. Sure enough, she was. 
She broke her maiden first time out for 
$10,000 at Charles Town. She also 
had some seconds that summer. 

“So in October 2000, we went 
into the Maryland Million Distaff 
Starter Handicap improving, and 
we ran against some nice older 
mares on the downhill side. Some 
of them were getting ready to retire. 
Rick Wilson fell off one of the 
favorites coming out of the gate. 
Elaina Sheridan rode [Annie 
McGee]; we got in with 106 pounds. 
Annie [at 34-1] stepped up to the 
plate and ran the race of her life 
that day. She didn’t really want to go 
seven-eighths, but she did it. And 
there was a huge crowd in the win¬ 
ner’s circle that day.” 

A year after her Maryland Million 
triumph, Annie McGee was claimed 
out of a race at Charles Town for 
$7,500. She would change hands yet 
again before Dibben spotted her 
running at the bottom in a $2,500 
sprint in May 2002. 

“We claimed her back and 
brought her home,” she said. “Her 
ankle was done, so we retired her.” 

With stats of 20-4-4-3 and a 
bankroll of $72,890, Annie McGee 
began a career as a broodmare. But com¬ 
plications plagued her first pregnancy 
and repeated during her second. 

“She had problems where the foals, 
at about 7 months, would displace her 
gut,” Dibben said. “She had emergency 
surgery both times, she carried them to 
term and delivered each one normally. 
But that was it; we never bred her again.” 

Both foals were owned and trained by 
Dibben. And both—Storm Broker’s son 
Save Me Some and the Way West (Fr) 
gelding Hasufel—have returned home 
to Sand Hill, where they graze side by 
side in a shady paddock about 100 yards 
from their dam’s stall. 

“I started fooling with her after we’d 
had a John Lyons clinic here at the farm,” 
Alice smiled. “She’s doing so well now. I 
couldn’t catch her; she’d just play with 
me. She ground-ties. She stands still 
while this old lady gets on her. And we’re 
up to trotting, if you want to call that rid¬ 
ing. But we’re getting there.”

Breed to race 
or breed to sell? 


(M othing enhances the value of a 

I \ I horse like owning it,” stated a wise, 

I m old industry pundit. Unfortunately 
this old adage is often still true. Ownership 
means that one’s time and money has been 
invested, sometimes for many years, in an 
attempt to produce a horse that will be 
competitive and successful on the race 
track. But with a market as fickle and 
demanding as today’s, it is frequently dif¬ 
ficult to put a price on your stock that will 
pay the production costs and also allow 
success in the auction ring. 

This is the time of year when many 
breeders and owners face the reality of the 
market-the auction sales season is upon 
us. This is the time of year when breeders 
must take stock, literally. They will soon 
find out if the decisions they made two 
years ago are still relevant and possibly, 
hopefully, profitable. Yearlings are being 
walked and bathed and rubbed till they 
shine. Those going to auction are the result 
of careful selection and attention to detail. 
Their owners probably have planned for 
this fall event from the time they signed 
that breeding contract. Their gamble on 
that first-year stallion or the commitment 
to the proven sire will be rewarded or dis¬ 
missed as the market determines. 

The exclusive forum of the commercial 
auction has become a necessary and impor¬ 
tant part of breeding race horses. “Are you 
breeding to race or to sell?” became a regu¬ 
lar question when reviewing or evaluating 
someone’s breeding decisions, and the 
answer had a dramatic impact on way the 
youngsters were raised and prepared. 

Though the question may seem rhetori¬ 
cal, it was emblematic of a time when the 
answer could be an either/or-not the 
more obvious, ‘Yes, we are breeding a race 
horse that we plan to sell.” When did those 


two objectives become so different? When 
did breeders decide that they were produc¬ 
ing a race horse they were unwilling to take 
to the track? 

Well, those days are gone. The contrac¬ 
tion of the commercial market has forced 
breeders to prove their product—if they 
do not get an acceptable price at auction, 
they take it to the larger marketplace at 
the track. Many have found that, though 
the risks are higher, the rewards can also 
be greater. 

The heartbeat of the commercial mar¬ 
ket in the Mid-Atlantic region is in Mary¬ 
land. Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Inc. offers 
three regular and reliable opportunities 
for regional breeders to sell their product 
or replenish their stock. The Eastern Fall 
Yearling Sale in October, acknowledged 
by many in the industry as the most con¬ 
sistent option, is an annual meeting place 
for savvy buyers and sellers. The sales in 
Maryland don’t have the glitz and glamour 
of the select versions in New York and 
Kentucky but have proven to reward buy¬ 
ers with a good return on investment. 

And the auction market is going to 
tell the seller truthfully, and sometimes 
brutally, if those long-ago decisions were 
good ones. The auction ring yields imme¬ 
diate feedback, and it can be harsh at times, 
but it can also be a cause for celebration. 
Sometimes an unsatisfied seller is reward¬ 
ed later with a successful runner that pays 
dividends on many levels. That success¬ 
ful horse validates those earlier choices, 
increases the value of one’s breeding stock 
and most importantly earns money. So 
when those intrepid and committed breed¬ 
ers sell at auction, it is clear that their 
stock is the repository for their hopes and 
dreams and money. And they were breed¬ 
ing race horses, after all.

Evans dispersal marks 
an epic chance to bid, 

and to bid farewell

I t was a life’s work. .. 
a passion. Edward P. 

(Ned) Evans spent 
more than four decades 
developing a master¬ 
piece at his Spring Hill 
Farm in Casanova, Va. 

With bold strokes and 
a genius mind that con¬ 
sidered every detail, 

Evans created one of 
the most accomplished 
broodmare bands in the 
world. 

Evans’s wonderful 
creation will be on dis¬ 
play for the world to see 
at the Keeneland sales 
this fall in September 
and November. The 
complete dispersal of 
Evans’s horses, one of 
the largest for a major 
breeder in history, is a rare opportunity to 
acquire members of numerous prominent 
Thoroughbred families —descendants of 
generations of Evans’s selective practices. 
But as the more than 200 horses go through 
the auction ring in Lexington, Ky., it will be 
as much a memorial to the late master of 
Spring Hill, who died on December 31, 
2010, just one month shy of his 69th birth¬ 
day. 

Chris Baker has more knowledge than 
anyone of the horses from Spring Hill. The 


farm’s manager since late 2000, Baker, 48, 
worked closely with Evans on all aspects 
of the operation. “Mr. Evans was a very 
bright man, a very interesting man, but 
very private at the same time,” noted Baker. 

Business may have kept Evans in New 
York City, but his primary residence was 
2,700-acre Spring Hill, which he estab¬ 
lished in 1969. Spring Hill sprang from 
Evans’s purchases of several properties in 
the area-farms with the names of Long- 
wood, Melrose, Page Meadows, Spring 


Hill, Spring Hill annex, 
Ingleside and Hender¬ 
son. The office of 
Spring Hill sits on prop¬ 
erty that once was part 
of famed Buckland 
Farm, owned by Ned 
Evans’s father, Thomas 
Mellon Evans, the 
breeder of 1981 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-Gl /Preak- 
ness Stakes-Gl winner 
Pleasant Colony 

In an interview in 
2005 with Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred editor Lucy 
Acton, Evans described 
his love for the area: “I 
was attracted to the 
land, and the fact that it 
was close to Washington, 
D.C. Of course I knew 
about this area because 
of Buckland, not that I spent much time at 
Buckland. 

“It’s a great place to come to. I’ve had 
a lot of fun with it, over 30 years. I’ve had 
the city and the country. . 

Evans would come to the farm on long 
weekends, generally three times a month. 
“He liked to see the horses,” said Baker. 
“He and I would just walk out in the field 
with a bunch of mares and foals and dis¬ 
cuss plans. 
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“When he was here, he really, really 
enjoyed the farm. He would drive all over, 
in either his car or his golf cart, looking 
at horses and everything else, and come 
back with suggestions on how to improve 
things. He had a great amount of input in 
how the farm looked, how it was devel¬ 
oped, including the barns, houses and 
landscaping.” 

Evans and Baker collaborated on mat¬ 
ings, but the input largely came from 
Evans. Evans would place his value on the 
mares, determine how much he wanted 
to spend on stud fees and suggest which 
matings would be best. Baker would con¬ 
tribute the physical component of the 
cross, knowledge gained from working 
directly with so many members of the 
families. “But he always had the final say,” 
said Baker. 

More than 100 stakes winners had been 
owned or bred by Evans over the years. 
According to Equibase , Evans was among 
the nation’s top 20 breeders by earnings 
every year since 1998. He was awarded 
the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association’s award as the National 
Breeder of the Year for 2009. 

One of Evans’s breeding legacies is the 
remarkable crop of 1998. That single crop 
yielded three star performers who carried 
Evans’s yellow and black colors, million¬ 
aires Raging Fever, Summer Colony and 
Gold Mover. Combined, the trio won 27 
stakes, 20 graded, and earned more than 
$4.4 million. 

Raging Fever was one of the best 
2-year-old fillies in the nation in 2000, 
winning five of six starts, four of them 
stakes, topped by the Grade 1 Frizette and 
Matron. She would later add the Grade 1 
Ogden Phipps Handicap to her 10 stakes 
wins. 

One of the top older mares of 2002, 
Summer Colony was a graded stakes win¬ 
ner each year from 3 to 5, and took the 
Personal Ensign Handicap-Gl and three 
other graded stakes her 4-year-old season. 

Gold Mover was the richest of the 
three, earning $1,523,010 while winning 11 
stakes. A six-time graded winner, she also 
placed in 14 stakes in her 31-start career. 

All three are members of the brood¬ 
mare band. Raging Fever and Summer 
Colony have been bred to Quality Road; 
Gold Mover is in foal to Giant’s Causeway. 

Quality Road was the most successful 
runner to carry Evans’s silks. Foaled in 
Virginia in 2006, the son of Elusive Quality 
out of Kobla, by Strawberry Road (Aus), 
was electric-for two seasons he ranked 
as one of the best runners in the country. 
During a career in which he made 13 starts, 


Quality Road set three track records, won 
four Grade 1 races and earned $2,232,830 
while only once finishing off the board. 

The big, handsome bay recorded the 
highest Beyer speed figure in a race over 
one mile in five years when he earned a 121 
for his phenomenal performance in Gulf- 
stream Park’s 2010 Donn Handicap-Gl, 
winning by more than a dozen lengths in 
1:47.49 for a mile and an eighth, which 
broke his track mark of 1:47.72 recorded 
in the 2009 Florida Derby-Gl. His 2010 
Metropolitan Handicap-Gl was another 
masterpiece as he completed the mile in 
1:33.11. 

Evans was eager to support Quality 
Road at stud at Lane’s End Farm in Ken¬ 


tucky. Nearly a quarter of the 150 mares 
bred to the young stallion this year, his first 
season, were Spring Hill mares. 

When Baker joined the farm in 2000, 
work was underway to construct an addi¬ 
tional 32-stall foaling barn. Finished in 
2002, the barn welcomed its first arrivals in 
the spring of 2003 and allowed the major¬ 
ity of Evans’s mares to foal in Virginia. For 
more than a decade prior, the Evans mares 
had been boarded in Kentucky to foal, 
then shipped back to Virginia to raise the 
foals. Birthing in Virginia made an impact, 
as Spring Hill foals comprise approximate¬ 
ly 15 percent of the state’s annual crop. 

But the most illustrious runner bred by 
Evans was foaled in 2000 in Kentucky. 
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Saint Liam’s divine 2005 racing season was consecrated with this Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-GI score. He won $3,696,960 in ’05 and a Horse of the Year title.

born this year, was part of Evans’s sensational homebred cast of 1998. a graded stakes winner three straight years. She’s been bred to Quality Road. 


Saint Liam, a son of Saint Ballado, 
was sold at Fasig-Tip ton’s select yearling 
sale at Saratoga for $130,000 to William 
K. Warren Jr. The second foal out of 
the Quiet American mare Quiet Dance, 
Saint Liam was a star on the rise in 2004, 
coming within a neck of defeating that 
year’s Horse of the Year and Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-GI winner, Ghostzapper, in 
Belmont Park’s Woodward Stakes-G1. The 
next year it was all Saint Liam. Competing 
exclusively in Grade 1 company, he won 
four of six starts and concluded the year 
with a powerful score in the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-GI at Belmont. He earned 
$3,696,960 of his career total $4,456,995 
that season and took home the Eclipse 
Award as 2005 Horse of the Year and 
champion older male. 

Saint Liam’s championship campaign 
propelled Evans to fourth among the 
nation’s breeders by earnings. 


Saint Liam was one of many horses 
sold by Evans’s operation, which com¬ 
bined a commercial aspect with racing 
homebreds. According to Baker, nearly 
half of the 55 to 60 foals produced at the 
farm each year would be sold at auction. 
a But in order to sell half, we’d have to prep 
two-thirds,” said Baker, noting this sum¬ 
mer’s preparations had been similar to 
those of years past. 

“There’d be some [yearlings] we’d 
decide before they ever left the farm that 
we liked and would keep. . . others would 
go to the sale and not meet their reserve 
and we’d bring them back. We’d overshoot 
what we’d prepare, then through that pro¬ 
cess of elimination, we’d basically be sell¬ 
ing half,” said Baker. 

This year, at bodi sales, every horse 
going through the ring will be sold, with no 
reserve, as part of the Lane’s End consign¬ 
ment. All proceeds will go to the Edward 


P. Evans Charitable Foundation, which 
provides grants for medical research, edu¬ 
cation and the arts. 

The majority of the horses are being 
prepped at Spring Hill, although 15 select 
yearlings— including Saint Liam’s half- 
brother by Pulpit and a full brother to 
Quality Road—are at Lane’s End. Fifty-one 
yearlings are catalogued for the September 
sale, which runs from Sunday, September 
11, to Saturday, September 24. The Evans 
yearlings will be sprinkled throughout the 
sale. 

Evans prized a number of Thorough¬ 
bred families, and while he frequently 
would look to add new blood or sell 
others, four foundation mares stand out— 
Execution, Flight Dancer, Prayer Bell and 
Intentional Move. “Those four families 
would be the longest standing, deepest 
families that make up most of the mul¬ 
tiple generations within the broodmare 
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band/’ said Baker, although noting more 
recent families, such as those of Christmas 
Bonus, Withallprobability and Pennant 
Fever, as also quite prominent 

The family of Flight Dancer has been 
especially active in 2011. Quiet Dance, a 
granddaughter of Flight Dancer, is the 
dam of 2011 stakes winners Quiet Giant 
and Dance Quietly, and the granddam 
of Buster’s Ready, winner of the Mother 
Goose Stakes-Gl in June. Quiet Dance, 18, 
is being sold in foal to Quality Road. 

All of the horses of racing age —43, 
which include 22 current 2-year-olds—will 
be sold in November. "If the horses in 
training are doing well and racing effec¬ 
tively, they’ll stay in training right up to the 
sale,” said Baker. 

The Breeding Stock sale, which begins 
on Sunday, November 6, will see 78 mares 


offered—a few as racing or broodmare 
prospects —and 55 weanlings, including 
one by A.P. Indy (out of Gold Mover), 
two by Bernardini and eight by Smart 
Strike, as well as full sisters to Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Christmas Kid (Lemon Drop Kid— 
Christmas Gift) and Malibu Prayer (Malibu 
Moon—Grand Prayer). 

Given the economy, Baker expects 
some of the upper-end sales horses to go 
overseas, to Japan, Australia, England or 
Ireland. But he’s quick to note: “Look at 
the depth of what’s available—there are 
going to be $10,000 horses and seven- 
figure horses.” 

Staying home will be eight pensioners- 
seven mares and the mil li onaire gelding 
Gygistar. “We did not catalogue any mare 
over 20 years of age. It didn’t seem to be 
the right thing to do,” said Baker, who

added that provisions have been made 
for the small group to be cared for their 
natural life. 

During the summer months, more than 
30 employees keep the Spring Hill opera¬ 
tion running smoothly and looking crisp. 
Sixty percent of the full-time employees 
live on the farm, in 22 houses scattered 
about the property. Day-to-day operations 
at the farm had been status quo through 
the summer. But eventually the farm will 
be sold, although Baker didn’t know the 
hows or whens as of early August. 

Baker, who is married—his wife, Diana, 
is an equine therapist heavily involved with 
Thoroughbred rescue and retirement—and 
has an 11-year-old daughter, Emma Kate, 
has been busy with the farm’s everyday 
operations, but the future beckons. A few 
people have offered new opportunities, but 
plans are not concrete. 

“I would like to continue to do some¬ 
thing similar to what I’ve done here,” 
Baker said. “But I don’t know that I’m 
lucky enough to find that. This is pretty 
unique: an owner/breeder who primarily 
raced, and with this size of an operation. 

“I hope to find something that’s equally 
challenging and rewarding in regards to 
the accomplishment in racing that we’ve 
had here, but I just don’t know if I’ll find it 
again.” ^ 
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Damon and Mike’s 
excellent adventure

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D amon Dilodovico doesn’t get it. 

The self-deprecating horse trainer 
can’t fathom why anyone would 
find him interesting. What can he possibly 
say ?... There’s so little to tell.. Its a boring ride. 

When the car’s just sitting, maybe. Then 
you pull out the keys, five of them, each for 
the Maryland Million winner Dilodovico 
has trained. A door opens. The engine starts. 

It’s a refreshing, unorthodox drive 
across Maryland’s Washington, D.C., sub¬ 
urbs, Dilodovico’s lifelong friend and 
steadfast business partner Mike Geralis 
riding shotgun. 

“I’ve got pictures of Mike and [me] in 
diapers together,” Dilodovico says. “We’ve 
been friends forever.” 

Dilodovico grew up in Fort Washington, 
Md., just across the creek from Rosecroft 
Raceway. His first harness-track score? 
Sneaking in. 

But Geralis, influential even then, 
pointed Dilodovico toward old Bowie 
Race Course and Laurel Park and Pimlico. 
Dilodovico fortified his high school years 
by studying, handicapping and betting 
Thoroughbreds. It was not your textbook 
training regimen: From there, he joined the 
U.S. Army. 

Meantime Mike’s dad, James Geralis, 
had a Washington, D.C, restaurant, The 
Cold Duck; Harvey Linden owned a shoe 
store a few doors away. Linden also raced 
some horses, the stakes winner Along 
Came Jones included, and introduced the 
Geralises to promising young trainer Dale 
Capuano, then at Bowie. 

After a three-year military stint in 
Germany, Dilodovico found his call to 
arms back in the states. Capuano, in his 
20s, was a rising force among Maryland 
trainers; as his holdings grew, so did his 
need for workers. 

Weekend fill-ins at first, Damon and 
Mike helped fuel the growth story, hot- 
walking, grooming, tending the barn. In 
1986, a flashy bay arrived with a page¬ 
turning future and a storybook past: Silano, 
bred by Phil Capuano, Dale’s dad, and 
owned by his mom, Connie, was about to 
be rubbed by young Damon Dilodovico. 

For instruction, Dilodovico turned 
to a wiser stable-hand, Christine Novak. 
Christine tutored him on the finer points 
of grooming, of establishing equine trust, 
of managing a stall. 

How things blossomed. Silano won 
eight stakes and nearly $700,000 in a 
20-for-67 career. Damon and Christine 
married. (They have three sons: Nick, 20; 
Damon, 18; and Andrew, 13.) 


Damon and Mike were young, excited, 
empowered. “From that point we just 
thought everybody was making a ton of 
money doing this,” Dilodovico says with 
a grin and a wistful shake of the head. 
“We were 22, 23. And in August 1990, 
we thought maybe we could do this for 
ourselves.” 

They only needed two things: a horse 
and a stall. 

Geralis’s dad obliged on the former, 
entrusting Damon and Mike with the 
former Dale Capuano trainee Dynastical. 
As for stabling, the upstarts turned to 
the highly versatile and casually irreverent 
Berkley Kern. 

A trainer, farrier, exercise rider and 
accom phshed jokes ter, Kern had an 
empty stall in his Bowie barn. Suddenly, 
Dynastical had a home. 

Kern began galloping Dynastical and 
said he felt the horse transform beneath 
him over time. Dynastical ran for six years, 
through age 9, and retired with stats of 
51-9-8-2 and $108,083, the majority while 
under the care of Dilodovico. The son of 
Horatius was the first in a long line of 
horses that would help establish Dilodo¬ 
vico as a trainer of durable runners who 
returned to the track for multiple seasons. 

“He takes good care of the horses, 
number one,” Kern says. “And if the own¬ 
ers let ’em, they manage ’em good.” 

Kern says of Damon and Mike: “They 
work as a team. They were childhood 
friends. They’ll be together forever.” 

The late Dan Westland would become 
an important influence in the careers of 
the young partners. Dilodovico lived for 
a time on Westland’s farm in Deale, Md., 
where he furthered his education. 

“That part of everything was pretty 
cool,” Dilodovico says. “It was a lot of 
work, but he also bred horses out there, so 
I got to take part in that. And I learned a 
lot. We were training, and then we’d come 
back and he’d let us work on the farm so 
we didn’t have to sweat rent so much.” 

Again, Dilodovico established lasting 
ties. The first horse he helped foal, Known 
as Nancy (Horatius—Tacaro’s Queen, by 
Run Fool Run) eventually made her way 
into Dilodovico’s barn and finished sec¬ 
ond to Mixed Appeal in the 1994 Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap-G2. 

“That was kind of a neat thing for me,” 
he says. “You get real emotional when cer¬ 
tain horses do well. She broke her maiden 
for about $14,000 against nothing, but it 
was the happiest day of my life to that 
point. It was thrilling.” 


More thrills loomed. In 1997, Dilodovico 
and Geralis tasted their first Maryland Mil¬ 
lion victory when Warrenpeace (Deputed 
Testamony—Run Pearl, by Private 
Thoughts) took the $50,000 Starter Handi¬ 
cap for Shoulda Coulda Woulda Stable Inc. 
A second victory in the race came in 2006 
with Joseph Cuppy’s Off the Glass (Press 
Card—Glass Tree, by Air Forbes Won). 

With Dilodovico handling the bulk of 
the training duties and Geralis piloting 
the administrative ship, business steadily 
expanded. Damon and Mike generally 
managed about a dozen horses that first 
decade with the objective to favor long¬ 
term results over short-term gains. 

“We didn’t run a lot, so I guess most 
of the people noticed that we were able 
to keep a decent percentage,” Dilodovico 
says. “It’s a lot easier to do it that way.” 

Geralis’s reputation as an astute handi- 
capper helped draw clients to the fold as 
well, Mark Lapidus among them. Lapidus, 
with five horses, is their biggest client. But 
he’s an equal partner in the regular three- 
way ribbing with Damon, 46, and Mike, 47. 

“Right now we’re arguing,” Dilodovico 
laughs, “and it’s always over silly stuff. But 
everyone says. Are you married ?’ We get 
along pretty well most of the time.” 

The needling has precedent. “He [Lapi¬ 
dus] would tease us; he’d bounce from 
trainer to trainer early on,” Dilodovico says. 
“When we were starting out—you fall 
behind easily in this game—he would lend 
us some money to help keep our heads 
afloat. And we would always tease that we 
were never going to pay him back because 
then he would leave us. So while we were 
struggling along, that was our running gag.” 

The enduring partnership has thrived. 
Lapidus landed a Maryland Milli on trophy 
when his gelding Let Me Be Frank (Awad— 
Hassenack, by Ack Ack) triumphed in the 
2008 Starter Handicap. Dilodovico also 
won that day with Black and Tan Stable’s 
Swear Allegiance (Swear by Dixie—Allepia, 
by Allen’s Prospect), who took the $50,000 
Distaff Starter Handicap. 

Lapidus has even recruited for the sta¬ 
ble. His uncle, Alvin M. Lapidus, gave 
horses to Dilodovico and soon was col¬ 
lecting crystal. In 2010, Regal Solo surged 
down the Laurel Park stretch to snare 
the Maryland Million centerpiece, the 
$150,000 Classic, over heavily favored In 
the Juice and four other rivals. Claimed by 
Dilodovico for $40,000 in August 2009, 
Regal Solo had won the Jennings Handicap 
for Alvin Lapidus in late 2009. 

A 6-year-old son of Louis Quatorze 
and the Polish Precedent mare Sonata

(GB), Regal Solo remains at the Bowie 
Training Center. Dilodovico hopes he'll have 
a chance at a Classic encore on October 1. 

Mark Lapidus has enriched the stable 
in other ways. He makes annual trips to 
Florida to scout potential Thoroughbred 
acquisitions, giving Damon and Mike a 
greater pool to draw from. 

“Let me tell you, he's gone well above 
for us," Dilodovico says. ‘We'd been hav¬ 
ing a hard time finding horses to claim here. 
He goes and spends his winters in Florida, 
and while he's down there he's looking for 
horses to bring back. And we're the benefi¬ 
ciaries of these nice horses he’s getting." 


Last year, Robert Abbo bought the 
then-5-year-old Immortal Eyes in a private 
deal and, through Lapidus's brokering, 
turned him over to Dilodovico. Bred by 
Adena Springs in Florida, Immortal Eyes, 
a son of the well-bred Mr. Prospector 
horse Greatness out of the Private Terms 
mare Private Eyes, had passed through the 
auction ring three times, the final time as a 
2-year-old for $220,000. 

“We couldn't get him to go a step past 
four and a half furlongs," Dilodovico 
says. “We thought we'd be stuck trying to 
make our way through Charles Town. Last 
year we had most of our success doing 


that with him. Mr. Abbo took him back 
to Florida for a couple starts this year but 
didn't really do so well. But since he came 
back, he's just been unbelievable." 

Enlivened on the return to Dilodovico's 
barn, Immortal Eyes has grown into one 
of the East's most fiery sprinters. In April, 
he won the Webb Snyder Stakes in track- 
record time at Charles Town, :50.09 for 
four and a half furlongs. Less than three 
months later he was at it again, com¬ 
manding the $50,000 Chesapeake Stakes at 
Colonial Downs in 1:07.97 for six furlongs, 
another track standard. 

In between, Immortal Eyes nearly won 
the $100,000 Maryland Sprint Handicap- 
G3 by menacing the Bob Baffert-trained 
Ventana throughout the Pimlico stretch. 
Immortal Eyes finished a neck shy of 
Ventana but won the respect of a Preakness 
Day crowd and a national television audi¬ 
ence. 

Three audacious performances, and still 
Dilodovico goes humble. “When you get 
something like that," he says, “you just try 
your hardest not to mess things up." 

Immortal Eyes won the Charles Town 
Invitational Dash in 2010 and 2011, and 
his to-date earnings nudge $400,000. 

“If I had a horse, and I wanted some¬ 
body to train him, I wouldn't be afraid to 
go to Damon," Kern says. “And I'm picky 
as [anything].” 

The barn still has venerable campaigner 
Love's Strong Hart (Not For Love—Mis¬ 
tress Montague, by Gallant Romeo), owned 
by the Hartner Family Trust. Now 10, the 
stakes-winning gelding bred by the late 
John Hartner has been with Dilodovico 
since he was 2 and is a virtual family mem¬ 
ber. 

“He still wants to do it,” Dilodovico says 
of Love's Strong Hart's racing heart. “I really 
don't know what we'll do when he leaves.” 

Here he pauses. In a rare acknowledge¬ 
ment, he allows that he and Geralis have a 
way with devoted runners that spurn the 
hand of time. 

<f We have had a lot of success with 
older horses, and I think it's because we 
don't run a ton," Dilodovico says. “If our 
owners let us take our time, we're going to 
do that. . . It seemed like forever that we 
did not lose horses to the claiming box, 
and maybe that's how we ended up with 
so many older ones. People didn't really 
claim from us so much. It seems like we've 
always had a geriatric group.” 

Bay Capp raced until age 10, Snow's 
Dynasty nearly as long. The Bowie Training 
Center might help foster that longevity, he 
says, with its varied offerings: a consistent 
outdoor training surface, an enclosed track 
(the Hacienda) and wooded trails. 
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Dilodovico makes his way to Bowie 
each morning from Cobb Island, a 60-mile 
drive. He and Christine moved there for 
the children; it had better schools. The 
parental interest, and the willing commute, 
illuminate Dilodovico's ongoing dedication. 

There's more. For the past 12 years, 
after the morning paces have ended at 
Bowie, Dilodovico has worked afternoons 
on the frontside as a technical assistant for 
International Sound, which provides the 
audio-visuals at Laurel Park and Pimlico 
(among other tracks). 

Dilodovico is “hard-working, and one 
of the most honest people you'll ever meet 
anywhere,” Geralis says. “He's just a really 
good guy.” 

Geralis mentions nothing of his part¬ 
ner's modesty. He doesn't need to. 

As August dawned, Dilodovico was 
winning at a 28 percent rate (25 for 90) in 
2011 and had finished third or better with 
61 percent. Dilodovico's runners made 
$505,133; ergo, the barn was earning 
$5,613 for every start. 

“We're really not all that confident in 
our training ability,” Dilodovico says. “And 
I’m not joking.” 

So why is Berkley Kern laughing? Made 
wise to the line, Kern says, “That's not an 
act. That's just the way he is.”

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After “trip from hell,” 
Baffert watches Coil 
arrive first in Haskell

S even times Bob Baffert had sent a 
horse to Monmouth Park for the 
track’s signature race, die $1 million 
Haskell Invitational-Gl. And seven times 
they had picked up a check—none finishing 
worse than third. When Karl Watson, Mike 
Pegram and Paul Weitman’s dual cham¬ 
pion Lookin At Lucky captured the 2010 
running, it gave Baffert win number four, 
making him the most successful trainer in 
Haskell history 

Trips to Monmouth have made for 
good times for the Baffert camp. Then 
came the trip of 2011. 

Sounding like a vacationer recount¬ 
ing a “trip from hell,” Baffert and his 
team had their nerves frayed as they made 
their way from Del Mar to Monmouth 
over the final weekend of July, with one 
unexpected and frustrating travel travail 
after another—including a flight diversion 
from Monmouth County to northwest 
Philadelphia, waiting more than an hour 
for a car to take the group to Oceanport, 
and arriving with fewer hotel rooms than 
needed. Sleep didn’t come until the wee 
hours of Sunday morning. 

Settled in at Monmouth on the after¬ 
noon of July 31, Baffert watched as the 
3-year-old colt he shipped in three days 
earlier, the handsome chestnut Coil —a 
son of his first Haskell winner, Point 
Given—leaned back at the break and gave 
the other seven runners a head start for 
the 44th running of the Haskell, this year 
sponsored by Resorts Casino Hotel. 

What struck Baffert as he watched 
protege Martin Garcia trailing on a colt 


who had normally raced on the lead: “This 
trip from hell is not over yet. It just wasn’t 
meant to be. . . it’s going to be a long trip 
home.” 

Amazing how things can turn around in 
less than two minutes. 

With Garcia providing a masterful ride, 
Coil unleashed a powerful six-wide run 
around the far turn, took aim on the lead¬ 
er, Preakness Stakes-G1 winner and 3-2 
favorite Shackleford, and proved the most 
determined to the wire. By the length of 
his neck, Coil defeated the ever-tenacious 
Shackleford and propelled himself among 
the leaders for a divisional championship. 

<( When [Coil] made that big move on 
the outside, it was unbelievable. I was hop¬ 
ing that this horse had that, but he looked 
like Point Given today Me, as a trainer, I 
was so impressed,” said Baffert. “I’m just 
happy that finally it’s a happy ending to a 
trip that started off a little bit rocky.” 

Coil, purchased privately by Watson, 
Pegram and Weitman from breeder Glen 
Hill Farm after his 2-year-old debut at 
Santa Anita last October, was the least 
experienced of any runner in the field, 
making just his sixth career start. But after 
a win in the Grade 3 Affirmed Handicap 
at Hollywood Parkin June and just missing 
in the mile and an eighth Swaps Stakes-G2 
on July 9, the chestnut was sent off as the 
3.20-1 second choice. Having Baffert as his 
trainer was a bonus. 

Standing in Coil’s way was not 
only Shackleford, but the formidable 
Monmouth Park-based Kelly Breen duo 
of Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Ruler On 


Ice and recent Pegasus Stakes-G3 win¬ 
ner Pants On Fire, owned by New Jersey 
residents George and Lori Hall; Illinois 
Derby-G3 winner Joe Vann; Preakness 
third-place finisher Astrology; Bay Shore 
Stakes-G3 winner J J’s Lucky Train; and 
Federico Tesio Stakes winner Concealed 
Identity, who had defeated Ruler On Ice 
in early May. 

A big question Coil needed to answer: 
How would he handle his first start on a 
conventional dirt surface? Baffert didn’t 
have doubts. “The horse was training great 
coming into this race,” he noted. “Jimmy 
Barnes, my assistant, does a great job and 
said the horse loved it here.” 

At the urging of Garcia, Baffert 
removed the blinkers from Coil after the 
colt was getting more and more aggressive 
in his races. The poor break provided the 
ultimate test for the equipment change; 
as Coil trailed the field, he relaxed under 
Garcia and allowed the rider to position 
him a few paths off the rail. Garcia made 
the decision to let him get comfortable and 
just make one move. 

“The thing about Martin is, he tides by 
instinct and that’s what makes him such a 
great rider,” said Baffert. “He’s just natural 
born, like all the great jockeys. And he 
knows I have a lot of confidence in him. 

“He had a plan, and when the horse 
didn’t break, he went to another plan,” 
Baffert continued. “I think we showed off 
a really great horse today, but it was a great 
ride by Martin to bring it out in him.” 

Monmouth Park riding legend Joe 
Bravo urged Joe Vann to the front at the

start, then proceeded to post modest frac¬ 
tions of :23.38 and :47.02, with Shackleford, 
ridden by Jesus Castanon, no more than a 
length behind. As most of the field 
bunched up down the backstretch, Coil 
continued to trail, about eight lengths off 
the lead. 

The imposing Shackleford surged to 
the front rounding the far turn, just as 
Coil was making his run by circling the 
field. “In the stretch, when he was passing 
Shackleford, it was almost like I couldn’t 
believe what I was seeing,” said Baffert. 

Shackleford’s trainer, Dale Romans, was 
proud of his horse, who continues to 
impress with his never-give-up attitude. 
“We got a great trip. He took the lead 
turning for home and dug in once Baffert’s 
horse came up.. . I thought he was going to 
come back and win it,” Romans said. 

Ruler On Ice finished well through the 
stretch to get third by a half length over J 
J’s Lucky Train. Coil completed the mile 
and an eighth in a solid 1:48.20 while in 
receipt of four pounds that the two classic 
winners gave to all other starters. 

“I told Martin, You’ve always wanted 
to take this horse back, and I’m going 
to let you ride him the way you want to 
ride him,’” said Baffert, who revealed 
that, the day before the race, Garcia told 


him that, “I think I’m going to ride him 
like Lookin At Lucky.” To which Baffert 
quickly responded, “But you’re not riding 
Lookin At Lucky.” In providing Baffert 
with his fifth Haskell win, Coil became a 
little more like Lucky, and added his name 
to a Baffert honor role that also includes 
Haskell winners War Emblem and Roman 
Ruler. Coil made a believer out of Baffert: 
‘You have to bring a good horse to win 
this race. The hardest part is to get a good 
horse, and we have a good horse.” 

The second foal out of the Theatrical 
(Ire) mare Eversmile, a half-sister to cham¬ 
pion turf mare Possibly Perfect, Coil took 
home the $600,000 winner’s share with his 
fourth victory. He has earned $748,560 
while never finishing off the board. And 
the Haskell being a Breeders’ Cup “Win 
and You’re In” race, Coil earned an auto¬ 
matic starting berth in the $5 million 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-G1 to be run at 
Churchill Downs on November 5. 

A crowd of 38,895 turned out on 
the sunny, breezy afternoon, betting 
$2,917,048 of the total $13,907,125 over a 
14-race card, which offered eight consecu¬ 
tive stakes. (Full coverage of the support¬ 
ing stakes will appear in the next issue of 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred .) The total handle 
was the fourth-highest in Haskell Day 


history Betting on the Haskell alone was 
$3,289,569. 

This year’s race picked up the sponsor¬ 
ship of Atlantic City’s Resorts Casino 
Hotel, which is undergoing a renaissance 
under the new ownership of Dennis 
Gomes and New York real estate develop¬ 
er Morris Bailey Bailey had recently taken 
over the operation of Monmouth Park 
after getting approval to execute a five-year 
lease with the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority. 

“The Haskell is one of horse racing’s 
most prestigious events, and we are excited 
to have the new Resorts as the host spon¬ 
sor,” said Gomes in a statement. Wrote the 
website Casino Connection about the casino/ 
race track partnership, which was explor¬ 
ing expanded marketing strategies for the 
future: “The details are still being worked 
out, but this is the first time a casino has 
partnered with a race track in New Jersey 
where the benefits are mutual.” 

Bailey, who presented the trophy to the 
winning Haskell connections, also had a 
runner in the race, as co-owner with Linda 
Gaudet of Concealed Identity, who raced 
on the pace but eventually faded to last. 
Bailey’s love for racing offers a brighter 
future for Monmouth Park, one of Bob 
Baffert’s favorite destinations. ♦ 
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Teaks North uses 
United Nations-Gl 
to build an alliance

H eading into the $750,000 United 
Nations Stakes-Gl on July 2, 
Teaks North hadn’t tasted defeat 
in three starts over the Monmouth Park 
turf course, which did little to kindle his 
popularity. Underappreciated and often 
overlooked, Teaks North hasn’t been 
favored in any of his 17 starts. Even after 
winning the recent Monmouth Stakes-G3, 
a field that included Grade 1 winner Get 
Stormy, Teaks North was close to an 
afterthought in the United Nations as the 
fourth choice at odds of 7-1. 

Again, he moved to change that percep¬ 
tion. Teaks North showed himself a force 
in the rather shapeless American turf divi¬ 
sion as he powered to a half-length victory 
over European challenger and defending 
champion Chinchon (Ire). Already a Grade 
1 winner by virtue of the Gulfstream Park 
Turf Handicap in February, Teaks North 
picked up by far the biggest victory of his 
career. 

Jockey Eddie Castro brilliantly timed 
the winning move. After saving ground, 
Castro sent the handy Teaks North three 
wide coming out of the final turn, beat¬ 
ing Chinchon to the desired spot. As 
Chinchon had to go wider, Teaks North 
turned the corner deftly while seemingly 
picking up speed, and he rushed after the 
French mare Stacelita. Teaks North took 
die lead with a sixteenth left; Chinchon ran 
on strongly but, unlike last year, arrived too 
late. Stacelita, a $1.5 million earner entering 
the race, finished third. 


“It unfolded exactly the way I had 
hoped,” said Justin S alius to, who trains 
Teaks North for Jules Boutelle. “He likes 
a firm, hard turf course where he can hear 
his feet rattle, and that’s how the course 
was playing the last few days here.” 

“When the horses from the back were 
starting to move, we were able to slip out 
and go,” Castro said. “He really kicked it in 
through the stretch. I was very confident in 
him throughout the race.” 

Like Teaks North, Castro is in the midst 
of a breakout season. A product of the 
celebrated Laffit Pincay Jockey School in 
Panama and the Eclipse Award-winning 
apprentice of 2003, Castro has reaped four 
Grade Is this year. (He also won the Wood 
Memorial with Toby’s Corner and the 
Acorn Stakes and Coaching Club American 
Oaks with It’s Tricky.) Before moving his 
tack to Belmont Park this spring, Castro, 
26, was a familiar figure atop the Monmouth 
jockey standings for six years. 

The United Nations, once an Atlantic 
City Race Course fixture, stands along¬ 
side the Haskell Invitational as New 
Jersey’s only remaining Grade 1 stakes. 
The United Nations was a Breeders’ Cup 
‘Win and You’re In” race, meaning Teaks 
North earned a berth in the $3 million 
Emirates Airline Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl 
on November 5 at Churchill Downs. Teaks 
North’s connections indicated that that is 
the goal for their 4-year-old gelding. 

Ten horses tried the United Nations, 
which assembled an intriguing interna¬ 


tional bunch bred in Ireland, France and 
Chile. Domestically, Bourbon Bay, a four¬ 
time graded stakes winner in California, 
was sent eastward by trainer Neil Drysdale. 
Teaks North only had to walk over from 
his Monmouth barn. 

For an 11-furlong, three-turn turf race, 
the United Nations was an eventful affair. 
Teaks North found himself in a tight spot 
approaching the first turn, but Castro extri¬ 
cated him successfully and found a cozy 
spot in fourth. Pulsion set the pace, tracked 
by Sleepless Knight and Bourbon Bay. 
Stacelita, the 2-1 favorite and four-time 
Group 1 winner in Europe making her 
first American start, raced near the back 
of the pack early, and into the second turn 
she was floated wide by the Chilean-bred 
Group 1 winner Belle Wading. 

The pace slowed considerably into the 
second turn as Pulsion led the way through 
six furlongs in 1:14.88. Noticing this, Joe 
Bravo, aboard Stacelita, sent the 5-year-old 
mare into early contention midway down 
the backstretch. Meanwhile, Castro waited 
inside with Teaks North, and Chinchon 
took some time to advance from mid-pack. 

Stacelita made the lead at the top of the 
stretch as Castro swung Teaks North to her 
outside for an unimpeded path. Given her 
traffic trouble and middle move, Stacelita, 
who had only arrived in the country three 
days earlier, proved a game foe. Chinchon 
closed belatedly to their outside, finishing a 
half length ahead of Stacelita for the place. 
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Jockey Eddie Castro (red cap) likes what he sees astride Teaks North: Defending champ Chinchon (ire) (outside) arrives late to finish second in the United 
Nations Stakes-GI, while multiple Group 1-winning mare Stacelita (Fr) holds third inside after leading into the stretch.

The France-based Chinchon was mak¬ 
ing his first trip back to the United States 
since winning the 2010 United Nations, fol¬ 
lowing races in Singapore, Dubai, Canada 
and France. He won none of them but 
drew strong interest in his United Nations 
defense: He was 2.40-1, Stacelita 2.30-1. 

“We made a move around the far turn, 
and the 4-horse [Eldaafer] kept bumping 
my horse and knocking him off balance/’ 
said Garrett Gomez, who rode Chinchon. 
“He put in his late kick once he got his 
balance back, but that bumping took a toll 
on him.” 

With such a fitting international flavor 
to the United Nations, the local horse 
took the top prize. With the victory, Teaks 
North stayed unbeaten in four starts on 
the Monmouth grass. Last year, he won his 
turf bow there at 30-1, then the Restoration 
Stakes at 11 -1. A stakes winner on turf and 
dirt, Teaks North is a Florida-bred son of 
Northern Afleet and the unraced mare 
Teaksberry Road (by High Honors). 

Following his win in the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap, Teaks North hadn’t landed 
in the money in three starts, until a return 
to Monmouth renewed his upward trajec¬ 


tory. Having finished the United Nations 
in 2:13.28 under a race-high 123 pounds, 
he’s 7-for-17 with earnings of $976,964. 

“He’s really matured since his 3-year- 
old year,” Sallusto said. “He’s a very smart 
horse, always aware of his surroundings.” 


When those surroundings are Mon¬ 
mouth, Teaks North is something else: 
unbeatable. *

ALL TOGETHER 
CLEARS THE 
JONATHAN KISER

I f there’s an award for most valuable 
horse in steeplechasing—and we’re not 
talking sales price here —the 2011 mid¬ 
season prize could go to All Together. The 
6-year-old made four starts before August 
and fired every time. 

He lost by a head to Complete Zen at 
Atlanta in April. He lost by a nose to the 
same rival at Radnor in May. He lost by 10 
when third at Belmont Park in July. And 
then he came through at Saratoga, kick¬ 
ing clear in the stretch to win the $70,000 
Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes on July 28. 
The season opener at the Spa turned into 
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a grind late, and All Together overpowered 
a game Here Comes Art in the stretch to 
win by two and a quarter lengths and make 
trainer Jack Fisher smile. 

“About time,” Fisher typically dead- 
panned while waiting for his horse to 
return from his third career steeplechase 
victory. Fisher might have sounded impa¬ 
tient, but he was thrilled. A horse like All 
Together will do that to you. 

“Isn’t he great? He always tries, always 
tries,” said co-owner Andre Brewster after 
the Saratoga win. A longtime steeplechase 
supporter from Maryland, Brewster races 


All Together with Sheila Williams, Fisher’s 
mother-in-law. 

The horse became a steeplechaser 
in 2010 after competing on the flat for 
owner/breeder Jayeff B Stables and New 
Jersey-based trainer Alan Goldberg. The 
powerhouse son of Danzig and the Farm a 
Way mare Unify won three times but 
wound up on the cull list and landed in 
Fisher’s barn. Since then, he’s won three 
more, finished second three times, placed 
third once and earned $145,000 in 11 
starts. He’s two noses and a head shy 
of being 6-for-ll over jumps, thanks to 
tough-luck losses to Nationbuilder (by 
a nose in a $100,000 race last fall) and 
Complete Zen (by a head and a nose in 
separate $50,000 races this spring). 

All Together is nothing if not tenacious 
and showed it in the Kiser, which came 25 
days after his worst race in a year-a third 
in the William Entenmann Memorial at 
Belmont. He finished 10 lengths back that 
day, undone by the added distance (two 
and a quarter miles) and 4-year-old upstart 
Demonstrative. 

At Saratoga, jockey Xavier Aizpuru 
put All Together second behind paceset¬ 
ter Here Comes Art and found a rhythm. 
Jump, jump, jump. Fence to fence, as the 
jockeys say. Still second coming off the 
turn, he let the others err behind him and 
went after the leader coming to the last. All 
Together flew it, landed running and drew 
off as Demonstrative rallied belatedly for 
second by a nose over Here Comes Art. 
All Together paid $8.30 and covered two 
and a sixteenth miles in 3:51.50. 

Aizpuru felt for his horse afterward. 

“He’s just been beaten by better horses 
on the day—this stride he’s beat, the next 
stride he wins,” Aizpuru said. “Today 
was his day, and I’m thrilled for the horse 
because he does try. This is the horse that 
keeps me getting out of bed in the morn¬ 
ing. He’s easily the best horse I get to ride 
on a consistent basis. When you’re 36 and 
starting to think about what you’re going 
to do next, this is the horse who keeps 
you getting on their backs and going out 
there.” 


COUNTRY COUSIN 
TRAVELS WELL 

The van ride to Colonial Downs can 
tax the most patient horsemen, but trainer 
Julie Gomena did it twice with Country 
Cousin-traveling from their base in 
Middleburg, Va., to the New Kent, Va., 
track to work seven furlongs on June 19 
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25 runnings, Maryland

and to win the $50,000 David L. (Zeke) 
Ferguson Memohal-NSA3 on June 26. 

Gomena needed a work for her horse 
but opted not for the firm turf at her farm. 
She could have tried the dirt at Middleburg 
Training Center but questioned the benefit 
to Country Cousin, a turf horse/steeple¬ 
chaser. Then she read the fine print in 
Colonial’s condition book. 

“I didn’t realize that, for stakes-nomi¬ 
nated horses only, the turf course is open 
one hour on Sundays to work,” she said. “I 
called and made arrangements, and that’s 
what I did — shipped all the way down there 
just to work. He was great, did a proper 
work. It was good for him physically and 
mentally.” 

The extra traveling-280 miles round 
trip-had no bearing on the 8-year-old, 
who outkicked Straight to It and Your Sum 
Man (Ire) to win by a length in 4:07.17 
for two and a quarter miles. Owned by 
Oakwood Stable, Country Cousin won his 
second stakes of 2011 and continued a sec¬ 
ond career that started with six consecutive 
defeats. Country Cousin since has won 
five of eight, with stakes scores in novice 
company at Radnor last year, in a restricted 
race at Aiken this spring and now the open 
Ferguson. 

Gomena has seen her horse flaunt his 
versatility. He’s won on hilly courses, flat 
tracks, right-handed and left-handed. 

“I still can’t figure him out because he’s 
won [at] all these different places,” said 
Gomena. “It took him so long to break 
his maiden; now he’s winning stakes. The 
races this fall are two and a half [miles] 
and longer, and I’m not sure he likes that 
much distance, so we decided to point for 
Colonial.” 

The Ferguson attracted a field of six 
after the late scratches of Percussionist 
(Ire) and The Price of Love. Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Your Sum Man, Mixed Up and Spy in 
the Sky took much of the attention along 
with course winner Straight to It and the 
hard-hitting Country Cousin. Bettors made 
each less than 9-1. 

Fealing Real (Ire) set the early pace, 
followed by Your Sum Man, Straight to 
It, Country Cousin and Mixed Up. Spy in 
the Sky fell at the fifth, and Fealing Real 
dropped back on the final turn. Your Sum 
Man emerged with a slight lead on Straight 
to It at the quarter pole, but Country 
Cousin took aim and collared his rivals 
inside the final furlong. 

“He’s a very solid horse and beat them 
fair and square,” said jockey Carl Rafter. 
“He’s a brilliant ride, doesn’t pull, jumps 


great. He doesn’t like to be crowded in a 
race, but I’ve got that figured out.” 

Colonial changed its steeplechase 
schedule to include tripleheaders June 12 
and 26 as opposed to two races on three 
weekend stops. The lineup produced solid 
fields and a variety of winners. In addition 
to Country Cousin, Virginia-based horses 
One Sea and New Mambo won races. 

South Carolina owner/trainer Kate 
Dalton did them one better, winning a 
$15,000 maiden special weight hurdle with 
Virginia-bred Well Fashioned. The 4-year- 
old Cozzene filly beat nine male rivals 
and collected $18,000 (double the winner’s 
share). Bred by Lazy Lane Farms, Well 
Fashioned came into the race following 
two seconds and a third. 

“In hindsight, it worked out well for us; 
it was really sweet. For little people like us, 
it’s a big deal,” said Dalton, whose husband 
Bernie rode the filly. The Daltons bought 
Well Fashioned, who raced on the flat with 
Rodney Jenkins, for $4,000 at Keeneland 
in January, and sold her to Maggie Bryant 
and trainer Doug Fout after the Colonial 
victory. 


MR. HOT STUFF 
FIRES AT PENN 

Once part of WinStar Farm’s racing 
juggernaut, Mr. Hot Stuff placed in the 
Santa Anita Derby-Gl and started in the 
2009 Kentucky Derby-Gl but became a 
sales candidate after failing to win anything 
more than a maiden race on the flat. 

Fisher bought the son of Tiznow for 
Nick Arundel last year and cultivated a 
prospect. After Arundel died early in 2011, 
Fisher client Gill Johnston spent $70,000 
on Mr. Hot Stuff at the Arundel Estate 
dispersal sale. The 5-year-old rewarded 
her faith with a maiden win at Fair Hill 
in May and a $30,000 optional claiming 
score at Penn National June 24. Mr. Hot 
Stuff dispatched eight foes at Penn with 
a relaxed, controlled race—charging past 
horses on the final turn and winning by 
three-quarters of a length over Roman 
Glory (Ire), with Easy Red third. The win¬ 
ner covered two miles and a sixteenth in 
3:44.20 and more importantly showcased 
steadily improving form to complement 
his head-turning good looks. 

“Mr. Hot Stuff is like Bubble Econ¬ 
omy,” Fisher said, referring to his enig¬ 
matic three-time timber champion. “They 
look really good, they know they look 
really good and they’ll only do it if they 
look good doing it. He doesn’t try that

hard, but he’s feeling good about himself 
now. He’s won a couple, and he knows 
he’s won a couple. Look at his form: He’s 
a Grade 1 -placed horse. I think he’s going 
to be a really nice horse once he gets his 
[stuff] together.” 

WinStar thought the same thing. Third 
in the Santa Anita Derby, Mr. Hot Stuff 
finished 15th in the Kentucky Derby and 
eighth in the Belmont Stakes-G1. Trainer 
Eoin Harty campaigned him on the syn¬ 
thetic, dabbled on the dirt, tried the turf, 
sent him long, gave him time, added blink¬ 
ers, took blinkers off. Mr. Hot Stuff did 
little wrong: He was beaten by two lengths 
in the Santa Anita Derby and by less than 
four in the Grade 2 San Fernando a year 
later. In his final six starts for WinStar and 
Harty, he finished a combined 14/2 lengths 
back. 

BACK AND FORTH 

The summer season began at Parx Rac¬ 
ing for a two-race stop on June 5. Lake 
Placid, bucking for claim of the year, won 
his second race for trainer Ricky Hendriks 
and owner Debra Kachel. They claimed 
the 6-year-old son of Giant’s Causeway for 
$10,000 in April and pocketed $36,000 in 
the two wins. Also at Parx, Pennsylvania- 
bred Dr. Wheat earned $21,000 (purse and 
bonus money) for owner/breeder Dr. Bill 
Riddle with a maiden hurdle score. Trained 
by Chuck Lawrence, the winner won by a 
nose in his third start of 2011. 

The fall racing season begins at Shawan 
Downs in Maryland on September 24, 
with the highlight again coming with the 
Grand National Hurdle Stakes-NS A1 at 
Far Hills, N.J., on October 22. The fall 
season concludes with the Marion duPont 
Scott Colonial Cup-NSAl on November

FULFILLING ITS 
BILLING, DELAWARE 
HANDICAP-G2 IS 
PERFECTLY THRILLING 

Champion Blind Luck out-bobs Havre de Grace 
in a breathtaking rematch of fabulous fillies

“That was unbelievable!” trainer Jerry Hollendorfer said, not of his Hall of Fame nod but of the hair¬ 
breadth victory by Blind Luck (outside, under Garrett Gomez) over Havre de Grace in the Grade 2 Del ’Cap. 


W hen the greatest Thoroughbred 
races of 2011 are discussed, the 
$750,000 Delaware Handicap-G2 
will be among them. 

Two exceptional 4-year-old fillies-one 
a champion, the other championship- 
caliber-fought tenaciously through the 
Delaware Park homestretch on July 16. 
The bay had the lead turning for home 
but was quickly confronted outside by 
the wiry chestnut. For a few strides, they 
raced as a team, and then the chestnut 
poked her head in front. As they neared 
the eighth pole, the bay countered, coming 
back and retaking the lead. But the deter¬ 
mined chestnut drew even again, and they 
hurded past the wire side by side. 

The finish was so close that it took an 
examination of the photo to determine 
that 2010 Eclipse Award-winning 3-year- 
old filly Blind Luck, the outside-running 
chestnut, had nosed out the nation's top- 
rated Thoroughbred, Havre de Grace, to 
win the venerable Delaware Handicap and 
claim round six in their ongoing battle for 
national supremacy. 

With the tenuous victory, Blind Luck 
has out-finished Havre de Grace in four of 
their six meetings. Blind Luck has won 
three times head to head, Havre de Grace 
twice; Blind Luck was second and Havre de 
Grace third in Unrivaled Belle's $2 million 
Breeders' Cup Ladies' Classic-Gl last year. 

As jockey Garrett Gomez brought Blind 
Luck to the winner's circle, something rare 
filled the air—thunderous applause both 
for her and for the Ramon Dominguez- 
ridden Havre de Grace, based at Delaware 
Park with trainer J. Larry Jones and owned 
by Fox Hill Farms. Those in attendance 
fully appreciated the potent display of grit 
and class. 

Blind Luck has proven a throwback to 
the days of the iron horse, when Thor¬ 
oughbreds ran hard and often and criss¬ 
crossed the country to earn championship 
stripes. The daughter of Pollard's Vision, 
clocked in 2:01.28 for a mile and a quarter, 
hasn't been out of the money in 21 career 
starts, winning 12, placing in nine and earn¬ 
ing $3,279,520. 

Trainer Jerry Hollendorfer, who 
accompanied Blind Luck from Southern 
California, has seen his champion win 
some very close finishes. The Delaware 
I Handicap stretch run, he acknowledged, 
| was as good as it gets.

8 65-year-old Hollendorfer, enshrined last 
month in racing's Hall of Fame. “I always

well, but it wasn’t until she hit the far turn 
and started to rally that I knew she’d have a 
really good chance to run that other filly 
down, whom I have the utmost respect for.” 

Originally sold as a yearling for $11,000 
and purchased privately by her current 
connections after her winning debut at 
Calder, Hollendorfer said, “You just can’t 
dream you’d get a horse like this. She’s a 
hickory horse, and she loves to race and 
loves to train.” 

Hollendorfer said Blind Luck would 
seek redemption this fall in the Breeders’ 
Cup Ladies’ Classic, to which she earned an 
automatic berth: The Delaware Handicap 
was a “Win and You’re In” Breeders’ Cup 
feeder. 

While Hollendorfer savored the Del 
’Cap victory, trainer J. Larry Jones said the 
two extra pounds Havre de Grace carried 
(124 vs. 122) had cost her the race. The 
Delaware Park racing office, Jones implied, 
had given Blind Luck the weight allowance 
to lure her from California. 

But Hollendorfer suggested that Blind 
Luck would have entered regardless. “I’d 
rather have the two pounds than not,” he 
said, “but this race carried a big purse, fit 
nicely into our schedule, and is a very pres¬ 
tigious race to have on Blind Luck’s 
resume.” 

Bettors endorsed the weight assign¬ 
ments, making Havre de Grace the 7-10 
favorite; Blind Luck was 11-10. The $2 
exacta returned $5.80. 

How dominant were the top two? Life 
At Ten, last year’s Delaware Handicap win¬ 
ner, finished nearly 19 lengths behind them 
in third after setting the pace. Longshots 
Love’s Blush and Thundering Km ilia com¬ 
pleted the field. 

Blind Luck, owned by Mark DeDom- 
enico LLC, John Carver, Peter Abruzzo 
and Hollendorfer, is the first foal from 
the Best of Luck mare Lucky One. Lucky 
One, in foal once again to Pollard’s 
Vision, brought $1.85 million at the 2010 
Keeneland November Breeding Stock Sale. 

ST. JOHN’S RIVER RISES 
IN DELAWARE 0AKS-G2 

Louisiana-based St. John’s River fol¬ 
lowed her close second-place finish in 
the Grade 1 Kentucky Oaks by winning 
the Grade 2, $300,000 Delaware Oaks in 
exciting last-to-first fashion over Strike the 
Moon on July 9. All for Thee was third. 

St. John’s River, a 3-year-old Include 
filly owned by Dede McGehee and trained 
by 77-year-old Andrew Leggio Jr., ran 
down Strike the Moon in deep stretch. 


Strike the Moon had opened a three and a 
half-length lead after setting slow fractions, 
but St. John’s River closed with gusto to 
nail her in the final jump as the betting 
favorite. 

Rider Jose Lezcano had picked up the 
mount on the winner after Delaware Park’s 
leading jockey Rosie Napravnik, who was 
aboard for the Kentucky Oaks, broke her 
arm in a spill at her Delaware summer base 
three days before the race. 

Leggio, who once galloped horses at 
Delaware Park 61 years ago, said the stretch 
run was almost too much for him to bear. 

“I was very concerned about the short 
stretch here, because she really only starts 
running in that last eighth of a mile,” he 
said. “She was the 7-horse, and she went 
seven horses wide. I’ve had two heart 
bypasses already, and I thought I was going 
to have the third one right there.” 

The Delaware Oaks was the first graded 
stakes victory for St. John’s River, out of 
the Private Account mare Adventurous Di 
and a full sister to Grade 1 winner Panty 
Raid. From six starts, she’s won twice and 
earned $500,070. 

CHEETAH (GB) HUNTS LATE 
IN GRADE 3 ROBERT DICK 

Two stakes complemented the 
Oaks. In the $200,000 Robert G. Dick 
Memorial-G3 for fillies and mares, it was 
Robert Scarborough’s Cheetah (GB) who 
dazzled with a big move from the back of 
the 12-horse field to draw off by three and 
three-quarters lengths over Bubbly Jane 
(Brz), followed by Dyna Waltz (GB). 

Cheetah, a 4-year-old daughter of Tiger 
Hill ridden by Jose Lezcano for trainer

Christophe Clement, was timed in 2:13.13 
over one and three-eighths grassy miles. 

“I waited as long as I could,” Lezcano 
said. “I had so much horse, I had to wait 
for the right moment. She’s a very good 
filly going a long distance.” 

The Robert Dick Memorial was the 
first stakes win for Cheetah in the U.S. The 
roan filly won the Wild Flower Stakes last 
November in England, her final European 
start before coming stateside. In her sec¬ 
ond outing in the U.S., she was third in the 
Grade 2 Sheepshead Bay Stakes in New 
York in May. She’s earned $206,509. 
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Awesome Bet? You bet. The dark bay son of Awesome Again, with Kent Desor- 
meaux up, paid $20 with a late surge that denied J W Blue in the Barbaro Stakes.

BARBARO’S AWESOME BET 

In the $100,000 Barbaro Stakes for 
3-year-olds, Mike McCarty’s Awesome Bet, 
a son of Awesome Again trained by Steve 
Asmussen, took advantage of a quick early 
pace to make a big stretch run and defeat 
J W Blue by a neck in 1:40.37 for the mile 
and 70 yards. Meistersinger was third of 
nine in the precursor to the Delaware 
Oaks. 

Awesome Bet impressed jockey Kent 
Desormeaux with his closing punch. 

“He did a big thing today,” Desormeaux 
said. “That was an amazing turn of foot, 
and an amazing accomplishment from 
where he was. It was hard sitting back 
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there, but when I asked him, he got the 
job done.” 

The Barbaro was the first stakes victory 
for Awesome Bet, who paid $20 to win. 
He’s bankrolled $134,304. 

A SUSSEX HAUL FOR MR. RYDER 

The Delaware Handicap card show¬ 
cased the talents of the 2010 Eclipse 
Award-winning jockey Ramon Dominguez 
in dramatic fashion. While he came up a 
nose short in the biggest race of the day 
aboard Havre de Grace, he swept the two 
supporting $100,000 stakes, also by close 
margins. 

In the first stakes on the card, the 
Sussex for 3-year-olds and up at a mile 
and an eighth on turf, Brushwood Stable’s 
Mr. Ryder earned back a little piece of his 
$800,000 price-tag when he held off 3-2 
co-favorite Bim Bam by a neck at the wire. 

The winner has earned $165,480. 

Bim Bam, second in the Grade 1 
Manhattan Handicap in his previous start, 
closed gamely but could not get past Mr. 
Ryder. Mikoshi was well back in third. 

Mr. Ryder, a 4-year-old son of Giant’s 
Causeway out of the Gone West mare 
Saudia, was timed in 1:40.82 over firm 
going. It was his fifth win from eight starts, 
and first stakes victory. 

“This race was a logical next step after 
his most recent win at Monmouth Park” 
in an allowance on June 18, said trainer 
Christophe Clement’s assistant, Christophe 
Loheul. “He is a very honest horse and 
always tries hard, no matter what.” 

ALMA D’ORO IS GOLDEN IN 
CARPENTER MEMORIAL 

The race immediately preceding the Del 
’Cap, the R.R.M. Carpenter Jr. Memorial 


Stakes, saw Alma d’Oro return to one of 
his favorite haunts and record his fourth 
stakes victory. The Bourque Goldstein 
Thoroughbreds LLC colorbearer gamely 
clung to a short lead down the stretch 
of the mile and a sixteenth Carpenter 
and turned back an extremely determined 
In the Juice by the slimmest of noses. 
Nacho Friend finished third, two and a 
half lengths back. 

A Todd Pletcher-trained son of Medag- 
lia d’Oro, Alma d’Oro was timed in 1:43.14. 

“I thought we had gotten beat,” said 
Dominguez. “It was very close. I’m glad I 
was wrong.” 

Out of the Fortunate Prospect mare 
Brenda D S, Alma d’Oro has won seven 
of 22 starts and $321,038. Seven of his 
outings have come at Delaware, where he 
boasts an impressive record of three wins, 
two seconds, a third and a fourth—all but 
one in stakes company. 

While attendance wasn’t announced 
for Del ’Cap day, on-track handle was 
$374,312, and total handle, including 
simulcasts, $2,866,195. Last year’s totals 
were $397,904 and $2,650,688. # 
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JOCKEY NAPRAVNIK 
SUFFERS A BAD BREAK 
AT DELAWARE PARK

R osie Napravnik lost her chance to 
repeat as Delaware's top jockey when 
she suffered a broken left arm in a 
spill on July 6. 

Napravnik was aboard the Dale 
Capuano-trained Naseeb, the 5-2 second 
choice in a five-furlong turf race, when the 
4-year-old filly broke down about a quarter 
of a mile into the race. Napravnik was 
thrown and landed on her left side. 

The 23-year-old New Jersey native was 
taken to nearby Christiana Hospital and 
underwent nearly an eight-hour surgery to 
stabilize the radius bone in her left arm. 


Her publicist, Kelly Wietsma, said the 
surgery was longer than expected because 
doctors had to remove a plate from a pre¬ 
vious injury. 

Napravnik remained hospitalized until 
July 18 and won't ride for at least two 
months, Wietsma said. Napravnik broke 
her left wrist in a spill at Laurel Park in 
2007 and incurred three compression frac¬ 
tures in her back. She also has broken her 
left leg and left collarbone. 

Naseeb suffered a broken bone 
between her shoulder and elbow, accord¬ 
ing to Capuano, and had to be euthanized. 


Before the accident, Napravnik had 
won two races on the July 6 Delaware 
program, giving her 36 victories from 
146 mounts. The injury halted a very suc¬ 
cessful 2011 season for Napravnik, who 
at the time was ranked eighth nation¬ 
ally with 131 victories and ninth in purses 
with $4,699,716. With George and Lori 
Hall's Pants On Fire, she piloted graded 
stakes scores in the $1 million Louisiana 
Derby-G2 at Fair Grounds and Pegasus 
Stakes-G3 at Monmouth Park. Her ninth- 
place ride aboard Pants On Fire in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl was the best finish by 
a female rider in Derby history. 

Napravnik also had the mount on St. 
John's River, who had just missed when 
second in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. St. 
John's River won the Grade 2 Delaware 
Oaks three days after Napravnik's fall. 

Napravnik became the first female to 
win a riding crown at Delaware Park (2010) 
and at Fair Grounds (2011). 

RONALD REAGAN RUNS AGAIN 

On July 11, Ronald Reagan paid a 
visit to the winner's circle. Not the late 
President but his equine namesake, a 
3-year-old owned by Fox Hill Farms.

Reagan made his career debut on June 
27 at Delaware, finishing third. Fitter for 
his second start, the big bay engaged in a 
pacesetting duel with Daddyroe through 
a half mile, shook clear and extended his 
advantage to win by four and a half lengths 
under Ramon Vazquez. Ronald Reagan 
went six furlongs in 1:10.82. 

By Henny Hughes out of the s takes- 
placed Unaccounted For mare Refugee, 
Ronald Reagan was bred by Needham- 
Betz Thoroughbreds Inc., D.J. Stable, Brian 
Graves, et al in Kentucky and purchased 
by Fox Hill for $700,000 at the 2010 Fasig- 
Tipton Calder Selected Sale of 2-year-olds 
in training. His half-sister is stakes-placed 
Profit ($158,580); his third dam is cham¬ 
pion Davona Dale. 

Fox Hill owner Rick Porter noted that 
Ronald Reagan, nicknamed “Mr. Presi¬ 
dent/’ is an extremely large horse, thus the 
delay in getting him to the races until his 
3-year-old season. 

JUVENILES TO FOLLOW 

Delaware Park has traditionally been a 
launching pad for talented juveniles that 
go on to fame and fortune—classic winners 
like Afleet Alex (2004) and Barbaro (2005) 
and Kentucky Derby-Gl runner-up Eight 
Belles (2007). 

The trainers of Barbaro and Eight 
Belles, Michael Matz and J. Larry Jones, 
each unveiled a promising 2-year-old win¬ 
ner on July 12. 

First out was the Jones-trained Believe 
You Can. The daughter of Proud Citizen 


won in her second career start, beating 
Diamante de Fuego by a neck. Fourth in 
her debut on June 26 at Monmouth Park, 
Believe You Can sped to the early lead 
under Gabriel Saez, set quick fractions of 
:21.80 and :45.94, and had enough left to 
hold off Diamante de Fuego, finishing up 
in :58.71. Believe You Can returned $5 as 
the favorite of seven. 

A Brereton Jones homebred, Believe 
You Can is out of El Fasto, by El Prado 
(Ire). The dam of three other winners, El 
Fasto is a half-sister to Grade 2 winner 
Classic Elegance. Proud Citizen, sire of 
Eclipse Award-winning champion 3-year- 
old filly Proud Spell, another Jones/Jones 
collaboration, stands at Jones’s Airdrie 
Stud in Kentucky. 

One race later Matz sent out Phyllis M. 
Wyeth’s homebred Union Rags to break 
his maiden at first asking at 7.90-1. Facing 
eight challengers, he won by nearly two 
lengths from far off the pace. Under Julian 
Pimentel, Union Rags made a strong mid¬ 
dle move to run down leader and another 
first-time starter, Jake N Elwood, in deep 
stretch to post the victory in :58.25. 

Union Rags is a son of Dixie Union out 
of the prolific Gone West mare Tempo. 
The dam of seven winners from eight start¬ 
ers, Tempo has also produced Union Rags’s 
full brother, stakes-placed $159,092-earner 
Geefour. From the family of Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Colonial Affair, Union 
Rags has as his second dam multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Terpsichorist. 

Wyeth sold Union Rags for $145,000 to 
IEAH Stables at the Fasig-Tipton Saratoga 


yearling sale, and bought him back for 
$390,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Florida 
2-year-olds in training sale from the Eddie 
Woods consignment. “He’s an awfully nice 
colt,” said Matz. “I’m not sure why she 
bought him back, but I’m glad she did.” 

Wyeth, who lives in Pennsylvania, is 
the wife of noted artist Jamie Wyeth, the 
son of famed artist Andrew Wyeth. The 
Wyeths lived and painted in Chadds Ford, 
Pa., and in Maine. 

TEST DRIVE FOR B0REL 

Multiple Kentucky Derby-winning 
jockey Calvin Borel, based in Kentucky, 
visited Delaware Park on July 13 and 
accepted rides on six mounts, primarily 
from Midwest trainers. While Borel’s best 
finish on the afternoon was a third aboard 
Toby the Coal Man for Ron Moquett, 
he gauged the possibility of riding at the 
Stanton oval in the future. 

“I’m thinking about it for next year,” 
he said. 

GUERRERO’S GROWING PAINS 

After dominating Parx Racing the last 
two years, trainer Juan Carlos Guerrero 
expanded this season, sending 14 horses 
to Delaware Park. Guerrero, winning at 
better than 40 percent at Parx in 2010-11, 
has kept a rather low profile in Stanton, 
scoring with four horses from 25 starters 
(16 percent) through July 23. 

“Everyone thought I’d come into 
Delaware and start killing them, but I want¬ 
ed to test the waters first,” said Guerrero. 
“What I noticed is that horses that ship 
from Delaware to Parx tend to do well, but 
horses making their first start at Delaware 
from Parx need a race or two, even though 
they may have trained over the surface. 
Slowly I am getting there, but it’s very com¬ 
petitive at Delaware, and my horses didn’t 
perform as I thought they would.” 

Guerrero said the proximity of Dela¬ 
ware to his Williams town, N.J., home and 
the purse structure made it an easy decision 
to split his stable. He said he spends a few 
days a week at each track. 

“I wanted to stable at Delaware last 
year, but I wasn’t ready,” he said. “So far 
everything has been working out well.” 

Guerrero, known for his expertise with 
claiming and allowance horses, diversified 
by winning with Filippo Rizzo’s Sapphire 
County, a 2-year-old first-time starter by 
Gibson County, in a five and a half-furlong 
race on July 19. The Florida-bred colt was 
promptly claimed by trainer Jamie Ness.^

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AIR SUPPORT FLIES 
HOME TO WIN THE 
VIRGINIA DERBY-G2 

The Stuart Janney III homebred takes off late, 
extends his range in defeating Banned by a neck

all of Fame trainer Shug McGaughey 
had some uncertainties about Air 
Support before the $600,000 Virginia 
Derby-G2 and hoped to find answers. 
In due course, Stuart Janney IIFs 3-year- 


old homebred turned question marks into 
exclamation points. 

Air Support rallied from 11 th in a field 
of 12 to win Colonial Downs’s richest 
race by a neck over second-choice Banned 


on July 16. Longshot Casino Host was 
another three-quarters of a length behind 
in third, followed by Newsdad and 3.30-1 
favorite Street Game. 

4 We were very pleased, not only with 
winning the race but with the effort,” 
McGaughey said after Air Support 
improved to 4-for-9 with his third stakes 
score. “And it kind of answered a few 
questions that we thought we knew the 
answer to, but you never know until you 
do it.” 

Rated by Alex Solis on a firm turf 
course, Air Support lagged second-to-last 
as Street Game led the field of 3-year-olds 
through a quarter mile in :23.87, a half 
in :48.04 and three-quarters in 1:12.73. 
Leaving the backside, Solis maneuvered 
Air Support through a rail opening to get a 
jump on Banned before angling out at the 
top of the stretch. Air Support went inside 
seven horses and around three to overtake 
Casino Host, then staved off Banned in 
2:00.80 for 10 furlongs. 




“Would he sustain a little bit longer drive?” trainer Shug McGaughey wondered of Air Support, under Alex Solis (white cap). In 2:00.80, McGaughey had his answer. 
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“One was the mile and a quarter” 
McGaughey said about the pre-race ques¬ 
tions. “And could he step it up and meet a 
horse like Banned, [whom] IVe got a lot 
of respect for, and would he sustain a little 
bit longer drive? I thought he answered all 
those” 

Like he had a cheat sheet. 

Air Support broke his maiden on the 
turf at Saratoga last summer and picked up 
the Pilgrim Stakes-G3 last fall before fin¬ 
ishing ninth in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf-G2. This spring, he reemerged in 
Keeneland’s Transylvania Stakes-G3, clos¬ 
ing from eighth to upset by a nose. Banned 
out-finished him in Churchill Downs’s 
Grade 2 American Turf and Street Game 
handled him in Belmont Park’s Hill Prince 
Stakes-G3, but Air Support avenged those 
defeats in the Virginia Derby. 

In his first start farther than a mile and a 
sixteenth, Air Support showed the stamina 
McGaughey suspected he has. 

“We always thought he would really like 
it when we got him going longer than what 
we had been able to run him,” the New 
York-based trainer said. “We thought there 
would be a little pace in die race, which 
there was, and Alex had ridden him one 
time before and learned a litde from the 
first time.” 

That lesson: Don’t wait so long. 

“So he started letting him move up at 
the half-mile pole,” McGaughey contin¬ 
ued, “saving ground, saving ground, saving 
ground. Then he was able to get him to 
the outside, and we kind of got the jump 
on Banned and held him off for the last 
part of it.” 

Air Support has trained like a soldier 
throughout his career and came to hand for 
a barn not known to press early. The son 
of Smart Strike and the unraced Danzig 
mare Gaze (a half-sister to Coronado’s 
Quest) made his debut in July 2010. 

“He’s an easy horse, a really nice horse; 
he always has been,” McGaughey said. “He 
was the first 2-year-old I ran last year, prob¬ 
ably the first 2-year-old winner we had, 
won a stake as a 2-year-old. I think when 
we took him to the Breeders’ Cup, we let 
him lay up a little too close to the pace, and 
we figured when he didn’t finish, we maybe 
needed him back a little more. He’s push¬ 
button and easy to be around.” 

EXCITED STIRS UP 
VIRGINIA 0AKS-G3 

Todd Pletcher read the Colonial Downs 
stakes book, circled the Virginia Oaks and 
called Kim Boniface. 


Michael Tabor’s Excited had arrived in 
Boniface’s care before the Grade 3 stakes, 
refreshed after the trip from Churchill 
Downs. Five days later, she took the 
$150,000 co-feature by a half length over 
Summer Savory, with Wyomia another 
half length back in third. The first six fillies 
finished within a three and a quarter-length 
cluster. 

Excited settled in third under John 
Velazquez, just off Wyomia and Mystical 
Star, before kicking clear for her third 
career win and second stakes score. Excited 
finished nine grassy furlongs in 1:49.70. 

“She’s been a real consistent filly 
who set a good trip and kicked on well ” 
Pletcher said. “It’s fun—I trained the dam, 
the full sister. Mr. Tabor always takes extra 
satisfaction when his homebreds do well. 
For a filly by Giant’s Causeway out of Path 
of Thunder, who won stakes for us, it’s 
extra fun.” 

A full sister to Breeders’ Cup Distaff 
Stakes-G1 winner and $3.5-million-earn¬ 
er Spain, Path of Thunder (by Thunder 
Gulch) won six races for Pletcher, includ¬ 
ing the De La Rose Stakes at Saratoga in 
2005. Excited won her debut at Saratoga 
last summer and then made six winless 
starts, although it wasn’t for lack of effort. 
She finished fourth in the Grade 3 Miss 
Grillo, second in the Good Mood, second 
in the Sweetest Chant and third in the 
Grade 3 Herecomesthebride along the 
way. Maryland served her well as she broke 
the slide by winning the Hilltop Stakes at 
Pimlico in May before finishing second in 
the Grade 3 Regret at Churchill Downs, 
one month before the Virginia Oaks. 


“Timing-wise, it fit well with her last 
race at Churchill,” Pletcher said. “The race 
at Saratoga [the Lake George Stakes-G2 
on July 27] looked tough with Winter 
Memories and More Than Real [entered], 
so it was good timing and a good oppor¬ 
tunity. Kim took good care of her and 
saddled for us. We couldn’t have done it 
without her.” 

WHAT BLOOMS FOR ROSE 

David Rose honored family tradition 
with the 2-year-old colt Major Magic, 
who captured the $50,000 Chenery Stakes 
on the undercard of the Virginia Derby. 
Owned and trained at Charles Town by 
Rose, Major Magic stormed home from 
sixth to nail Ancil by a head. Curfew Tower 
finished two lengths back in third. Luis 
Garcia guided the winner through five and 
a half furlongs on the turf in 1:04.35. 

Bred in Kentucky by Ken and Sarah 
Ramsey, Major Magic is by the Ramseys’ 
champion Kitten’s Joy, winner of the 2004 
Virginia Derby. The turf breeding helped 
send Rose on the road to Colonial, where 
the bay colt picked up his first stakes win in 
his first try. Major Magic made his debut at 
Charles Town on June 18, winning a maid¬ 
en special weight sprint by four lengths. 
The 5-1 third choice in the Chenery, Major 
Magic earned $29,400. 

“It’s been a big thrill,” Rose said. “It’s 
a big thing for my dad because 40 years 
ago my dad trained a horse named Major 
Magic. It was the very first horse he sad¬ 
dled and he won at 100-1, and now here’s 
my first stakes horse with the same name. 
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2-year-old fillies, the daughter of Latent 
Heat stalked the pace before opening up 
three and a half lengths in the stretch and 
holding off the closing kick of favorite 
Putthebabiesdown. 

Trained by Dane Kobiskie, Sofdy Lit 
scored by a head, going the five and a half 
furlongs over turf in 1:04.08. 

A $3,200 yearling purchase at Keene- 
land in September, Softly Lit has been busy 
this summer, making her first start on June 
11 and her fourth start on July 16. The 
bay filly broke her maiden for a $20,000 
tag at Delaware Park before returning to 
Colonial for her turf debut. 

“Was I surprised? No. Was I relieved? 
Yes,” Kobiskie said. “We had originally 
thought of her to be our best 2-year-old, 
but my jockey kept saying to take her off 
the pace, so that's what we did. A nice filly. 
I don't think it's the grass that moved her 
up; I think it's because we had horses to 
run at. She's a very useful filly.” 

Kobiskie continued his prolific stand at 
Colonial: Through July 28, he was second 
with 21 training victories, one less than 
Colonial stalwart Ferris Allen and one 
more than Michael Pino. 

“I hoped to be leading trainer, but it's 
been a 30 percent meet and a 30 percent 
year for us,” Kobiskie said. “The babies 
have been very solid.” 

Rook began her career earlier in the 
summer and, through July 28, had won 
24 races at Colonial to carve a spot in 
third in the standings, just three behind 
Malcolm Franklin and 13 behind meet 
leader Sheldon Russell. 

ACTION ANDY ADVANCES 

Action Andy lost a heartbreaker when 
getting caught in the last jump of the Da 
Hoss Stakes on June 18 at Colonial. A 
month later, the 4-year-old son of Gators 
N Bears dominated, winning the $50,000 
Kitten's Joy by two lengths over Baletti. 
Cherokee Artist was another half length 
back in third. 

Owned by Robert Gerczak and trained 
by Stephanie Nixon, Action Andy earned 
his fourth career victory and pushed his 
earnings over $100,000 by managing a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:41.91. 

Alfredo Clemente guided the Maryland- 
bred's victory. Nixon took over from train¬ 
er J.B. Secor before the Colonial meet, and 
Action Andy put together two big efforts, 
managing broad leads in both. In the Da 
Hoss, he had a four-length advantage, 
but Followmyfootsteps edged him at the 
wire. In the Kitten's Joy, he opened up five

With the breeding, this was the next logical 
step.” 

Rose bought Major Magic after the 
Keeneland September Sale. 

“He was, like, a $3,200 buy-back, so I 
offered them $1,000 for the horse,” Rose 
said. “I was not at all surprised he won first 
time out. He handily outworked an older 
horse as he got close to running.” 

Rose moved from California to Charles 
Town about 10 years ago, built his stable to 
about 30 horses, then downsized dramati¬ 
cally. 
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“I cut back to train a couple of horses 
for myself,” he said. “They're doing well, 
it's less stress. We've had some offers; it's 
possible that we'd sell him, but I'm curious 
to stretch the colt out. He's still green, still 
learning.” 

SOFTLY LIT, BRIGHTLY 

Apprentice rider Sarah Rook added 
a stakes win to her dynamic stand at 
Colonial when she guided PTK LLC's 
Softly Lit to an upset score in the $50,000

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lengths in the stretch and lasted for his first 
stakes win. 

“It doesn’t make up for it, but it made 
the nose a little easier to handle,” Nixon 
said. “When you lose by that much, it’s 
pretty tough. You’d rather lose by a couple 
of lengths.” 

Nixon operates Horseshoe Hill Farm, a 
breaking and training business, in Ashland, 
Va., about 45 minutes from Colonial. When 
the breaking business slows, she readies for 
Colonial. Action Andy was there as a year¬ 
ling and returned as a 4-year-old. 

“Everybody knows him pretty well,” 
Nixon said. “It’s been a fun thing all the 
way around for us to be a part of it. Most 
of the people I train for are Virginia own¬ 
ers. It’s exciting when one of yours crosses 
the wire first, but I do enjoy taking a young 
horse and seeing them do well for other 
trainers. I was born and raised on the farm; 
I enjoy both parts of it.” 

A winner of two allowance races at 
Tampa this winter, Action Andy continued 
a streak of six in-the-money finishes in 
2011 . *

STRONG NUMBERS, 
CLOSE RACES REIGN 
AT COLONIAL DOWNS

C olonial Downs celebrated its 15th 
anniversary this summer, conclud¬ 
ing its 33-day meet on July 31. After 
tweaking its racing schedule, the New Kent 
track wrapped up its eight-week stanza 
with a 26 percent increase in average atten¬ 
dance (1,894 versus 1,499 in 2010) and a 19 
percent increase in average on-track handle 
($157,011 vs. $131,908). 

Highlighting the meet, a record crowd 
of 10,120 converged to see Air Support 
win the $600,000 Virginia Derby-G2. 
Colonial Downs had run five days a week 
since its 1997 inception but changed to 
four days a week in 2011. The average 
number of starters per race increased to 
8.73 from 7.73. 


The leading owner and trainer titles 
came down to the last day. David Ross, 
perennially the leading owner at Colonial, 
won with three horses on the final pro¬ 
gram to tie Tom and Paula Haughey of 
PTK LLC for the meet tide. Each of 
Ross’s winners was trained by Mike Pino, 
who vaulted Ferris Allen on the final card 
for a Colonial-best 24 victories, one more 
than Allen and three more than Dane 
Kobiskie, who trains for PTK. 

For Ross and PTK, it was a wild after¬ 
noon. 

Ross’s favorites, Southern Sebring and 
King’s Coronation, took the first two races 
(daily double: $5.40); Red Bengal missed by 
a head in the fourth, Fancy Footsteps won 


the eighth. New Revolution finished sixth 
in the ninth, McNamara finished a half- 
length shy in second and Drunken Love 
fourth in the 10th and Super Nekia fourth 
as favorite in the 11th. 

PTK countered in earnest, its five start¬ 
ers providing no victories and some tor¬ 
ment. Chasin Tiger finished third as the 
favorite in the fourth, Nuit de Chance was 
upset by Tim Salzman’s 21-1 Kinda Katty 
in the fifth. Golden Dove finished seventh 
in the eighth, and then came the heart- 
breaker. Pour Ma Soeur, back in four days, 
opened a three and a half-length lead in 
the ninth-race stretch before John Clark’s 
S S Stewball closed with verve to win by a 
nose. Bait and Switch failed to threaten for 
PTK in the 11 th, preserving the tie. 

PTK runners made 77 starts and earned 
$285,444; Ross, 55 starts and $197,434. 
Audley Farm finished third in victories, 
with six triumphs from just 12 starts, earn¬ 
ing $114,882. 

Pino took the training tide by winning 
at a 38 percent rate, his starters earning 
$213,418. Allen sent out more than twice 
as many runners (132 to 63), winning 23 
races and $380,207. 

Maryland’s Sheldon Russell collected 
another riding title in dominating fash¬ 
ion: He finished with 41 victories, easily 
outdistancing Malcolm Franklin (29) and 
apprentice Sarah Rook (25).

BIG DAY FOR JOHNSON 

The Commonwealth Turf Cup on July 
30 offered five $50,000 stakes restricted 
to Virginia-bred or sired runners. Owner/ 
breeder Larry Johnson won two of them. 

Johnson’s 2-year-old filly, Harbinger¬ 
ofthings, wired six males in the Jamestown 
in her second career start. Trained by 
Michael Trombetta, the filly scored by 
nearly two lengths over Play Eighteen; 
third-place Winning Quest finished anoth¬ 
er two and a quarters length back on the 
firm outer turf course. 

Harbingerofthings traveled five and 
a half furlongs in 1:04.47 with jockey 
Julian Pimentel and paid $15.60 as the fifth 


choice. By Rockport Harbor out of the Mr. 
Greeley mare Kelly’s Question, the gray 
winner had finished seventh in her debut 
at Colonial a month earlier. Yes, the maiden 
became a stakes winner. 

Johnson, Trombetta and Pimentel 
weren’t finished. 

Doing Great, a 3-year-old daughter of 
Great Notion, scored a race later, streaking 
to a six and a half-length victory over Miss 
Oil. Seaside finished third, a head better 
than 4-5 favorite Classy Zip. 

Another Johnson homebred, out of 
the stakes-placed What Do I Do, Doing 
Great won her first two starts, including 
the Maryland Million Lassie, last fall. She 


missed in the Tempted Stakes-G3 and fin¬ 
ished third in the Brandywine, then began 
2011 by winning an allowance at Charles 
Town in January and finishing fourth in 
the Marshua in February. Freshened, she 
returned to take the Oakley in a bracing 
1:02.05 for five and half furlongs on the 
outer course, about two-fifths off the 
course record, increasing her earnings to 
$136,630. 

“It was a cra 2 y day,” Johnson said. 
“Both fillies are from the same family, 
descending from Ran’s Chick, whom I 
bought in 1978 with $2,000. Now it’s 
nearly 30 stakes horses from her.” 

Johnson called the sequence of events 
“completely surreal.” The track presented 
him with a 2010 achievement award after 
the Oakley, and 30 minutes later he was 
back in the winner’s circle. 

Editor’s note: Twelve days after she won the 
Oakley\ Doing Great succumbed in the $75,000 
Eucy Scribner Stakes at Saratoga. Leading as the 
8-5 favorite, she fell along the far turn and died 
of reported cardiovascular collapse, fockey favier 
Castellano was unhurt. 

ALLEN HONORS DAD IN 
TIMELY FASHION 

What’s better than winning a stakes race 
named for your father? Doing it with a 
horse that breaks the course record. 

Deputy Fling, at one point last in 
the 11-horse Bert Allen Stakes, swept to 
a four and a half-length triumph over 
Magic Norman on the inner turf course 
in 1:02.63, record time for five and a half 
furlongs.

KENSEI ENDS DROUGHT 
IN SALVATOR MILE-G3 
AT MONMOUTH PARK

S tonestreet Stables LLC's Kensei 
appeared ready for prime time 
when he won Saratoga's Jim Dandy 
Stakes-G2 as a 3-year-old in August 
2009, which followed a victory in the 
Dwyer Stakes-G2. But, as it turned out, 
he wouldn't reach the winner’s circle in 
nine starts and almost two years-until the 
$200,000 Salvator Mile-G3 on July 2, his 
first race at Monmouth Park. 

Kensei snapped the losing streak against 
six imposing foes, including Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Morning Line and fellow graded stakes 
winners Soaring Empire, Rule, Motovato 
and Fries an Fire. 

Under Edgar Prado, Kensei got a 
perfect stalking trip outside of dueling 
leaders Rule and Morning Line. Turning 
for home, Rule fought on gamely inside, 


Morning Line quickly dropped back, and 
Kensei surged; he had the lead by mid¬ 
stretch. Soaring Empire, who trailed the 
field behind a modest pace, bumped horses 
as he swung out for the stretch run and 
closed strongly for second, a neck in front 
of Rule and three-quarters of a length 
behind Kensei. 

The winner covered a fast-track mile 
in 1:36.83 and, as the second-longest shot, 
paid $32.40. Morning Line, the 3-2 favor¬ 
ite, finished fifth. 

“I was in the garden spot,” Prado said. 
“He was running pretty easily around there 
and made his move when I started to ask 
him. He really dug in.” 

Since Kensei's Jim Dandy win, trainer 
Steve Asmussen has sent the 5-year-old bay 
son of Mr. Greeley to Louisiana, Kentucky, 


New York and Southern California. Out 
of the winning Belong to Me mare Private 
Feeling, Kensei is a half-brother to two- 
time champion Lookin At Lucky, 

With the $120,000 winner's share, 
Kensei has made $731,364. 

FOR FLASHPOINT, 

SHORT AND SWEET 

Making his first start following a last- 
place finish in the two-turn Preakness 
Stakes-G1 in May, Peachtree Stable's Flash¬ 
point resumed sprinting in the $150,000 
Jersey Shore Stakes-G3 on July 3 and took 
little time dispatching three rivals. 

With regular rider Cornelio Velasquez, 
Flashpoint dueled with Zero Rate Policy 
and Chipshot for the lead. Amid quick 
fractions-:21.79 for the quarter and :44.46 
for the half— Flashpoint put away Zero 
Rate Policy before the turn and then left 
Chipshot toiling in his wake. 

Flashpoint poured it on, coming home 
seven lengths the best. C J Russell rallied 
between horses from last to gain the place 
over Chipshot. Flashpoint, the favorite, 
paid $3.60 after speeding six muddy fur¬ 
longs in 1:08.73. 

“Cornelio has been working him from 
behind horses in the morning at Aqueduct, 
so the plan was to sit off horses a little bit 
today,” said trainer Wesley Ward. 

Bred in Florida by Silverleaf Farms, 
Flashpoint is out of multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Two Punch Lil, by Two Punch. The 
gray or roan colt is from multiple Grade 
1-winning sprinter Pomeroy's first crop. 
He was acquired for $100,000 at the 2009 
Keeneland September yearling sale by 
Peachtree president John Fort. Unraced 
at 2, Flashpoint won the Hutcheson 
Stakes-G2 in February. With $255,200 in 
purses, he has three wins from five starts. 

FOR SUMMER SOIREE, 

A PARTY ON THE GRASS 

In the hands of trainer Graham Motion, 
Summer Soiree appears to have a bright 
future on grass. Making her first start on it, 
in the $150,000 Boiling Springs Stakes-G3 
on June 25, she took command after a 
quarter mile and drew off to an impressive 
eight and a half-length victory over the ral¬ 
lying My Sunshine Gal. Hessonite finished 
another head back in third. 

Against eight other 3-year-old fillies, the 
Team Valor International runner returned 
$9.40 and covered the mile and a sixteenth 
over a good course in 1:42.89. 

“When I saw her move to the lead 
early, I was a little worried, but I guess for 
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Summer Soiree (leading) bubbled in the Boiling Springs. The Team Valor filly 
skipped through the grass in her first turf start, netting a second Grade 3 score.

The Boiling Springs now goes with 
Summer Soiree’s other Grade 3 victory, the 
Bourbonette Oaks, after which Team Valor 
purchased her privately She then finished 
10th of 13 in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl, her 
only loss in four starts this year. 

BRADY, MCLAUGHLIN PLAY 
A LONG BRANCH ENCORE 

James Brady’s Mill House and train¬ 
er Kiaran McLaughlin, who teamed to 
win the $150,000 Long Branch Stakes last 
year with Trappe Shot, did so again with 
Rattlesnake Bridge on July 9. 

The 1.20-1 favorite among eight 3-year- 
olds, Rattlesnake Bridge overcame several 
pitfalls on his way to his biggest career tri¬ 


umph, by a nose over All of the Above. 
A mild stumble out of the gate kept 
Rattlesnake Bridge near the back of the 
field until jockey Eddie Castro advanced 
him into midpack, between horses, down 
the backs tretch. 

Rattlesnake Bridge launched his bid 
widest of all as All of the Above, who took 
over into the lane, looked like a clear win¬ 
ner. Rattlesnake Bridge drifted out, then 
straightened, and unleashed a furious rally 
in the final yards. The naked eye could not 
reveal a winner. Little Drama completed 
the trifecta, a length and three-quarters off 
the top two. 

Unraced at 2, Rattlesnake Bridge, a son 
of Tapit out of Prall Street (by Cherokee 
Run), broke his maiden at Gulfstream Park 
in his debut and finished second to Uncle 
Mo in the Timely Writer Stakes next out. 
From five starts, he has earned $153,200. 


Trappe Shot and Rattlesnake Bridge 
were both high-priced 2-year-old sales pur¬ 
chases out of the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May sale. At $850,000, Trappe Shot became 
the most expensive horse of any age sold 
at public auction in Maryland when he 
went through the ring as part of the 
Hobeau Farm dispersal in 2009. Also a son 
of Tapit, Trappe Shot has become one of 
the best sprinters in the country, most 
recently dominating the True North Han- 
dicap-G2, and has earned $576,384 to date. 

Rattlesnake Bridge sold last year out of 
the consignment of Graves and Lynch for 
$450,000—recording the top price for a 
colt in the 2010 sale. 

The Long Branch capped a record- 
tying four-win day for McLaughlin. He 
also won the first race (an allowance) with 
Oflee Wicked ($13.40), the third (maiden 
special weight) with Call First ($10.60) 
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She Digs Me, ridden by Elvis Trujillo, gallops home a two-length winner in the Tyro, Monmouth’s first 2-year- 
old stakes of the season. The Henny Hughes colt is the first foal from the Valid Expectations mare Stage Stop. 


and the eighth (allowance) with Distant 
Sky ($7.20). He joins Willard Thompson, 
Robert Klesahs, John Forbes and Bruce 
Alexander, the latter also adding his name 
to the list this meet, by winning four races 
on a single card. 

ROARING LION BOOMS 
IN MR. PROSPECTOR 

The $75,000 purse for the Mr. Pros¬ 
pector Stakes on July 4 belied its talent. 
Fabulous Strike, the 8-year-old millionaire 
Grade 1-winning gelding, was making his 
third start post-layoff. Sean Avery was 
3-for-3 after returning from a 17-month 
absence. Local sprinter Wildcat Brief regu¬ 
larly fires. 

But Repole Stable's Roaring Lion, mak¬ 
ing Iris first start since October and first for 
trainer Todd Pletcher, rallied to a second 
straight Mr. Prospector victory. Beginning 
with Go Go Shoot in 2009, owner Mike 
Repole has won the race three consecutive 
years. 

The six-furlong race set up perfectly for 
Roaring Lion. He sat behind a wicked pace 
set by Dabnabit and Fabulous Strike, swept 
to the lead three wide near the quarter 
pole and cruised home by two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths over Sean Avery, the odds-on 
favorite, in 1:08.98. Fabulous Strike held 
third. 

Roaring Lion paid $13.20 as the fourth 
choice of five. A 7-year-old gelding by 
Lion Hearted from the stakes-winning 
mare Smardy (by Horatius), Roaring Lion 


owns a record of 31-12-4-6 and earnings 
of $538,536. 

SHE DIGS ME MAKES A YOUTHFUL 
SCORE; TOP JAPANESE RIDER 
GOTO JOINS MONMOUTH COLONY 

The first juvenile stakes of the meet, the 
$70,000 Tyro on July 24, went to Kirk and 
Judy Robison’s She Digs Me, a Kentucky- 
bred colt by Henny Hughes who rallied 
under Elvis Trujillo for a two-length vic¬ 
tory over Gendemans Code. Team Six 
finished another three and a half lengths 
back in third. 

She Digs Me, the first foal from the 
stakes-winning Texas-bred mare Stage 
Stop, was favored over four challengers 
and paid $5.20 after covering five and 
a half furlongs in 1:03.95. It was the 
Steve Asmussen-trained colt’s second 
straight victory, following a maiden score 
at Churchill Downs on July 2. 

Runner-up Gendemans Code had last 
raced at Royal Ascot in June for trainer 
Wesley Ward. His jockey, Hiroki Goto, is a 
new and unique addition to the local riding 
colony. 

One of the leading riders in Japan, 
Goto was set to make Monmouth his 
home, riding mainly for Ward. Goto, 37, 
arrived at Monmouth on July 14, although 
that weekend he rode at Woodbine and 
Arlington for Ward. He was still searching 
for his first victory after a second-place 
ride in the Tyro. 



“There’s big money in Japan,” said jockey 
Hiroki Goto, back in the states for a summer at 
Monmouth, “but in the U.S., there are big dreams.” 


In 2007, Goto was the leading jockey 
by wins in Japan. He has won more than 
1,300 races, including this year’s Japan 
Oaks-Gl. This is his second stint in the 
United States; 15 years ago he rode a 
season at Calder, Philadelphia Park and 
Delaware Park. 

“I learned a new style of riding, a dif¬ 
ferent style,” Goto said, “and I enjoyed it. 
I always knew I wanted to come back. I 
met Wesley when he came to Japan several 
years ago. When I wanted to reacquaint 
myself with American racing, Wesley gave 
me the chance.” 

Goto, who stands out with his charac¬ 
teristic bright orange boots, will ride Ward- 
trained horses before he goes home for the 
fall racing season in Japan. Although racing 
in Japan is very lucrative, Goto said he’s 
happy to be back in America.

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GERMAN-BRED 
DAVERON SHOWS 
FLUENCY IN PENNY 
MEMORIAL AT 
PARX RACING

B arry Irwin’s Team Valor has had 
much success this year with horses 
of international pedigree. In May, 
the syndicate’s Animal Kingdom, by a 
Brazilian-bred stallion out of a German- 
bred mare, captured the Grade 1 Kentucky 
Derby And on July 4, the 6-year-old mare 
Daveron (Ger)-closely related to Animal 
Kingdom-won the $200,000 Dr. James 
Penny Memorial Handicap at Parx Racing. 

It was nearly a course-equaling perfor¬ 
mance by Daveron, a daughter of Irish- 


bred Black Sam Bellamy She was clocked 
in 1:43.34 for the mile and a sixteenth 
over firm turf, .08 off the mark set by 
Mount Bleu on October 4, 1994. Daveron 
is 2-for-2 this year—she won the Beaugay 
Stakes-G3 at Belmont Park on Kentucky 
Derby Day—and has three stakes victories 
in the U.S. and one in Germany, where she 
made her first seven starts before arriving 
here in 2009. 

In the Penny Memorial, Daveron enjoyed 
a rail-hugging trip with cover until the head 


of the stretch, where jockey Eddie Castro 
asked her to run. An opening emerged as 
favored Desert Sage (GB) began to drift 
out; Daveron burst through and spurted 
away to a two and a quarter-length vic¬ 
tory over Gitchee Goomie, whom she also 
defeated in the Beaugay. Check the Label 
nosed out Desert Sage for third. 

Trained by Graham Motion, Daveron 
carried 117 pounds, second to Check the 
Label’s 121. The winner paid $11 as the 
fourth choice among eight older females. 

Daveron’s dam, Darwinia (Ger), is a full 
sister to graded stakes winner Dalicia (Ger), 
the dam of Animal Kingdom. Her second 
dam, Irish-bred Dynamis, is a half-sister to 
two German filly champions. 

Daveron also won the Prix Der 
Hotellehe Baden-Baden in Germany and 
the ungraded Scoot Stakes at Belmont, 
both on turf. 

CUPS RUNNETH OVER 
FOR A. U. MINER 

A. U. Miner earned an automatic berth 
in this year’s $500,000 Breeders’ Cup 
Marathon-G2 when he galloped to a three 
and a half-length victory over Birdrun in 
the $200,000 Greenwood Cup Stakes on 
July 16, part of the Breeders’ Cup “Win and 
You’re In” program. Afleet Again finished 
third. 

A 6-year-old son of Mineshaft, A. U. 
Miner won the one and a half-mile Green¬ 
wood for the second consecutive year; in 
2010, he scored by a neck over Alcomo 
(Brz). 

Ridden by Calvin Borel in this year’s 
renewal, A. U. Miner was last of eight for a 
mile, then made a four-wide run around the 
turn and drew off to the easy tally. He cov¬ 
ered the distance in 2:30.30. 

A. U. Miner and Borel finished third in 
last year’s Breeders’ Cup Marathon, a 
roughly run race that brought Borel to 
prompt a televised scuffle with jockey Javier 
Castellano. Prince Will I Am, ridden by 
Castellano, had veered out sharply and 
bumped several horses, including A. U. 
Miner, for which he was disqualified to 
10th. 

A. U. Miner, a Kentucky-bred out of 
The Watcher mare Clerical Etoile (Arg), 
has won five of 23 starts and $471,756. He 
is owned by Don L. Benge and trained by 
Clark Hanna. 

ANN’S SMART DANCER 
KNOWS HOW TO LEAD 

Three generations of the Harris fam¬ 
ily-father Russell, son Craig and grandson 
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Jeffrey—achieved what many Thoroughbred 
breeders only dream of when Ann’s Smart 
Dancer became a stakes winner on July 2. 
The 3-year-old filly scored a handy victory 
in the $75,000 Caught in the Rain Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

Under Frankie Pennington, who has 
ridden each of her four races, the bay 
was favored in the seven-furlong test. 
After breaking alertly, Ann’s Smart Dancer 
was quickly taken back as pacesetters Oh 
So Bella and Argentine Dispute dueled 
through fractions of :23.50 and :46.17. 

As the two leaders began to tire, Ann’s 
Smart Dancer kicked into high gear. She 
rolled into the stretch three wide without 
Pennington’s urging, then took command 
and began to draw away inside the eighth 
pole. Pennington kept after her nearing the 
wire, and she came home two and three- 
quarters lengths in front of Lenape Rim, 
with Prize Winner third. Trained by Robert 
Reid Jr., Ann’s Smart Dancer was clocked 
in 1:23.95. 

“From the beginning, everyone who’s 
worked with her has told us she was going 
to be a nice horse,” said Craig Harris, the 
former handicapper for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer , who made selections under the 
nom de plume Craig Donnelly. “But that’s 
the kind of thing that people tend to tell 
you about a young horse. So I didn’t really 
believe any of it until she ran her first race.” 

On April 2, Ann’s Smart Dancer made 
a smashing debut, drawing away to win a 
$45,600 maiden special weight at Parx by 
five and a quarter lengths. She followed that 
by taking a $58,480 conditional allowance at 
the Bensalem oval, then was second behind 
the talented Quantum Miss in her first 
stakes try, the $75,000 Wonders Delight 
Stakes at Penn National. 

With her Caught in the Rain victory at 
even money, Ann’s Smart Dancer became 
the first stakes winner for her sire, Dance 
With Ravens, who stands at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake City, Md. 

“She’s completely docile in the barn,” 
said Craig Harris. ‘You could let your kids 
go in the stall and lie down with her. But 
when you bring her to the paddock, she 
knows she’s going to race, and she puts 
her game face on. She gets herself psyched 
up to race. And she really seems enjoys it. 
Right after the race, when you bring her 
back to the barn, she’s a pussycat again.” 

Craig’s father, Russ Harris, is the long¬ 
time handicapper for the New York Daily 
News , son Jeff a licensed trainer. The filly 
was named after Craig’s late wife, Ann, who

passed away one month before Ann’s Smart 
Dancer was foaled. 

“Even though I must have watched 
thousands of races in my lifetime, it’s an 
entirely different feeling when you have a 
horse you own and bred in a race,” Craig 
Harris said. “And this has also been a kick 
for my father-he’s 88 now, and this is the 
first horse we’ve bred. It’s almost like some¬ 
thing out of a movie.” 
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TRADE SECRET STIFLES 
THE COMPETITION 

Three races before Ann’s Smart Dancer 
proved light on her feet, Blue Sky Partners 
and Donald L. Brown Jr.’s Trade Secret 
handled three rivals in winning the $75,000 
Peppy Addy Stakes for state-breds. 

Jockey Stewart Elliott positioned Trade 
Secret outside, several lengths behind pace¬ 
setter Bibblesman, through the opening 
half mile. Trade Secret did not move to 
the lead until midstretch, when, with some¬ 
thing in reserve, he spurted past the tiring 
Bibblesman to a one and a half-length vic¬ 
tory in the seven-furlong time of 1:23.56. 
Bibblesman had seven lengths on third- 
place Der Meister, last year’s Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes winner. 

It was the third victory in seven starts, 
and first stakes score, for Trade Secret. 
Sired by Yes It’s True, bred by Chain 
Bridge Stable LLC and trained by Anthony 
Dutrow, Trade Secret is the first win¬ 
ner from five foals to race for his dam 
Precious Jewell, a stakes-placed daughter

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DON’TGETSUSPICIOUS 
STEALS THE DAYLILY 
AT PENN NATIONAL

D on’tgetsuspicious shipped up from 
her Maryland base on July 15 to 
capture the $75,000 Daylily Stakes 
for fillies and mares in nearly wire-to-wire 
fashion, upsetting odds-on favorite Eve 
Giselle by a length and three-quarters. 

Trained by Hugh McMahon for Win¬ 
ners Circle Partners V, the 5-year-old mare 
was ridden by Kendrick Carmouche, who 
let her setde in second position as Winning 
Image (13-1) zipped out by three lengths, 
recording the first quarter-mile in :21.80. 

Carmouche let her out a notch, and 
Don’tgetsuspicious quickly ranged up along¬ 
side Winning Image, then grabbed the lead 
two wide. She steadily drew away from her 
four rivals, entering the stretch with nearly 
a two-length advantage over Eve Giselle, 
while Winning Image plummeted to the back. 

Eve Giselle, bumped soundly at the 
break by Winning Image, chased Don’tget¬ 
suspicious but could not gain down the 


lane. Don’tgetsuspicious bore out late, but 
Carmouche used a right-handed stick to 
straighten her, and she flashed under the 
wire in 1:10.37. 

Eve Giselle, coming off a victory in the 
$125,000 Sweet N Sassy Stakes at Delaware 
Park on June 25, was attempting to give 
trainer Tim Ritchey his second consecutive 
win in the Daylily. In 2010, Ritchey won 
with One Smokin’ Lady. 

“Certainly it seemed like Eve Giselle 
would be hard to beat,” said McMahon, 
“so the win by our filly was a nice surprise.” 

Don’tgetsuspicious, who had won three 
overnight handicaps going four and a half 
furlongs at Charles Town this spring, 
increased her lifetime earnings to $371,097 
with the Daylily’s $43,600 first prize. The 
Daylily was her third career stakes victory, 
following the Miss Woodford Stakes at 
Monmouth Park and the HBPA Munici¬ 
palities Mayors Handicap at Charles Town. 


“She is a very honest filly, not overly big 
but put together nicely,” said McMahon, 
who trains about 40 horses between Laurel 
Park and Delaware Park. “The races she 
hasn’t won have usually been because of 
unforeseen circumstances. She always tries.” 

McMahon, a native of England, was a 
jockey in the United States from 1990 to 
1998 before turning to training. He assisted 
Scott Lake in Maryland before getting his 
trainer’s license. 

Winners Circle Partners is based in 
Maryland and headed by Stewart Nickel, 
co-founder of OTG Software in Rockville, 
Md. Nickel sold the company in 2002 and 
started Winners Circle Partners in 2004. 
The group also has campaigned Cayman 
Condo, a stakes-winning son of Parmer’s 
Hero with $432,071 in earnings. 

Don’tgetsuspicious, by E Dubai out of 
the Nureyev mare Poco Bambino, was 
bred in Kentucky by Dr. Gary Priest and 
Mr. and Mrs. J.D. Santen. 

NO SUITCASES DROPPED 

Three days after he watched Don’tget¬ 
suspicious advance, trainer Hugh 
McMahon had a horse demoted. No Suit¬ 
cases finished first in a $34,000 turf allow¬ 
ance sprint but was disqualified to third. 

With William Otero up, Danny Limon- 
gelli’s No Suitcases burst out of the gate 
and ripped off fractions of :22.44 and 
:44.37 over a firm course. He took a one- 
length lead into the stretch but drifted out 
near the eighth pole, interfering with 
McCarty, who was pinched back as he 
angled outward to make his bid. Tobes the 
Man stalked No Suitcases throughout and 
closed well, missing by a head; however, he 
was declared the winner (and McCarty the 
runner-up) with the takedown of No 
Suitcases, who had finished the five fur¬ 
longs in :56.20. 

Tobes the Man, a 4-year-old son of 
Concorde’s Tune and the minor stakes 
winner Silent Ridge (by Lyphard’s Ridge), 
went off at 8.60-1 in a field of 10. Trained 
by Gary Capuano and ridden by Joshua 
Navarro, Tobes the Man enriched Non 
Stop Stable by $20,400 with his third life¬ 
time victory from 10 starts. 

CARDASHI, 9, GETS TO 14 

Mason Dixon Stable’s 9-year-old Car- 
dashi captured his 14th career win in his 
55th start on July 11, surviving a rough 
five-furlong dash on the turf. 

The second betting choice behind grad¬ 
ed stakes winner True to Tradition, the 
Tim Kreiser-trained Cardashi broke a step 
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slowly and was caught in close quarters 
midway on the turn. Jockey Angel Rodri¬ 
guez angled him three wide, bumping 
Skeleton Crew, but he recovered to rally 
between horses at the head of the stretch 
and caught leader True to Tradition near 
the eighth pole. 

Cardashi kicked away to a half-length 
decision over Skeleton Crew, who gamely 
passed True to Tradition for second. The 
time over a firm course was :56.09 after 
splits of :21.63 and :44.29. 

Kreiser, a longtime fixture at Penn 
National, claimed Cardashi for $10,000 on 
February 26, 2009, from a dirt race in 
which the Canadian-bred finished fifth. 

Placed on the turf, the gelded son of 
Kiridashi and Honor Card (by Honor 
Grades) has excelled, winning the 2009 
Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup Handicap, at 
$200,000 the richest event at Penn National, 
and placing in the Thomas Edison Stakes 
at Meadowlands and Tony Gatto Dream 
Big Stakes at Atlantic City. 

“Before I claimed him, his former con¬ 
nections were always trying to rate him 
going long,” said Kreiser. “He’s big, wide 


and long, a very powerful horse with a big 
foot, and I wanted to try him sprinting on 
the turf. I thought if we just let him run, 
and not rate him, it could make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

Kreiser said that Cardashi prefers softer 
turf, and last year won only once from 
seven starts because he raced mostly on 
harder courses. 

The gelding is turned out on a farm 
near the Pennsylvania-Maryland border 
once turf season ends, then brought back 
into training usually late in March, Kreiser 
said. This year, a foot problem was cor¬ 
rected with a different shoe, and Cardashi 
responded with the July 11 claiming vic¬ 
tory. 

In his career, Cardashi has placed in 31 
races and earned $371,705. 

WACKED OUT, SMARTLY 

Wacked Out, a half-sister to s takes- 
placed Eastern Bay, defied double-digit 
odds and scampered away from 11 rivals in 
a one-mile, $32,000 turf allowance for fil¬ 
lies and mares on the evening of July 18. 

Racing for Thomas McClay and Harry 
Nye, owners of 2011 Preakness Stakes-Gl 


starter Norman Asbjornson, Wacked Out 
was eighth early under William Otero. She 
swung four wide around the turn and into 
the stretch, then cruised past Julene and 
My Marigold to post a one and a half- 
length victory and reward her backers a 
$24.20 payoff. 

The win was the third in 12 starts for 
Wacked Out, bred in Pennsylvania by 
Horse Shoe Valley Equine, McClay and 
Nye. The 4-year-old is by Out of Place out 
of the Kris S. mare Wicked Kris. 

WHIP HAND FOR WHITNEY; 
STEPHANIE BEATTIE 
TOPS TRAINERS 

Through July 23, the jockeys’ race was a 
runaway for Dana Whitney, who led his 
nearest competitors, William Otero and 
Kenny Santiago, by 32 victories. Whitney 
recorded 98 wins from 508 starts, and his 
mounts earned in excess of $1.9 million. 

Among trainers, Stephanie Beattie led 
2010 title-holder Murray Rojas, 58 victories 
to 44. Beattie was scoring at 28 percent, her 
horses earning nearly $1 million. Todd 
Beattie was third with 37 victories. ^ 
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HOLLYWOOD HIT HAS 
GRAND PREMIERE AT 
PRESQUE ISLE DOWNS

A n Oklahoma-bred who becomes a 
Canadian sprint champion would 
imply he travels well. On June 22 
at Presque Isle Downs, Hollywood Hit 
showed he travels fast too. 

The foodoose 5-year-old overpowered 
front-running Dazzled Saint in midstretch 
and blunted an emphatic bid by favored 
Chief of Affairs in winning the $100,000 
Karl Boyes Memorial. 

Hollywood Hit relished his first taste 
of Presque Isle’s Tapeta surface, devouring 
five and a half furlongs in 1:02.98. Jockey 
Jim McAleney stayed busy through the 
lane, and Hollywood Hit complied with a 
two and a half-length victory over Chief 
of Affairs. Ravalo, widest out of the turn, 
denied Havelock the show. 

With the $60,000 victory, Hollywood 
Hit enhanced his sprinting worth and 


diversified his portfolio. His winning itiner¬ 
ary encompasses tracks in Arkansas, Texas, 
Canada and now Pennsylvania. 

Based at Woodbine, Hollywood Hit 
was the Canadian male sprint champion 
of 2010 with a short but potent resume. 
He won the Grade 3, seven-furlong Vigil 
Stakes at Woodbine in track-record time, 
1:20.44, and two other six-figure stakes. 
His remaining two starts brought sec¬ 
ond-place finishes in Keeneland’s Phoenix 
Stakes-G3 and Woodbine’s Bold Venture. 
(On July 20, four weeks after the Boyes 
Memorial, Hollywood Hit atoned by win¬ 
ning the 2011 Bold Venture.) 

With a 17-9-4-0 record and $599,065 
earned, Hollywood Hit lags only Hot Cha 
Cha ($998,552) as the richest offspring of 
the stallion Cactus Ridge. A gelding from 
the Time for a Change mare Solid Hit, 


Hollywood Hit is a half-brother to the 
stakes-winning Homefieldhit and Hosanna 
Hit. 

Hollywood Hit has finished fourth or 
better in all but one of his starts and 
produced five Beyer speed figures of at 
least 100. Owned by Peter Redekop B.C. 
Ltd., Hollywood Hit was saddled by Anita 
Bolton for the Boyes, although Terry 
Jordan serves as primary trainer in Canada. 

WILLIE WORKS WONDERS 
IN BACK-TO-BACK STAKES 

Presque Isle presented two $75,000 
stakes for older Pennsylvania-breds, male 
and female, on July 8, which showcased 
the talents of Malibu Win, Terriffico and 
Willie Martinez. 

Martinez piloted both longshots to 
off-the-pace victories. The veteran jock¬ 
ey threaded Terriffico (15-1) through an 
inside seam, into daylight and onto victory 
in the Leematt Stakes, and took a wide 
approach with Malibu Win (10-1), who 
rallied from sixth and last to snare the 
Northern Fling. 

Each horse won by a neck over the 
even-money favorite. 

Malibu Win ran about a length and a 
half faster than Terriffico, her male coun¬ 
terpart, by finishing a mile in 1:38.09. With 
a four-wide move leaving the far turn, she 
hooked Fugitive Angel on the lead before 
midstretch and edged past the favorite for 
her first stakes victory. 

Malibu Win carried a race-high 118 
pounds, three more than Fugitive Angel, 
the Jonathan Sheppard-trained protagonist 
who’d won four stakes, two at Presque 
Isle, for breeder George Strawbridge Jr. of 
Augustin Stable. Fugitive Angel has won at 
five and a half furlongs, six furlongs and a 
mile and an eighth in a 5-for-l 1 career, but 
she’s 0-for-3 at a mile. She easily held sec¬ 
ond in the Northern Fling, four and a half 
lengths before third-place You Need Me. 

Malibu Win, owned by trainer Joseph 
Martin with Greg England and breeder 
Paula Capestro, paid $22 to win and for¬ 
tified her family legacy. Her dam, the 
Dixieland Band mare Sea Jamie Win, pro¬ 
duced two-time California stakes winner 
The Here (by Lord Carson) and s takes- 
placed Mighty Clever (Clever Trick) and 
Dixie Mon (Maria’s Mon). 

Presque Isle has brought the best out 
of Malibu Win: four wins and a second in 
six starts. Overall, the 5-year-old bay has 
five victories in 13 tries and earnings of 
$177,140. 
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Malibu Win (outside) rallies to upset Fugitive Angel in the Northern Fling. 
Willie Martinez rode another stakes winner a half hour earlier.

Martinez’s deft tide surely helped Terrif- 
fico take the Leematt. The jockey held firm 
as Tertiffko remained pocketed through 
the turn and into the lane, close to the 
front but with no means to maneuver, even 
as favored Ryan’s Gift and the tracking 
Pocket Patch relieved pacesetting Sunshine 
Bo of the lead. 

By midstretch, his mount nearly three 
lengths off the lead, Martinez extricated 
Tertiffico with a move between horses. 
Tertifico passed Pocket Patch, then Ryan’s 
Gift in the last few strides and finished the 
mile in 1:38.40, paying $32. Pocket Patch 
was another two and three-quarters lengths 
back in third. 

It was the second stakes victory for 
Tertiffico, who took Presque Isle’s 2008 
Dusty Screen, also a mile. The son of Mr. 
Greeley and Luvina (by Forest Wildcat) 
ran consistently in turf claimers at Tampa 
Bay Downs last winter for owner/breeder 
Michael Jester. Trainer Adolfo Exposito 
claimed Tertiffico for $16,000 on March 
18, and the 6-year-old earned $45,000 in 
his fourth start for City Whisper Stables. 

Martinez rode one other winner on the 
eight-race card, grossing $16,080 with the 
three victories. 

A DIFFICULT SCORE 
FOR EMBUR’S SONG 

Embur’s Song reached Presque Isle 
from that grand theater, Saratoga, for an 
expected easy solo in the $100,000 Wind¬ 
ward Stakes on July 5. But the under-sung 
Zaphyra nearly upstaged her. 

Fares Farm’s 2-5 favorite from the 
barn of Todd Pletcher, Embur’s Song 
had to strain to the end of the one-mile 
Windward. Zaphyra, newly invigorated on 
die all-weather track, pestered and chal¬ 
lenged the front-running diva to the final 


note, a head-bob that went to Embur’s 
Song. 

Embur’s Song saddled more than expec¬ 
tations. She carried 123 pounds, mostly in 
the form of Patrick Husbands, conceding 
nine pounds to Zaphyra and eight pounds 
to three of her other five challengers. Fresh 
off of Grade 3 scores at Keeneland and 
Woodbine, Embur’s Song set an unexcep¬ 
tional pace that allowed Ruthville a fleeting 
challenge on the turn before Zaphyra came 
calling. 

Under Francisco Torres, Zaphyra 
engaged Embur’s Song a furlong and a half 
out and refused to wither. The 9.20-1 
upstart, trained by Tim Girten, finished a 
nose shy in 1:39.15. Three and a half 
lengths back, Regina Twain nosed Ruthville 
for the show. 

Embur’s Song, bred in Canada by 
Josham Farms Ltd., improved to 9-5-1-1 
with her third straight victory. The 4-year- 
old daughter of Unbridled’s Song and the 
stakes-placed mare Embur Sunshine (by 
Bold Ruckus) has made $428,816. 

THE SECRET’S OUT 
ON SURREPTITIOUSLY 

Six days before Embur’s Song perse¬ 
vered, another New Yorker had a produc¬ 
tive stopover. Surreptitiously, a fashionable 
Phipps Stable homebred trained by Shug 
McGaughey, won a $39,000 maiden special 
weight with jockey Mario Pino. 

Surreptitiously (7-2), who traversed six 
and a half furlongs in 1:17.25 in his third 
start, has the means to blossom. The 
4-year-old Awesome Again colt is out 
of the Seeking the Gold mare Country 
Hideaway, a multiple graded stakes winner 
of $762,568 and dam of graded winners 
Boca Grande (by A.P. Indy) and Vacation 
(Dynaformer). 


The sprint on June 29 tested Surrepti- 
tiously’s speed and resolve. From post 2, 
he engaged longshot Rhubarb Sauce in 
a front-running duel that lasted to mid¬ 
stretch, whereupon Surprise Strike (2.20-1) 
joined them three wide. After a half mile 
in :46.04 and three-quarters in 1:10.84, 
Surreptitiously still finished best: He edged 
clear inside, beating Surprise Strike by two 
lengths and third-place Fleet Beat, the 6-5 
favorite, by three. 

A BIG OPENING NOTE 
FOR VENETIAN SONATA 

A whack out of the gate didn’t annoy 
her. A three-wide trip didn’t exhaust her. 
A jockey’s passive urging didn’t deter her. 

A savvy veteran mare? No, a previ¬ 
ously unraced 2-year-old named Venetian 
Sonata. 

The Bernardini filly showed more than 
moxie on July 9, outrunning 11 other 
juveniles under Francisco Torres in a four- 
length victory over another first-timer, 
Blushing Martha, at five and a half fur¬ 
longs. Owned by Michael Helmbrecht and 
trained by William Helmbrecht, Venetian 
Sonata paid $14.80 as the third choice. 

Bred in Kentucky by Woodbridge 
Bloodstock, Venetian Sonata hails from a 
distinguished family. Her dam, the Carson 
City mare Moonlight Sonata, won the 
2002 Arlington-Washington Lassie-G3 (at 
60-1). Her full brother Wilburn brought 
$625,000 at the 2010 Keeneland April 
Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale, and half- 
brother Beethoven (by Sky Mesa) won the 
2008 Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes-G2 for 
2-year-olds. 

TOO HOT TO TROT 

Presque Isle canceled live racing on 
Thursday and Friday, July 21 and 22, 
because of hot weather. 
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CASEY: LOST CLAIMS 
BREED NEW HOPES 
AT CHARLES TOWN

J ames W. Casey maintains a certain 
philosophical detachment when it 
comes to the claiming business. It's 
not an activity the longtime proprietor of 
Taylor Mountain Farms embraces-his one 
and only claim, a take-back, came about 25 
years ago. Otherwise, Casey tends to keep 
his runners in-house through a substantial 
breeding and training operation in Charles 
Town. 

Casey estimates he loses six to seven 
horses a year via the Charles Town claim 
box. Just the cost of doing business, he 
reasons. So when Casey lost two runners to 
claims on June 25, he maintained that stoic 
oudook even as he thought about his late 
wife, Eleanor. 

“You know, my wife used to hate it,” 
Casey said. “She hated it more than any¬ 
thing; she'd get mad. I realize it's part of 
the business, and I've got about 16 2-year- 
olds that I want to bring in. . . Sometimes 
they'll get claimed, or I'll make some deal 
to sell them and get rid of the cheaper 
ones. But you kind of hate to lose one that 
can run. 

“I accept it. My wife never did accept it.” 
The two Casey lost that night had 
been productive members of the Taylor 
Mountain Farm racing stable. Clarke 
County, a 4-year-old colt by Luftikus, went 
to veteran trainer Ronney W. Brown on 
an $8,000 claim. Under jockey Arnaldo 
Bocachica, Clarke County won that final 
time out for Casey with a somewhat sur¬ 
prising time of 1:26.63; Casey had expect¬ 
ed him to run some three seconds slower. 
Casey thinks the other horse he lost that 
night, Sizzling Hot (for $4,500), could also 
jump up for new owner/trainer Timothy 
L. Wright. 

Clarke County didn't run long for 
Brown. Entered in a $12,500 claimer at 
six and a half furlongs, Clarke County 
ran a respectable third and was claimed 


by trainer Tim Grams for Grams Racing 
Stable and G.S. Davis Racing. 

“You never can tell,” Casey said. 
“Ronney Brown's a good trainer, and Tim's 
a good trainer. They've improved him a 
lithe bit.” 

Casey can afford to be magnanimous 
about the odd claim these days, especially 
with a deep lineup of 2-year-olds in wait¬ 
ing plus a solid cast of regulars nearly ready 
to return to the track. On July 2, Casey 
rolled out the 3-year-old Luftikus geld¬ 
ing Strawberry Cupcake for the first time 
this year in an allowance test at six and a 
half furlongs, and the chestnut homebred 
responded with a half-length victory under 
Antonio Lopez. 

Two races later, Casey recorded another 
six and a half-furlong allowance score when 
Lopez guided King of Scottiand to a five- 
length victory. It was the first win for the 
3-year-old Windsor Castle gelding since he 
broke his maiden in his debut in September 
2010. The first foal out of the Casey-bred 
$144,796-earner Scottish Punch (by My 
Boy Adam), King of Scottiand had three 
second-place finishes in five earlier starts 
this year, and became stakes-placed when 
second to undefeated Aaron's Way in the 
Coin Collector Handicap in his previous 
effort. 

Casey also planned to bring back home¬ 
bred stakes winner Colonel J W (by Wind¬ 
sor Castle) among a group of runners 
taking a summer break. Colonel J W won 
the 2009 West Virginia Lottery Breeders 
Classic Stakes and last year ranked fifth in 
earnings ($166,021) among West Virginia- 
breds. 

Prodigious stakes winner Russell 
Road—bred by Robert Lloyd, owned by 
Mark Russell and trained by Casey—also 
was set to return after a three-month lay¬ 
off designed to beat the merciless heat 
of summer. Casey's plan was to rest his 


top runners in preparation for October's 
Breeders Classics. 

“That gives them a chance to come in 
and train for six weeks, then give them one 
race before that,” Casey said. “Everybody 
has a different idea, but we think it's a 
smart idea, especially in this hot weather, 
to give them a little break. They get a little 
infirm; especially mentally, they get a little 
tired. In fact, I may have them in here for 
a while and then take them out for a week¬ 
end. Turn them out onto the grass, just a 
little break, something different-they get 
bored sometimes.” 

A once-promising runner Casey has 
missed this year is Taylor's Flight, a home¬ 
bred colt who won last year's $75,000 West 
Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic Stakes 
and last raced on April 26. Given time off, 
Casey found the 4-year-old Windsor Castle 
colt dead in a field, likely struck by light¬ 
ning. Taylor's Flight registered four wins as 
a 3-year-old. 

Russell Road's half-sister, Beanother- 
grump, broke through with a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight victory for owner Russell on 
July 17. Under Travis Dunkelberger, the 
3-year-old bay Windsor Castle filly bet¬ 
tered Golden Butterfly by a neck at six 
and a half furlongs. Beanothergrump's 
second start, like her first in which she was 
off the board, wasn't completely smooth. 
Bothered by chronic congestion, she over¬ 
came a slight case of the sniffles to win 
that day, but the problem soon returned. 

Russell remained optimistic. “She's 
shown in the mornings that she's got a 
little bit of ability, but those horses seem 
to progressively get better with just a 
little running,” he said. “So hopefully she'll 
come on and improve as we go along.” 

A WEIGHTY NIGHT FOR GRAMS 

Trainer Tim Grams had one of those 
sublime racing nights on July 7, when his 
entries notched back-to-back victories. 

First, Dolly Bostwick's Rustenburg 
surged through the stretch under Oscar 
Flores for a three-quarters of a length 
allowance victory over Golden Hall in 
:52.36 for four and a half furlongs. Ready 
to Cruise was third in the 10-horse field. 
A Kentucky-bred colt by Johannesburg 
out of the Carson City mare Kitty Carson, 
Rustenburg remained unbeaten in three 
starts and returned $6.60. 

About 30 minutes later, the Grams- 
owned Ole Rocky Top took an allowance/ 
optional claimer with a $30,300 purse by 
three and a quarter lengths over longshot

SILVER HEART BEATS FAST 

Six-year-old Silver Heart upheld her 
family honor on July 8, winning a $32,000 
allowance race by a neck over Beware of 
the Bop. 

One year older than full sister and mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Aspenglow, Silver Heart 
sped six and a half furlongs in 1:19.01 on 
a good track. Clifford Dooley rode the 
winner, the 9-5 favorite among seven older 
females. 

A daughter of Lion Hearted and Holy 
Princess (by Holy Bull), Silver Heart had a 
productive 2010 season for owner/breeder 
Nancy Terhune and trainer Gary Capuano, 
winning the $50,000 Maryland Million 
Distaff Starter Handicap and finishing 
third behind Aspenglow in the $250,000 
West Virginia Jefferson Security Bank 
Cavada Breeders Classic. 

COMING AND GOING 

A few notable Charles Town-based 
Thoroughbreds changed stables via 


the claim box in July. On July 9, trainer 
Dewayne C. Johnson paid $10,000 for 
6-year-old Ghostly Thunder, now owned 
by Rolling Hills Racing Stable. The long¬ 
time runner for trainer Gary Capuano and 
owner Paul Fowler Jr., Ghostly Thunder 
won the $500,000 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic in 2008 and has career earnings of 
$553,118 from 29 starts. 

Speedy Sammy, 18th among West 
Virginia earners in 2010, was claimed 
from owner/trainer Kevin Joy on July 16; 
Diamond Oak Stable and trainer Kevin 
Patterson collared him for $12,500. 

Lee Couchenour spent as much for 
the 4-year-old state-bred gelding Fuzzy- 
wuzzywuzabear on July 10. Couchenour 
had trained the Ten Most Wanted gelding 
for breeder Michael W. Baer, but a switch 
to trainer Debra Ketterman’s barn was 
made earlier this year. Couchenour part¬ 
nered with John Oiler to make the claim. 
Fuzzywuzzywuzabear had one career vic¬ 
tory and a third-place finish in the restrict¬ 
ed Coin Collector Stakes before the July 
10 race, which he won via disqualification. 

Four days after losing Fuzzywuzzywuz¬ 
abear, Baer scored with another homebred. 
Son of a Bear, a multiple stakes winner rid¬ 
den by Gerald Almodovar, took an allow¬ 
ance sprint by a length over Oilton. 

A 4-year-old son of Bowman’s Band 
out of Bear in the House, by Housebuster, 


Son of a Bear defeated six challengers at 
six and a half furlongs. A three-time stakes 
winner at 2 when he earned $167,884, Son 
of a Bear has four stakes-placings and a 
record of six wins, four seconds and two 
thirds from 15 career starts, with earnings 
just shy of $250,000. 

ANOTHER OREO ROLLS ON 

Another Oreo, a 4-year-old West 
Virginia-bred gelding ridden by Anthony 
Mawing, delivered a powerful performance 
in a six and a half-furlong allowance on July 
3. Owned and trained by Tina Malgatini 
Mawing, who co-bred him with Garvis 
Williamson, Another Oreo made up a ton 
of ground the last quarter mile of the race 
to defeat King of Jordan by a neck. 

By Oratory, Another Oreo is the first 
foal out of the stakes-winning Weshaam 
mare Shesanothergrump. A daughter of 
Roberta Grump, Shesanothergrump is a 
half-sister to, among others, Russell Road. 

TWO FOR HUGH 

Trainer Hugh McMahon scored a pair 
of optional claiming victories in July and 
didn’t lose a runner in either. 

On July 10, 4-year-old Canadian import 
Candy Games, under J.D. Acosta, beat 
Love’s Strong Hart by a head at four and 
a half furlongs and stopped the clock in 
a sensational time of :50.59, just .50 off 
the track record. It was the first start of 
the year for Candy Games, who was risked 
for a $20,000 tag. A son of Candy Ride 
(Arg) out of the Phone Trick mare Playing 
Games, he is owned by Wade D. Glosser. 

McMahon tallied again when the Ken¬ 
tucky-bred mare Swing Music surprised at 
10-1 while in for $12,500 with a one-length 
victory going four and a half furlongs on 
July 21. Ridden by Wesley Ho, La Marca 
Stable and Danny Limongelli’s 5-year-old 
gray was winning for the 11th time in 
her 35-start career. She is a daughter of 
Mancini out of the Belong to Me mare 
My Statue. 

DESERT TIGER NO MIRAGE 

Nicewonder Stable’s homebred Desert 
Tiger ran away in an $8,000 maiden claimer 
on July 8. The 3-year-old Virginia-bred 
gelding began to pull ahead out of the first 
turn and kept going, winning the seven- 
furlong race by 1 5 3 A lengths. Travis Dunkel- 
berger got the call from trainer Rodney 
Jenkins. Desert Tiger just missed in allow¬ 
ance company next out, finishing second 
by a neck to Love Talk after setting the 
pace in the six and a half-furlong test. 0

LARRY LACEY 

Lawrence (Larry) Lacey 95, a retired 
Maryland racing official and steward 
who adjudicated the controversial 1980 
Preakness Stakes-Gl involving Codex and 
the filly Genuine Risk, died on July 16. 

Mr. Lacey began working at Maryland’s 
then-plentiful Thoroughbred tracks in 
1948. He served primarily as a placing 
and patrol judge, advanced to the racing 
secretary’s office and in 1978 became an 
associate steward. 

Regarded as a quiet and knowledge¬ 
able racing official, Mr. Lacey was among 
the four Pimlico Race Course stewards 
who voted unanimously to stay Codex’s 
Preakness victory, a decision that prompt¬ 
ed a lawsuit, widespread outrage and per¬ 
sonal threats to the stewards. 

Genuine Risk, the first filly in 65 years 
to win the Kentucky Derby-Gl, was gain¬ 
ing smartly on the front-running Codex 
leaving the far turn of the Preakness. 
Sensing the advance, jockey Angel Cordero 
Jr. took Codex on a wide arc into the 
stretch, forcing Jacinto Vasquez to steer 
Genuine Risk farther and farther outside. 
Genuine Risk’s momentum stalled, Codex 
proceeded to win by nearly five lengths. 
The two horses had made contact, and 
Vasquez filed an objection. 

But the stewards determined that Codex 
hadn’t bumped or otherwise impeded the 
filly, nor had Cordero struck her with his 
whip. 

The decision prompted catcalls within 
the Pimlico crowd, and a national TV audi¬ 
ence bristled after ABC analyst and Hall of 
Fame jockey Eddie Arcaro said he would 
disqualify Codex were he a steward. 

But there was no dissent among the 
stewards, chief J. Fred Colwill and his asso¬ 
ciates: Mr. Lacey, Edward Litzenberger and 
Clinton Pitts Jr. The decision was upheld 
in court. 

Mr. Lacey retired in 1984 to his native 
Towson, Md. He moved to Hingham, 
Mass., early this year. 

PRESTON MOFFETT SR. 

Preston Moffett Sr., a longtime Thor¬ 
oughbred breeder whose distinguished 
runners included Grade 1 winner and 
champion Maryland-bred filly Sham Say, 
died on July 12 at his home in Warren ton, 
Va. He was 85. 

The owner and president of Preston I. 
Moffett Co., a beer distributor, Mr. Moffett 
tapped something potent when he sent 


the broodmare Sham Bee to Oh Say in 
1984. The resultant gray filly, Sham Say, 
won eight of 12 starts, seven stakes and 
$517,138. 

Mr. Moffett had sold Sham Say at auc¬ 
tion, trainer Bernie Bond spending $24,000 
on the yearling for Eugene Ford Sr. and 
Zelma Morrison, the sister of then-Mary- 
land track co-owners Bob and Tommy 
Manfuso. Bond was noted for developing 
precocious runners, a reputation Sham Say 
furthered: She won her first seven starts, 
including four 2-year-old stakes, before 
Kentucky boat manufacturer C.N. Ray of 
Evergreen Farm bought her in February 
1988 for a reported $2 million. At the 
time, it was believed the richest private 
Thoroughbred transaction in Maryland 
racing history. 

Transferred to trainer William (Winkie) 
Cocks in New York, Sham Say won the 
Ruffian Handicap-Gl at Belmont Park for 
Ray later that year and a Maryland-bred 
3-year-old filly tide. She was worse than 
third only once, finishing fourth in her 
career finale, Personal Ensign’s climactic 
victory over Winning Colors in the 1988 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl. 

Mr. Moffett had embraced racing in 
1970 as one of 10 principals in Top Ten 
Stable. The partnership soon disbanded, 
Mr. Moffett received as severance Miss 
Galax, who would become his foundation 
mare. 

Mr. Moffett bred numerous stakes 
horses over the next 40 years, Sham Say 
a third-generation descendant of Miss 
Galax. By Eurasian out of the Dainger 
Lewis mare Double Red, Miss Galax man¬ 
aged one victory in 16 starts but produced 
12 winners, among them $100,000-earn¬ 
er Steppin Shoes and the stakes-winning 
Babee. 

Of Babee’s seven racing offspring, six 
won. Wumps and Ms. Starlight were stakes- 
placed, and the durable gelding Greenie’s 
Luck raced to age 8, went 23-for-74 and 
drew $134,633 in purses. 

Babee (by Jig Time) also produced the 
Sham filly Sham Bee, a race winner whose 
two foals were the prodigious Sham Say 
and the victorious Ba Bish (by King’s 
Bishop). Ba Bish birthed six winners from 
seven racers, among them the stakes-win¬ 
ning Oh Say fillies Verbal Volley and Oh 
Nonsense. 

In 1986, Mr. Moffett paid $22,000 for 
the weanling filly Gemstone (by Graustark) 
at the Keeneland November sale. Gem¬ 
stone became a useful runner and better 



producer. With daughter Stephanie (Taffy) 
Moffett Litz, Mr. Moffett bred Gemstone 
to Clever Trick and got the salty sprinter 
Clever Gem, a stakes winner at 3, 4 and 
5. Clever Gem won nine of 19 for Mr. 
Moffett, finished off the board only twice 
and earned $307,118. 

Father and daughter also bred and sold 
Clever Gem’s full brother Magical Gem, 
an able and winning runner whose 54 
races featured 11 victories, including the 
Delaware Certified Stakes, and $309,363. 

Half-brother Jove Stone, another 
dynamic sprinter Mr. Moffett bred and 
sold to Marathon Farm, set a 1999 track 
record of 1:08.06 in Philadelphia Park’s 
six-furlong Mr. Nickerson, one of his four 
stakes triumphs. By Northern Jove, Jove 
Stone fashioned a 32-10-9-2 record, earn¬ 
ing $306,772. 

With daughter Taffy, wife of Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association director emer¬ 
itus Donald P. Litz Jr., Mr. Moffett also 
bred steeplechasers. Pres On, a 4-year-old 
product of Wumps and Fantasticat, won a 
two-mile race over fences at the Warrenton 
Hunt Point-to-Point in March for owner 
Sharon Sheppard. 

Mr. Moffett was a board member of 
Sacred Heart of Jesus Catholic Church 
(established 1868) in Winchester, Va., and 
an usher there for more than 40 years. He 
helped Sacred Heart develop a new church 
property in 1987 and assisted the develop¬ 
ment of St. Bridget of Ireland Catholic 
Church in Berryville, Va. 

A World War II veteran who served in 
the U.S. Navy, Mr. Moffett was a member 
of the Winchester Golf Club, Knights of 
Columbus and Winchester Moose Lodge.

LOVE OF MONEY MAKES 
THE GRADE AS STAKES SIRE 


L ove of Money, the son of Not For 
Love who got a graded van in his 
stakes debut, has sired his first stakes 
winner, who won a graded race in his 
stakes debut. 

Jack’s in the Deck, a 2-year-old colt 
from the second crop of Love of Money, 
was overlooked in the $150,000, Grade 2 
Futurity Stakes at Belmont Park on July 
3. But the Skeedatde Stable runner loved 
the six-furlong distance and got a trip 
under Joe Bravo that he relished, strolling 
home to win by four lengths. It was only 
the second start for the Robin Graham 
trainee, and his first win. He paid $30.20 as 
the longest price in the six-horse field and 
completed the distance in 1:13.36. 

In his career debut, Jack’s in the Deck 
finished second in a four and a half-furlong 
maiden special weight at Delaware Park on 
May 25. For his third start, die Laurel Park- 
based colt shipped to Saratoga three weeks 


after the Futurity and raided for third in 
the Grade 2 Sanford Stakes. That effort 
pushed his earnings to $114,600. 

Bred by Dr. and Mrs. Thomas Bowman, 
Jack’s in the Deck is die fourth foal, and 
first stakes horse, out of the Parmer’s Hero 
mare Thracian, a half-sister to the mul¬ 
tiple stakes-winning Not For Love mare 
Spirited Game. 

Love of Money, also bred by the 
Bowmans, in partnership with Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Sutton and Milton Higgins, 
captured the 2004 Pennsylvania Derby-G2 
in his fourth career start. He won the 
$750,000 stakes by eight and a half lengths 
while defeating a field that included Tapit, 
Pollard’s Vision and Niigon, and earned an 
eye-catching 112 Beyer speed figure. 

Campaigned by Jay Em Ess Stable, 
Love of Money won four races, by an 
average margin of more than six and a half 
lengths, with additional scores coming at 


Belmont Park and Saratoga. After finishing 
third to Rock Hard Ten and Imperialism 
in the Grade 2 Strub Stakes at Santa 
Anita at 4 and second to Sir Greeley in 
the Westchester Handicap-G3 at Belmont 
Park at 5, he entered stud at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake City, Md., 
in 2007 with earnings of $602,705 in 10 
lifetime starts. 

A half-brother to stakes winner and 
stakes producer Astrid and stakes winner 
Sarah Cataldo, Love of Money is out of 
the winning Smarten mare Mescalina. His 
second dam, stakes-placed Tequila Sheila, 
produced four stakes horses, including 
Grade 3 winner Sheila’s Prospect. The 
family includes Grade 1 winner Tenski. 

With 57 foals of racing age, Love of 
Money tops the second-crop sire ranks in 
the Northeast by earnings (through early 
August). His 22 starters to date also include 
Bumpy Road, stakes-placed last year at 2. 

Love of Money stood two years at 
Northview Stallion Station before moving 
to Northview PA in Peach Bottom in 2009. 
The stud fee for the 10-year-old dark bay 
was $2,500 live foal in 2011. 


CLASSIC RUNNER-UP 
INVISIBLE INK DEAD 


I nvisible Ink, whose courageous and grip¬ 
ping story captured the media’s attention 
leading to the 2001 Triple Crown, was 
euthanized on July 7 following complica¬ 
tions from equine protozoal myeloenceph- 
alitis (EPM) at Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa. The bay son of Thunder 
Gulch, who had moved to Pin Oak Lane 
from Florida for the 2011 season, was 13. 

Owned by Peachtree Racing Stable, 
Invisible Ink was second in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl to Monarchos, who recorded 
the second-fastest time in the classic’s his¬ 
tory. Sent off at odds of 55-1, Invisible Ink 
finished ahead of the likes of Congaree, 
Point Given, Millennium Wind and Balto 
Star. 

That he ever made it to the Derby was 
a medical miracle, having nearly died as 
a 2-year-old after suffering from severe 
reactions to drugs administered for a cut 
on his ankle. Ravaged by colitis, unable 



to eat or drink as his body began shutting 
down, he dropped to 500 pounds. Upon a 
suggestion by famed veterinarian Robert 
Copelan, he was tube-fed non-pasteurized 
rancid buttermilk and, remarkably, recov¬ 
ered within months. 

Trained by Todd Pletcher, Invisible Ink 
made it to the races by late October and 
broke his maiden in his third start, going 


a mile and an eighth over a muddy track at 
Aqueduct in November 2000. 

A winner of four of 14 starts, with 
three seconds and a third (that coming in 
the Grade 1 Florida Derby), Invisible Ink 
amassed $465,088. 

A half-brother to stakes-placed Inner 
Circle, Invisible Ink was out of the winning 
Conquistador Cielo mare Conquistress, a 
half-sister to Group 2 winner El Ingles and 
Group 3 winner and sire African Joy. His 
fourth dam, Tap Day, produced five stakes 
horses, including English two-time cham¬ 
pion sprinter Secret Step and Belmont 
Stakes winner and sire Quadrangle. 

From six modest-sized crops of rac¬ 
ing age (a total of 104 foals), Invisible 
Ink has sired 72 percent starters. Counted 
among his 43 winners are stakes win¬ 
ners Blessink, a champion and Group 1 
winner in Panama, and $315,190-earner 
Fearless Eagle. His 3-year-old daughter, 
Honey Chile, has four stakes-placings from 
four starts in 2011, including a second in 
Keeneland’s Beaumont Stakes-G2 and a 
third in Churchill Downs’s Eight Belles 
S takes-G3. 

Invisible Ink stood his final season 
for $1,500 and covered a limited book of 
mares due to health issues.

GO FOR GIN RETIRED TO 
KENTUCKY HORSE PARK 



K entucky Derby-Gl winner Go for 
Gin, who arrived at Bonita Farm in 
Darlington, Md., to great fanfare in 
2004, has been pensioned and will live his 
remaining days at the famed Kentucky 
Florse Park in Lexington. The 20-year-old 
stallion, who left Bonita Farm on July 17, 
will be stabled with Thoroughbred celebri¬ 
ties Cigar, Da Hoss and Funny Cide in the 
Hall of Champions. 

It was the desire of Joe Cornacchia, the 
co-owner of Go for Gin since purchasing 
him as a yearling with then-partner William 
Condren for $150,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
select yearling sale at Saratoga, that Go for 
Gin retire to the Horse Park. “He made the 
initial contact,” said Bill Boniface, patriarch 
of Bonita Farm. “It took lots of paper¬ 
work, about two months to get all the is 
dotted and the t’s crossed, which allowed 
us time farther away from the breeding 
season.” 

Cornacchia, who died on June 26, vis¬ 
ited Go for Gin just a few weeks before 
his death. For Boniface, allowing Go for 
Gin a chance for public attention is special. 
“IPs good to show a positive story,” said 
Boniface. “Bonita Farm is appreciative that 
the Kentucky Horse Park has accepted our 
donation. . . I feel that their work provid¬ 
ing for and displaying to the public the 
top Thoroughbreds is very beneficial to 
our sport.” The Kentucky Horse Park’s 
executive director, John Nicholson, said 
in a press release: “Go for Gin will make 
another great addition to our Hall of 
Champions. We entertain nearly 1 million 
visitors each year, and they will be delight¬ 
ed to have the opportunity to meet a horse 


of his caliber. . . He will continue to be 
respected, appreciated and well cared for.” 

Maryland state and local officials were 
on hand to greet Go for Gin when he 
stepped off the van at Bonita Farm in 
July 2004. Cornacchia, who boarded a few 
mares at the farm, flew in for the occasion, 
saying: “I have a soft spot for Maryland.” 
Go for Gin, who joined Preakness 
Stakes-G1 winner Deputed Testamony in 
the stallion barn, was at the time the only 
Kentucky Derby winner at stud in the U.S. 
to stand in a state other than Kentucky 

Go for Gin had entered stud at Clai¬ 
borne Farm in Kentucky after win¬ 


ning five times in 19 starts and earn¬ 
ing $1,380,866. Trained by Nick Zito, the 
son of Cormorant followed his Kentucky 
Derby win with second-place finishes in 
the Preakness and Belmont Stakes-Gl. At 
2, he won the Grade 2 Remsen Stakes (by 
eight and a half lengths) and the Chief’s 
Crown Stakes (by nine and three-quarters 
lengths). He won or placed in 10 stakes 
during his career. 

Go for Gin has sired 13 stakes winners 
and the earners of more than $16.5 mil¬ 
lion. His best runner is $3,012,490-earner 
Albert the Great, who stands at Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in Pennsylvania. Albert the 
Great was one of the best runners in train¬ 
ing in 2000 and 2001, accounting for such 
time-honored stakes as the Grade 1 Jockey 
Club Gold Cup and Grade 2 Dwyer Stakes 
as a 3-year-old, and the Grade 2 Suburban 
and Brooklyn Handicaps and Grade 3 
Widener Handicap, the latter in track- 
record time, at 4. 

Other Go for Gin stakes winners 
include $830,814-earner Banrock, the New 
York-bred champion turf horse and older 
horse of 2009, $531,189-earner Gin and 
Sin and $520,726-earner Bootleg Annie. 

The sire of 46 foals in his first Maryland- 
sired crop—the largest since his first crop in 
Kentucky - Go for Gin hadn’t gotten many 
mares the past few years, noted Boniface. 

Boniface credits a number of people 
who assisted Go for Gin’s retirement to 
Kentucky, including Scott Alexander of 
Alexander Horse Transportation, who 
offered his services for free.

NEW JERSEY LOSES 
UNBRIDLED JET 


U nbridled Jet, who had stood at the 
Sleeter family’s Sleeter Farm in 
Clementon, NJ., since 2007, died on 
July 7 when struck by lightning in his pad- 
dock. The 15-year-old son of Unbridled, 
the sire of eight stakes winners, was buried 
on the farm. 

The big dark bay stallion launched his 
stud career in 2001 at the Pons family’s 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, Md., after 
a career in which he ran many of his best 
races at New Jersey tracks. 

A winner at 2 when taking a Mon¬ 
mouth Park maiden special weight in his 
second start, Unbridled Jet was graded 
stakes-placed at 3 and turned in one of 
his best efforts in a fourth-place finish - 
Monmouth’s 1999 Haskell Invitational 
Handicap-Gl. He entered the Haskell off 
a second-place performance in the Long 
Branch Breeders’ Cup Stakes over the 
same track, a race in which he was beaten 
by a head. 


In the $1 million Haskell, Unbridled Jet 
was blocked in the stretch while making 
what looked to be a winning move. When 
he finally found a clear path, it was too late, 
and he wound up fourth, a length and a 
half behind winner Menifee. 

Unbridled Jet was also second in Mead- 
owlands’s Grade 2 Pegasus Handicap that 
fall, falling short by a nose to Forty One 
Carats, who set a track record of 1:45.50 
for the mile and an eighth. 

After winning his only start at 4, a mile 
and a sixteenth allowance at Gulfstream 
Park by 12U lengths, he retired with a 
career record of three wins and two 
seconds from 13 starts, for earnings of 
$255,364. 

Unbridled Jet was one of three stakes- 
placed runners from four foals to race for 
the Easy Goer mare Easy Summer. His 
second dam, Canadian champion sprinter 
Summer Mood, is a half-sister to million¬ 
aire Present Value. 



Unbridled Jet has sired the earners of 
more than $7.2 million, led by five-time 
stakes winner Jet Away Jane. The Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred champion older mare of 2008, 
Jet Away Jane won 10 races and placed 20 
times in 33 starts, earning $543,937. Other 
stakes winners include Maryland Million 
Ladies winner Miss Lombardi and 2005 
New Jersey-bred champion 2-year-old colt 
First Class Guy. Through early August, 
Unbridled Jet ranked third on New Jersey’s 
leading sires list by 2011 progeny earnings. 
He got his most recent stakes performer 
on July 17 when 4-year-old daughter Go 
Unbridled finished third in the Reno Stakes 
at Belmont Park. 

All 20 of the mares covered by Unbrid¬ 
led Jet his last breeding season are pro¬ 
nounced in foal. 


SMART STEPPING 
STAKES WINNER FOR 
DANCE WITH RAVENS 


I n getting her third win from four starts, 
Ann’s Smart Dancer, a Pennsylvania- 
bred filly by Dance With Ravens, made 
quick work in the seven-furlong Caught in 
the Rain Stakes for 3-year-old state-bred 
fillies at Parx Racing on July 2. The pretty 
bay rallied to the lead without much urging 
entering the stretch and drew off to win by 
two and three-quarters lengths, completing 
the distance in 1:23.95. With Frankie Pen¬ 
nington up, Ann’s Smart Dancer returned 
$4.20 as the 1.10-1 favorite in the six-horse 
field. 

Bred by Russell B. Harris, Craig R. 
Harris and Jeffrey A. Harris, and cam¬ 
paigned in the name of Russell and Craig 
Harris’s Silver Lake Stable, Ann’s Smart 
Dancer didn’t make her career debut until 
April 2 of this year, when the Butch Reid- 


trained filly dazzled in a maiden special 
weight at Parx Racing, winning by five and 
a quarter lengths. She followed that with 
a Parx allowance score about three weeks 
later, then faced a bear in her stakes debut, 
chasing home Quantum Miss, who set a 
track record, in Penn National’s Wonders 
Delight Stakes on May 27 and winding up 
second. Her first four starts yielded a tidy 
sum of $126,480. 

Ann’s Smart Dancer is the first foal 
out of the Ide mare Bennington, and the 
first stakes winner for Dance With Ravens 
from her popular sire’s second crop. 

Dance With Ravens was an immediate 
hit when he entered stud at Northview 
Stallion Station in 2006, covering more 
than 100 mares each of his first two sea¬ 
sons. He supplied impeccable sire creden¬ 


tials, being a graded stakes-winning son of 
A.P. Indy out of Canadian and U.S. cham¬ 
pion Dance Smartly (by Danzig), a mem¬ 
ber of the Hall of Fame in both countries. 
He is a half-brother to two Queen’s Plate 
winners, champion Dancethruthedawn 
and Scatter the Gold, and two additional 
stakes-placed runners. His second dam, 
champion Classy ’n Smart, a daughter 
of longtime top Maryland sire Smarten, 
counts among her other four stakes horses 
leading sire Smart Strike. 

Dance With Ravens won or placed in 
six of his seven lifetime starts, earning 
$340,600. He captured the Grey Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G2 and was second in the 
Grade 2 Summer Stakes at 2. Sent off as 
favorite for the Queen’s Plate after winning 
the Plate Trial at 3, Dance With Ravens 
finished off the board for the only time in 
his career and, found to have a chip in his 
ankle, was retired. 

The 9-year-old bay stallion ranks 11th 
(through August 8) on the nation’s leading 
third-crop sires list by earnings, and third, 
behind Lion Hearted and Not For Love, 
on Maryland’s leading sires rankings in 
2011. He stood the most recent breeding 
season for $2,000 five foal.

HER SMILE WAS 
COOKING FOR FIRST 
GRADE 1 SCORE 

A n owner of a Grade 2 Breeders' Cup winner and numerous 
other graded stakes horses, celebrity chef Bobby Flay got his 
first Grade 1 win with the Virginia-bred filly Her Smile, who 
found room along the rail and charged to victory in the Grade 
1 Prioress Stakes for 3-year-old fillies at Belmont Park on July 4 
It was the first win of the year for Her Smile, whom Flay pur¬ 
chased privately from breeder William M. Backer in April, a little 
over a week before the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. Racing in Flay's colors 
in the mile and an eighth Oaks, the daughter of Include was a 
well-beaten 11 th, but rebounded to finish third in Aqueduct's one- 
mile Acorn Stakes-Gl five weeks later. 

Making her first start at six furlongs in the Prioress, Her Smile 
had Javier Castellano aboard for the first time. “We thought this 
might be a little too short. We thought maybe seven furlongs 
might be a little bit better, but we just told Javier to be patient 
because it was all speed except her," said a jubilant Flay after the 
race. “We got the fractions we wanted, and what a great ride." 

The fifth choice in a field of six, Her Smile sat well off a hot 
pace set by Roman Treasure, who zipped through opening frac¬ 
tions of :21.78 and :44.55. When Castellano was ready to make his 
move in the stretch, Her Smile faced a three-wide wall of horses 
and was forced to angle towards the rail with 220 yards to go. She 
hit the lead and held late-closing Pomeroys Pistol safe for the half- 
length score, stopping the clock in 1:09.44. 

Said trainer Todd Pletcher, “. . . We decided this morning that 
if they went real fast early, it would set up for her and she could 
close on them. I think she's a versatile filly; obviously, the key was 
the setup today." 
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Her Smile boosted her career earnings to $316,360 from 10 
starts. Winner of the Donna Freyer Stakes at Parx Racing last 
November when trained by Leigh Delacour, she has won four 
times, with two seconds and two thirds. Three of her placings have 
been in stakes. 

Her final start for Backer came in early April when she finished 
second to fellow Virginia-bred Hot Summer in the Grade 3 
Comely Stakes at one mile at Aqueduct. 

Backer, who purchased his first Thoroughbred in 1955, bred 
the Grade 1 winner out of the Capote mare Hepburn, a winning 
daughter of his stakes-winning filly Favored Lady. Her Smile's 
third dam is the Shecky Greene mare Applause, over the years 
described by Backer as his favorite horse, and the one he eulogized 
in a letter to the editor to Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred in December 
2008. 

A hard-knocking bay mare he campaigned in the 1980s, 
Applause retired from racing after a five-year career during which 
she won or placed in 31 of 35 starts, earning $362,437. A six-fur¬ 
long track record-setter at Garden State, she recorded seven stakes 
wins, then went on to produce eight winners from 13 foals, includ¬ 
ing additional stakes winner and multiple graded stakes-placed 
Jazz ($214,331, All Brandy S, etc.). 

In his remembrance of Applause, Backer wrote: “My racing 
friends say there would be no dearth of owners who stay with the 
game if everyone could start out with one like her. They are right. 
Having a horse like Applause leaves one ever in search of another." 

Backer still has a number of descendants of Applause at his 
Smitten Farm in The Plains, Va., including 14-year-old Hepburn. 
The dam of four winners from as many named foals, Hepburn 
has a yearling colt by Lion Heart (a May foal), and didn't get in foal 
for 2011 after a late breeding. She is currently in foal to Bluegrass 
Cat. Her daughter Doolittle, by Polish Numbers, has a yearling filly 
and weanling colt, both by Include, and is back in foal to that sire. 
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JACK’S IN THE DECK 
A GRADED WINNER AT 2 

W illie White, Lou Rehak and Bob Orndorff of Skeedatde 
Stable added a yearling to their horse holdings in the fall 
of 2010, after the son of Love of Money caught their 
attention at Roland Farm in Chesapeake City, Md. “He had a great 
walk to him,” said White. “He seemed to have an attitude .” 

Bred by veterinarian Thomas Bowman and wife Chris, the dark 
bay colt out of the Parmer's Hero mare Thracian was withdrawn 
from the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall yearling sale after he 
vetted with “mild sesamoiditis,” noted the Bowmans' daughter 
and farm manager, Becky Bowman Davis. Skeedatde spent $5,000 
for the yearling. 

Turned over to Skeedatde's longtime trainer, Robin Graham, 
Jack's in the Deck was quick to get to the races, finishing second 
in his debut in a four and a half-furlong maiden special weight at 
Delaware Park on May 25. On July 3, in his second start, he broke 
his maiden in the 121st running of Belmont Park's $150,000 
Futurity Stakes-G2. 

Jack's in the Deck was the longest shot of six who turned out 
for the historic stakes. Ridden for the first time by Joe Bravo, he 
was reserved in fourth on the turn, split horses in midstretch and 
out-kicked his rivals to prevail by four lengths and complete six 
furlongs in 1:13.36. He paid $30.20 for the victory and became the 
first stakes winner for former Maryland sire Love of Money, the 
son of Not For Love who now stands at Northview PA in Peach 
Bottom. 

“He's been getting better as he's trained, and we all felt like 
going longer would be better for him,” said Graham after the race. 
“It worked out perfect. [There was] a lot of speed in there. I 
thought at the top of the stretch he was in good shape. I know he 
likes running at horses, so that was great.” 

Jack's in the Deck earned $90,000 in the Futurity. Adding a 
third-place finish in Saratoga's Sanford Stakes-G2 on July 24, he 
has accrued $114,600 in three starts. 

He is the fourth foal out of Thracian, a half-sister to the mul¬ 
tiple stakes-winning Not For Love mare Spirited Game. An 


unraced mare bred in Maryland by the Wirth Brothers, Thracian 
has a yearling by Domestic Dispute, who was gelded and sold as a 
dressage horse. 

The story of Thracian took an unexpectedly tragic turn, said 
Davis. After deciding not to breed the mare for a year or two, 
Davis leased Thracian to a young girl as a riding horse last year. 
Davis didn't know the young rider, but was given her name by 
someone she did know well and trusted, and expected Thracian to 
retain good care and a productive life. Within months, the girl in 
charge of Thracian's care stopped communications, and when 
Davis finally made contact, she found that Thracian, who now 
would be 9, had disappeared. Davis continues to try to find 
Thracian, through rescues and other avenues, but has had no leads.

DOMINANT DWYER 
PERFORMANCE 
FOR D0MINUS 

F or the third year in a row, a 3-year-old colt bred by Edward P. 
Evans won a graded stakes during the summer season in New 
York that set him up for a start in the mid-Summer Derby, 
the Travers Stakes-Gl at Saratoga. First came Quality Road, who 
set a track record at Saratoga in winning the 2009 Amsterdam 
Stakes-G2 off a layoff and returned to finish third to Summer 
Bird in the Travers. Last year came A Little Warm, Saratoga's Jim 
Dandy Stakes-G2 winner, who followed with a fifth-place finish 
in the Travers. Number three is Dominus. 

A ridgling son of Smart Strike, Dominus scored his first stakes 
win in the Grade 2 Dwyer Stakes at Belmont Park on July 2. 
Owned by Stone street Stables, George Bolton and Spendthrift 
Farm, Dominus was making only his fourth start, but had dis¬ 
played plenty of talent in his previous three outings. 

Trained by Steve Asmussen, Dominus finished second in his 
only start at 2, a maiden special weight at Belmont in September, 
then reappeared in March at Santa Anita. Romping home by five 
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Stakes winners 


and a quarter lengths at seven furlongs, he tackled graded stakes 
company at the end of April in the Grade 3 Derby Trial at one 
mile. On the lead virtually throughout, he was caught at the wire 
by Machen, losing by a neck. 

The second choice of six in the Dwyer, Dominus was quick 
to take control, setting all the fractions in the mile and a sixteenth 
stakes, going the first quarter in :24.28 and the half in :47.86. After 
three-quarters in 1:11.76, jockey Julien Leparoux encouraged his 
mount to open up into the stretch, and the dark bay obliged with 
a three-length lead. The final margin of victory was one and three- 
quarters lengths over 4-5 favorite Adios Charlie, who followed in 
second throughout. The final time was a solid 1:41.74. 

From there, Dominus finished third in the Jim Dandy 
Stakes-G2 at Saratoga on July 30 after contesting the pace. He 
was headed to the Travers with earnings of $225,829 in five starts. 

Sold privately at the Keeneland September Yearling sale after 
failing to reach his $270,000 reserve in the ring, Dominus is the 
eighth foal out of the Lord At War (Arg) mare Cuando. A three¬ 
time stakes winner and multiple graded stakes-placed earner of 
$329,967, Cuando was purchased by Evans in foal to Tale of 
the Cat at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky November mixed sale for 
$500,000 in 2005. The foal she was carrying sold for $310,000 as 
a yearling at Keeneland. Cuando’s 2009 colt by Malibu Moon died 
as a yearling; she did not produce a foal the past two years. Most 
recently bred to Bluegrass Cat, she will be sold as part of Evans’s 
dispersal at the Keeneland November Breeding Stock sale.

Looking back 


10 years ago 

1 A Kingmambo colt bred in 
Pennsylvania by George Strawbridge Jr. 
sold for $3 million at the Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga Yearling sale. Consigned by 
Derry Meeting Farm, he was the second- 
highest price of the sale. Demi O'Byrne 
signed the ticket for the son of Seatde 
Way, a stakes-producing daughter of 
champions Seatde Slew and Waya (Fr). 

Named Russia , the colt failed to live up to 
expectations, earning $24,422from 16 starts. A 
winner in Ireland at 2, he eventually returned to 
the US. and, owned by Mrs. S.K Johnston Jr., 
was converted to hurdle racing, at one point with 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard. It was a logical 
attempt, as Russia was a half-brother to hurdle 
stakes winner Invest West. But the best he could 
muster was a maiden win for $5,000 claimers at 
Stoneybrook in 2007. 

Another Strawbridge sales yearling at Saratoga 
was a Saint Ballado filly out of Caresya, by 
Caro (Ire). Padua Stables paid $525,000for 
Freedom's Daughter, who had a meteoric career, 
winning her first two starts, including the Grade 

2 Schuylerville Stakes at Saratoga, but died from 
Colitis X less than three weeks after her stakes win. 

I New Jersey acting Governor Donald 
DiFrancesco signed two major horse rac¬ 
ing-related bills into law on Haskell Day 
(August 5) at Monmouth Park. One of 
the bills paved the way for off-track and 
telephone account wagering in the state;

the other increased the number of races 
that could be simulcast into Adantic City 
casinos. With the legislation, up to 15 off¬ 
track wagering sites would be allowed. 

1 Three-year-old division leader Point 
Given, known as the “Big Red Train," was 
running out of steam but held on to win 
the Haskell Invitational-Gl at Monmouth 
Park by a half length over Touch Tone. 
Owned by Prince Ahmed Salman's The 
Thoroughbred Corporation, Preakness/ 
Belmont Stakes-Gl hero Point Given 
earned the $900,000 winner's share of the 
$1.5 million purse, which had been 
increased to attract the Triple Crown race 
winners (Monarchos didn't make the trip). 
The Haskell became the richest race ever 
run for 3-year-olds in the U.S. Said jockey 
Gary Stevens of the imposing chestnut, 
who gave trainer Bob Baffert his first 
Haskell win, “This is definitely the best 
horse I've ridden." 

2 J years ago 

I “Hill Sparrow's achievements, along 
with her equally winning personality, have 
led her to appearances on countless local 
TV programs," noted the Maryland Horse 
of the regional celebrity, whose sire, the 
15-year-old Buckpasser horse Buck Hill, 
stood at Murmur Farm in Aberdeen, Md. 

Hill Sparrow, a New Jersey-bred cham¬ 
pion named 1984 Horse of the Year by 
popular vote at Keystone (the original 
name of Parx Racing), was a winner of 16 
of her 26 starts, and only twice had she 
been out of the money. The most recent 
of her seven stakes wins had come in the 
$20,000 My Juliet Handicap at her home 
track. “The fans just about tear the grand¬ 
stand [at Philadelphia Park] down when 
she runs," said her 68-year-old trainer, Ed 
Richards, a Nevada native who'd moved 
to the area nearly 20 years earlier. “They 
don't make any money betting on her, but 
she’s so dependable they love her. She's 
kind of like their hometown girl." 

■ Rock Talk, the sire of 1983 Eclipse 
Award-winning 3-year-old filly Heartlight 
No. One, died of a cerebral hemorrhage 
at Merryland Farm in Hydes, Md., where 
he had stood since 1977. The nearly black 
son of *Rasper II was 22. 

Bred in Maryland by Mrs. Joseph 
Walker Jr., Rock Talk didn't become a 
stakes winner until age 4. Retired to stud, 
he gained a reputation for getting solid 
stakes horses, and gained national attention 


with Heartlight No. One. Among his other 
notable runners were Rock Softly, Talc, 
Onyxly, Kudara and Matthew T. Parker. 

I Your My Choice, the first broodmare 
for Baltimorean Joseph Keelty, 
appreciated greatly in value in the two 
years he owned her. Maryland bloodstock 
agent Don Litz purchased the daughter of 
Barachois for Keelty for $60,000 after 
bidding on her at the 1984 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky Fall Mixed sale. At the time, her 
oldest foal was a 2-year-old. 

Her two sons, Imperial Choice and 
Golden Choice (by Windfields Farm 
stallions Gregorian and Val de l'Orne-Fr, 
respectively) blossomed to become Cana¬ 
dian racing elite-Imperial Choice was 
1985 Canadian Horse of the Year and 
champion 3-year-old and grass runner; 
Golden Choice won the 1986 Queen's 
Plate to break his maiden (and would later 
be named champion 3-year-old). Noted 
Leon Rasmussen in his Daily Racing Form 
“Bloodlines" column: ‘Your My Choice, 
with two foals, has earned a niche as one 
of the most respected producers in the 
history of Canadian breeding." 

“Racing is the most exciting aspect of 
the business as far as I'm concerned, and 
I'm really looking forward to racing Your 
My Choice's offspring," said Keelty, who 
owned horses in the name of Dumbarton 
Farm. 

JO years ago 

I Fasig-Tipton announced that 118 year¬ 
lings were entered in the first Eastern Fall 
Sale exclusively for yearlings. 

John Finney, Fasig-Tipton's general 
manager, explained the need for the new 
sale: “As things stood before, breeders 
in the Eastern States were faced with the 
high cost of shipping to Kentucky for 
the fall sales there. Timonium's location 
is ideal, and there is every reason to think 
that the Eastern Fall Sale will grow in 
popularity in the years to come." 

I The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
(TRA) Service Bureau reported that atten¬ 
dance at TRA tracks held fast, while pari¬ 
mutuel play dipped slightly during the first 
half of the 1961 season. 

Member tracks raced 1,055 days, 
attracting more than 12.4 million fans 
who wagered nearly $931 million. Average 
daily handle was $882,452, a decrease of 
2.3 percent from the previous year. 

In a releasefrom Equibase on July 5, 2011, 
the Thoroughbred Racing Economic Indicators 
show a wagering decrease of 7.67 percent in 2011 
compared to 2010. Total wagering on U.S. races for 
the first six months of 2011 was $5,526,048,808 
for 2,481 race days.

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T he exhibitors of the four 
yearlings lined up in front of 
well-known Pennsylvania 
horseman Russell B. Jones Jr. 
for the championship class 
read like a Who's Who of the 
yearling show. 

Class winners of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation's 77th annual show 
for Maryland-bred yearlings, 
held on June 26 at the Timo- 
mium fairgrounds horse show 
ring, were from the farms of 
the late Cary Jackson, Robert 
Manfuso and Katharine Voss, 
John and Margaret Crane and 
Brice and Mary Anne Ridgely. 
As a group since 1992, the 


breeders had sent out the 
grand champion seven times 
and the reserve champion an¬ 
other eight times. 

Of the 62 yearlings judged 
in four classes on a delight¬ 
ful summer Sunday after¬ 
noon, Jones selected as his 
grand champion Manfuso 
and Voss's fluid-moving bay 
colt by Corinthian. It was the 
fourth time a yearling owned 
solely or in partnership by 
Manfuso took home the 
show's biggest prize. 

"He's just a wonderful, 
strong colt. Everybody would 
love to raise a horse like him," 
said Jones of his top pick. 


"There were plenty of 
nice horses here, so it was a 
big challenge to get it right. It 
was a lot of work," added this 
year's judge. 

Out of Moonshine Run, by 
Go for Gin, the Corinthian colt 
is a half-brother to multiple 
stakes winner Izzy Speaking 
and stakes-placed Bootleggin 
Gent. His dam is a half-sister 
to the dam of 2011 Prioress 
Stakes-Gl winner Her Smile. 

Manfuso and Voss, who 
own and operate Chanceland 
Farm in West Friendship, Md., 
have been prominent partici¬ 
pants of the yearling show for 
nearly two decades. "We love

doing the show. It's good for 
the horses-we do a month of 
prep, and they gain experience 
from it," said Voss. FLorses 
exhibited by the couple have 
won more than a dozen class¬ 
es since taking home their first 
blue ribbon in 1992. 

This year's champion has 
always been a standout, noted 
Voss: "He's got the size, the 
scope, and there's not much 
wrong with him. And he's 
from a good, solid family. He 
looks the part and he has a 
great attitude." 

The majority of the 
Chanceland Farm yearlings 
are sold at the sales, and this 
colt, who was being consid¬ 
ered for the Saratoga sale, will 
be offered instead at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale in October. 

While exhibiting yearlings 
solely in his own name, Man¬ 
fuso retired the Blarney Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy in 1999. The 
challenge trophy must be won 
three times by the same exhib¬ 
itor to become his permanent 
possession, and Manfuso ac¬ 
complished the feat by taking 
it home in 1992, '94 and '99. 
He replaced the Blarney with 
the Chanceland Farm Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy in 2000. 

Jackson's goal to retire 
the Chanceland Farm Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy came to fruition 
in 2010, but the death of the 
88-year-old master of Foxhar- 
bor Farm this past February 
denied him the opportunity 
to present the Foxharbor Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy. However, his 
wife Ann kept Jackson's pres¬ 
ence alive, and in the first class 
of the day, for colts by Mary¬ 
land sires, a Jackson homebred 
colt by Dance With Ravens 
out of the stakes-placed Not 
For Love mare Love the Dawn 
was awarded the first-place 
ribbon. 

The champion Corinthian 
colt was the winner of Class 
II for colts and geldings sired 
by out-of-state sires. The re¬ 
serve champion was the Class 
IV winning filly, also by an 
out-of-state sire, shown by 
the Ridgelys' Spring Meadow 
Farm. 

Brice Ridgely bred the La¬ 
tent Heat filly, named Del¬ 
aneys Star, out of his star- 

































producer Vee Vee Star, by 
Norquestor. Delaneys Star, 
who beat 16 other fillies in 
the largest class of the day, is 
a half sis ter to Eclipse Award 
winner Declan's Moon. "She is 
just a lovely quality filly," not¬ 
ed Jones of the reserve cham¬ 
pion. "She may be just a little 
immature at this point, but 
everything was there and she 
was very correct. She looked 
like a good horse to me." 

Delaneys Star is one of 
five named foals out of Vee 
Vee Star-three of whom 
have now won classes at the 
yearling show. In addition to 
Declan's Moon (by Malibu 
Moon), a class winner in 2003, 
the mare's Unbridled Jet colt 
Dave's Jet won his class the 
following year. 

The winner of Class III, for 
fillies by Maryland sires, was a 
daughter of Not For Love out 
of Fastria, by Fast Play, owned 
by Margaret Crane, who with 
husband John bred the filly, 
a full sister to stakes winner 
Notgivinmyloveaway. 

The leading Maryland sire 
of the show was Dance With 
Ravens, who took title to the 
Northview Stallion Station 
Challenge Trophy by having 
a class winner and one sec- 
ondplace awardee. The son of 
A.P. Indy stands at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City. 

The yearling show was 
streamlined in 2011, offer¬ 
ing four classes for the first 
time since 1997. In addition to 
the more than $7,500 in prize 
money awarded on the day of 
the show, every yearling who 
participated is now eligible for 
the $40,000 yearling show pre¬ 
mium, which will be divided 
and distributed among the top 
four leading earners compet¬ 
ing at ages 2 and 3.

Awad set a course record in this 1995 Arlington Million victory, a mark of 1:58.69 which stands to this day. 
The son of Caveat, bred and owned by Ryehill Farm, was a four-time Maryland-bred turf champion. 


A.wad, the four-time 
Maryland-bred turf champion 
who earned more than $3 mil¬ 
lion in a long and dynamic 
racing career, was found dead 
in his paddock on July 23 at 
Old Friends, the Thorough¬ 
bred retirement center near 
Georgetown, Ky., where he'd 
been pensioned since 2006. He 
was 21.

In 1995, 
he earned more than $1.2 mil¬ 
lion from 15 starts, and the 
next year banked $770,786, 
although he failed to win that 
season in 11 starts. He was 
voted the outstanding Mary- 
land-bred grass horse in 1993, 
'95, '96 and '97, but had the 
unfortunate timing to com¬ 
pete during the same years as 
Maryland-bred greats Cigar, 
Concern and Smoke Glacken, 
and was never named Mary- 
land-bred Horse of the Year. 
He remains the second-richest 
Maryland-bred runner in his¬ 
tory, behind only Cigar (with 
$9,999,815). 

"He was a great horse," 
trainer David Donk said from 
his barn at Saratoga. "He had 
a tremendous impact on ev¬ 
eryone." 

By Belmont Stakes-Gl win¬ 
ner and top turf sire Caveat 
out of the stakes-winning 
mare Dancer's Candy (by No¬ 
ble Dancer-GB), Awad entered 
stud at Northview Stallion 
Station in 1999. He sired 76 
winners from 125 starters, in¬ 
cluding stakes winners John's 
Pic, Let Me Be Frank and Un¬ 
derbidder, but none close to 
his likeness. 

"It's been an honor to be 
associated with such a cham¬ 
pion as Awad," Blowen said. 
"He was a favorite at the farm 
and a favorite of so many of 
the visiting fans. He will be 
sorely missed." ^

NLM opens exhibition on history 
of equine veterinary medicine 









MHIB: Horse industry grants 
exceeding $20,000 available 


T he Maryland Horse 
Industry Board (MHIB) is ac¬ 
cepting grant applications for 
non-profit research, educa¬ 
tional and promotional equine 
activities with plans to award 
more than $20,000 in grants 
that support or develop new 
opportunities for Maryland's 
horse industry 

Applications must be re¬ 
ceived by September 30. 

"The horse industry is a 
critical component of Mary¬ 
land's economy. There are 
more than 79,000 horses in 
Maryland, and more than 


28,000 citizens are employed 
in the equine industry," said 
state agriculture secretary 
Buddy Hance. "The Mary¬ 
land Horse Industry Board 
works very hard to stimulate 
growth and opportunity in 
Maryland's equestrian com¬ 
munity. This grant program is 
one way it helps spur needed 
innovation and encourage 
those most committed to the 
industry." 

Funding for the MHIB 
and its grants come from The 
Maryland Feed Fund, which 
collects $6 on every ton of 


horse feed sold in the state. It 
is deemed an effective model 
for how industry groups can 
help themselves without rely¬ 
ing on taxpayer dollars. Since 
the Fund was established 
in 2002, MHIB has awarded 
nearly $200,000 in grants 
to more than 175 projects 
throughout Maryland. 

Organizations eligible for 
MHIB grants include non¬ 
profit entities, clubs and as¬ 
sociations, businesses, farms 
and stables, government enti¬ 
ties, schools and educational 
institutions. Projects will be 


judged for their value to the 
industry, degree of industry 
promotion, size and scope of 
activity, financial need, poten¬ 
tial for matching funds, ben¬ 
efits and quality of the written 
presentation. 

The MHIB recommends 
that grant requests not ex¬ 
ceed $10,000. The largest grant 
awarded was $8,000; the aver¬ 
age is about $1,200. 

Grant recipients will be 
announced on or before De¬ 
cember 1, and funding made 
available after January 1, 2012.

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 



Action Andy 
shows the way at 
Colonial Downs 


Robert Gerczak's Action 
Andy, a 4-year-old gelding by 
Shamrock Farms stallion Ga¬ 
tors N Bears, got his first 
stakes win on July 16 with a 
tour-de-force performance in 
Colonial Downs's $50,000 Kit¬ 
ten's Joy Stakes. Leading 
gate-to-wire, at times by as 
many as a half-dozen lengths. 
Action Andy scored by two 
lengths over Baletti, with fa¬ 
vorite Cherokee Artist third in 
the field of 10. Sent off as the 
3.40-1 second choice. Action 
Andy paid $8.80 for the win. 

With Alfredo Clemente up. 
Action Andy burst from the 
gate and opened a daylight 
lead while setting fractions of 
:23.80, :47.97 and 1:11.56. He 
completed the mile and a six¬ 
teenth over firm turf in 
1:41.91, just .63 off the course 
record. The Stephanie Nixon- 
trained runner had finished 
second in his previous start, 
the Da Hoss Stakes, missing 
by a nose. For the year, he has 
finished first or second in all 
six of his starts, earning 
$71,220 of his career total 
$102,020. Lifetime he has four 
wins, six seconds and two 
thirds from 15 starts. Gerczak 
purchased Action Andy for 
$15,000 out of the 2010 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale when Action An- 


dywas sold to dissolve the 
Kaygar/Gerczak Stable part¬ 
nership. 

Action Andy is the most 
recent stakes winner from the 
active family of Gabby's Love 
(by Perkin Warbeck). Bred in 
the name of Carol Kaye-Gar- 
cia, he is the first foal out of 
Love Me Twice (by Not For 
Love), a half-sister to stakes 
winners Baltimore Bob 
($367,265, Da Hoss S, etc.), 
Baltimore Belle ($198,064, 
Maryland Million Oaks, etc.) 
and Gabianna ($136,610, The 
Very One S). 

Still owned by Carol Kaye, 
Love Me Twice is also the 
dam of 3-year-old winner 
Saintly Love (by St Averil) 
and has a 2-year-old filly by 
Fantasticat named Twice the 
Storm who has yet to start. 
After producing a colt by 
Great Notion in April, Love 
Me Twice was bred back to 
Kentucky-based stallion Tem¬ 
ple City, a selection made by 
Kaye due in part to the stal¬ 
lion's connection to Malibu 
Moon, the sire of Baltimore 
Bob. Temple City is out of a 
half-sister to Malibu Moon. 

Havelock closes 
fast to take exciting 
Arlington Sprint 

Silverton Hill LLC's home¬ 
bred Havelock made a three¬ 
wide rally in the stretch to 
edge favored Country Day at 
the wire in the $100,000 Ar¬ 
lington Sprint Handicap on 
July 16 at Arlington Park. 
With Jermaine Bridgmohan 
aboard, the Darrin Miller- 
trained son of Great Notion 
covered the five and a half 
furlongs over firm turf in 
1:02.71. 


Birdie Beats Par made the 
early pace in the race through 
fractions of :22.27 and :45.27. 
At the top of the stretch. 
Country Day engaged that ri¬ 
val and the pair battled for an 
eighth of a mile before being 
joined in the center of the 
course by Havelock, who took 
the lead in the shadow of the 
wire to prevail by a neck. 

"I had a perfect trip," said 
Bridgmohan. "There were a 
couple of speed horses out¬ 
side that came over on us, so 
we had the luxury of sitting in 
the pocket position on the 
outside. When I asked him, he 
was there for me." 

The Arlington Sprint was 
the first stakes victory for the 
4-year-old Havelock, who 
now sports a record of three 
wins from six starts on the 
turf, and was third in his 
stakes debut in May over the 
surface in Arlington's Grade 3 
Hanshin Cup Handicap. The 
$57,600 winner's share of the 
purse pushed his bankroll to 
$152,077 while improving his 
overall record to four wins 
from 11 starts. 

The bay gelding is the first 
foal out of stakes-placed Pico- 
neach (NZ), by Spectacular 
Love. 

Silverton Hill owners Tom¬ 
my and Bonnie Hamilton also 
campaigned stakes winner 
Great Notion, who has stood 
his entire career at Northview 
Stallion Station. 



Roaring Lion 
speeds to second 
Mr. Prospector Stakes 

Roaring Lion, one of the 
best sprinters in the region 
last year, defended his title in 
Monmouth Park's $75,000 Mr. 
Prospector Stakes, holding off 


1-2 favorite Sean Avery to cap¬ 
ture the Independence Day 
sprint by two and a quarter 
lengths in his first start of the 
year. Grade 1 winner Fabu¬ 
lous Strike, a career earner of 
more than $1.4 million, fin¬ 
ished third. 

Roaring Lion's final time 
for the six furlongs was a 
sharp 1:08.98. 

"I was still loaded," said 
rider Mike Luzzi of the stretch 
drive. "I still had a lot of horse 
underneath me. When he 
switched leads, he accelerated 
a little bit" 

Owned by Repole Stable, 
Roaring Lion made a winning 
debut for Todd Pletcher, who 
took over the training of the 
now 7-year-old gelding from 
Bruce Levine. A son of Lion 
Hearted bred in Maryland by 
Buckingham Farm, Roaring 
Lion paid $13.20 to win as the 
fourth choice in the field of 
five. 

It was the 12th career vic¬ 
tory in 31 starts for the bur¬ 
ly dark bay, who has now 
earned $538,536 and ranks as 
his sire's leading earner. Out 
of the stakes-winning mare 
Smartly, a daughter of Hora- 
tius. Roaring Lion is a full 
brother to stakes-placed Brave 
as a Lion. 

Campaigned by his breed¬ 
ers, Binnie Houghton and 
her late husband Eddie, until 
claimed away for $25,000 at 
Philadelphia Park on Novem¬ 
ber 3, 2007, Roaring Lion was 
a stakes winner at 2 when 
taking the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes, and 
finished second in the De¬ 
puted Testamony Stakes at 
3 for the Houghtons. After a 
subpar year at 4, he came out 
to win the Maryland Million 
Sprint the next season. Last 
year, in addition to winning 
the Mr. Prospector Stakes, he 
scored in Monmouth's Teddy 
Drone Stakes and was graded 
stakes-placed. Roaring Lion 
has won his last five starts at 
Monmouth, dating back to 
July 2009. 

Roaring Lion's 19-year-old 
dam. Smartly, is still owned 
by Houghton. She was not 
bred back after foaling a Lion 
Hearted colt in February. 









Wild Jacob records 
second consecutive 
Midwest stakes score 

Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
Wild Jacob has found riches in 
the Midwest as the Stanley C. 
Mankin-owned runner rolled 
home to win the $50,000 Dean 
Kutz Stakes at Canterbury 
Park on July 24. It was the sec¬ 
ond consecutive stakes score 
for the bay gelding. 

Making his turf debut. 
Wild Jacob tracked early 
leader El Seventyseven be¬ 
fore engaging for the lead as 
they turned for home in the 
one-mile contest. Under the 
urging of Ry Eikleberry, Wild 
Jacob, carrying top weight 
of 122 pounds in the field of 


eight, increased his margin to 
the wire, winning by two and 
a quarter lengths over Fair¬ 
ing, who was in receipt of four 
pounds from the winner. Wild 
Jacob, sent off as the 2.20-1 fa¬ 
vorite, finished in a final time 
of 1:35.46 over the firm turf. 

The son of Eurosilver, 
trained by his owner, has four 
wins, a second and a third in 
six starts this year while earn¬ 
ing $115,725. In his previous 
outing he rallied from last to 
capture the Prairie Mile at 
Prairie Meadows on June 4. 

Out of the Cozzene mare 
Let's Coast, Wild Jacob was 
bred by Bohemia Stable, 
which sold him at the 2009 
Keeneland September year¬ 
ling sale for $11,000, with 


Mankin signing the ticket. 
From eight lifetime starts. 
Wild Jacob has earned 
$116,814. 

A descendant from the suc¬ 
cessful Allaire duPont family 
of Give a Toast, Wild Jacob is 
the second foal, and second 
stakes performer, for Let's 
Coast. Her first is Star Anna 
(f., 2007, by Domestic Dis¬ 
pute), who was second in the 
2010 Maryland Filly Champi¬ 
onship Stakes and has earned 
$96,268 to date. 

Let's Coast is a half-sister 
to multiple stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed Kitty 
Knight, a daughter of Capote 
who earned $195,656. Wild Ja¬ 
cob's third dam. Give a Toast, 
was a $235,000 Keeneland July 


Yearling sale purchase and 
went on to win four stakes, 
including the Beaugay Handi¬ 
cap- G3, and earn $222,766. 

In residence at Mrs. du- 
Pont's famed Woodstock 
Farm, Let's Coast, now 10, 
produced a filly by Two 
Punch this year and has a Scat 
Daddy yearling filly, both 
bred in the name of Mrs. du- 
Pont's daughter, Lana Wright. 
Let's Coast is currently in foal 
to Lion Hearted. 

Her 2-year-old filly by Har¬ 
lan's Holiday, named Harlan's 
Crown, was sold as part of the 
Bohemia Stable dispersal at 
the 2010 Keeneland January 
sale for $37,000. ^

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary contributions from 
individuals or corporations to support issues or assist selected candi¬ 
dates for public office in the state of Maryland who are interested in 
the problems of our industry and are willing to help us solve those 
problems. 


WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse racing, an 
industry which is closely regulated by state government. In addition, 
while not well understood, horse breeding is an especially important 
segment of Maryland agriculture. The economic well-being of racing 
and breeding is very much a function of the political process. It is 
essential to the health of our industry that we educate our elected 
official and support those who work with us on issues vital to our 
interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasurer 
which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting issues 


as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative 
Committee. Any administrative expense 
will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of 
PAC contributions must be filed with the 
State Administrative Board of Election 
Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS 
GOVERNING CAMPAIGN 
CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give 
more than $4,000 to a single candidate 
or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any 
contribution to the PAC must be includ¬ 
ed in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS 
OF MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits 
allowed on your state tax returns but 
federal law permits a credit of 50 per¬ 
cent on total political contributions up 
to a $50 credit (for a $100 contribution) 
on individual returns, and a $100 credit 
(for a $200 contribution) on joint returns. 
Political contributions are not deductible 
business expenses.

Lil Kiara sat behind the early pace set by Cee the 
Country and Little Stitch. Little Stitch moved to the 
lead midway on the final turn, and jockey Carlos 
Marquez Jr. angled Lil Kiara off the rail to set up 
a stretch battle between the two leaders. Lil Kiara 
gained command in midstretch and held for a half- 
length victory. 


“Marquez knows this horse very well,” said trainer 
Cathal Lynch. “I was a little worried when she was up 
close early, but then he got her to settle down. It all 
worked according to plan. We sat just off the speed, 
and when he called on her, she came with her run.” 

“I know she’s a grinder,” Marquez said. “Once she 
made the lead, her ears went up. She was just kind of 
waiting.” 

By Lion Hearted out of the Baederwood mare Lil 
Magic Twig, Lil Kiara improved to four wins from 16 
starts and has career earnings of $246,445.

Evans’s Spring Hill dispersal 
features souvenir package 


N ot long after noted Virginia 
breeder and horseman 
Edward P. Evans died late last 
year, it was announced that all of 
Spring Hill Farm’s Thoroughbred 
stock would be systematically dis¬ 
persed. The yearlings are to be 
sold at the Keeneland September 
Yearling Sale, and the breeding 
stock and other horses at the 
Keeneland November Sale. 

The Evans estate, Lanes End 
Farm in Lexington and Keene¬ 
land have put together a limited 
edition catalogue that includes 
a decorative box, a personalized 
leather catalogue cover and a cap¬ 
tivating DVD for what amounts 
to one of the largest dispersals 
ever handled by the auction com¬ 
pany. Lanes End will act as agent 
for all the horses. 

The DVD covers many of 
Evans’s graded stakes winners and 
features the publicity-shy Evans 
talking about his many accom¬ 
plishments and even chiding his 
counterparts in Kentucky. 



“While the package is first- 
class and very nicely done, it real¬ 
ly drives home the terrible loss 
suffered by his family, his farm 
and the entire industry,” said VTA 
executive director Glenn Petty. 
“We all know what an amazing 
contribution Evans and Spring 
Hill made to horse racing both 
here and nationally, but when you 
see all the horses catalogued in 
one book, the devastating impact 
is made all too real.” 

Evans bred more than 100 
stakes winners who exceeded $7 5 
million in purses. In 2010, he was 
represented by the graded stakes 
winners Quality Road, Malibu 
Moon and A Little Warm, among 
others. 


Colonial Downs regulars 
include VA-bred Toccoa 


V irginia-bred Toccoa took 
another step deeper into 
Colonial Downs lore on July 
10 when the Karen Dennehy- 
Godsey trainee reached the win¬ 
ner’s circle for the sixth time in 
36 lifetime starts. 

A 10-year-old Purple Comet 
mare, Toccoa has been a New 
Kent fixture for years and has 
only made seven of her starts 
elsewhere. Toccoa cemented her 


21st in-the-money finish—20th 
at Colonial—by holding off pesky 
Empress Lisa by a neck in a 
thrilling stretch duel on the main 
track. (Taken off the turf, the 
race featured six starters following 
three withdrawals.) 

Toccoa, owned and bred by 
the Ashland-based Eagle Point 
Farm of Donna and Steve Den- 
nehy, which stood her sire, col¬ 
lected her first win in 13 months. 


Bonus lures VA-breds 
to Colonial Downs 


The 100 percent bonus 
paid to registered Virginia-bred 
and sired horses that finish first 
through fourth in open races at 
Colonial Downs remained a pop¬ 
ular incentive during the recently 
completed meet at the state’s only 
pari-mutuel race track. 

More than 200 awards exceed¬ 
ing $600,000 were paid out over 
the 34-day race meet, shortened 
one day due to extreme heat. 
The bonuses were paid from the 
Virginia Breeders Fund, fueled by 
1 percent of each wager placed in 
the Commonwealth on a live or 
simulcast horse race. 

“The program continues to 
be a big success,” said Glenn Petty, 
executive director of the VTA, 
which administers the program 
under the auspices of the Virginia 
Racing Commission. “And it’s 
clear the horsemen in the Mid- 
Atlantic, and all over the East 
coast for that matter, prepare their 


horses to maximize their earning 
potential at Colonial Downs.” 

The Virginia-bred program at 
Colonial Downs also featured six 
Virginia-bred stakes races. 

“The hardest thing we do 
each year is to try and figure 
out how many Virginia-breds will 
show up and how much money 
we need to fund the 100 percent 
bonus program,” said Petty. “So 
far we have tried scientific meth¬ 
ods and wild guesses, and frankly 
we haven’t gotten close yet!” 

This year the program budget¬ 
ed $500,000 for the meet, but that 
sum was almost entirely expend¬ 
ed after Virginia Derby weekend. 
With eight race cards left in the 
meet, the Virginia HBPA, the 
Virginia Racing Commission and 
the VTA worked quickly to put 
together a solution that would 
fully fund the popular bonus pro¬ 
gram for the remainder of the 
2011 meet.

Marshall 
Blevins, a sophomore in the 
University of Kentucky’s equine 
studies program, and Madison

his Colonial-based horses. That 
included learning training pro¬ 
cedures as well as hotwalking, 
mucking stalls and leading horses 
to the paddock. 

The interns sampled the 
administrative and regulatory 
sides of racing by tagging along 
with Jillian Tullock, who works 
mornings in the racing secre¬ 
tary’s office coordinating entries 
of Virginia-bred horses and after¬ 
noons as a placing judge in the 
grandstand.

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Casey and Windsor Castle 
flaunting young conquerors 


I t is that time of year when the 
debate over who has the fastest 
2-year-old in training shifts from 
backstretch talk to on-track 
action. Morning workouts, pedigrees, 
top-flight conditioners and rumors 
are set aside as inexperienced 
young horses finally establish their 
presence on the racing oval. 

The first race on Thursday, June 
30, confirmed one constant in the 
West Virginia juvenile handicapping 
equation: Trainer John Allen Casey 
has a Midas touch. 

The Jefferson County native, 
who recently celebrated his 50th 
birthday, tightened the girth on Allen 
Did It and watched his homebred 
produce a decisive five and a half- 
length score in the four and a half¬ 
furlong opener. 

Widening with every stride under 
Travis Dunkelberger, the son of 
Windsor Castle and Lets Just Do It 
(by Roy) stopped the teletimer in a 
respectable 53.58 seconds. Bettors 
had expected as much: The winner. 


a February 13 foal and half-brother 
to stakes winner Mr. Proud Allen and 
stakes-placed I Just Did It, returned 
$3.40. 

Another of Casey's homemade 
creations, multiple stakes winner 
Down Town Allen, leads Windsor 
Castle's offspring in earnings with 
$416,257. Down Town Allen is also out 
of a Roy mare. Like Down Town. 

Casey and his girlfriend, former 
jockey Kristy Petty, take great pains in 
breaking, schooling and refining their 
2-year-olds to have them primed for 
their debuts. 

"It is not always the most gifted 
or talented 2-year-old that wins first 
time out," Casey said."I like to take 
my babies to the track in sets, where 
they get acclimated to being in 
company and experience race¬ 
like conditions. Either Kristy or I join 
them on our stable pony (Ginger 
Ale), who can provide a sense of 
familiarity or a calming influence 
when needed. Acquainting our 
youngsters with traffic, the starting 


gate and paddock may provide 
those less-skilled runners a chance 
for immediate success." 

Two weeks later Casey was at 
it again. On July 14, the 2-year-old 
homebred filly Can't Run a Jump 
unveiled dogged determination in 
her initial start, a $26,000 maiden 
special weight. The compact dark 
bay/brown daughter of Windsor 
Castle and Lionel's Lucky Hat (by 
Lucky Lionel) wrested command at 
the top of the stretch, then withstood 
a head-to-head challenge by 
Lillyona en route to a half-length 
victory. Under Matt McGowan, she 
traveled four and a half furlongs in 
:54.16, paid $6.40 as the favorite of 
10 and brought Casey $ 15,600. 

Casey noted,"I expected this 
filly to run well, especially after she 
had worked in unison with Allen Did 
It. The time wasn't special, but both 
Matt and I were pleased with her 
effort. She is a temperamental gal. 
Hopefully she continues to mature."

The $6,600 winner's purse (from a 
total $11,000) would go far to help 
ease the mounting pressures of 
campaigning reasonably priced 
horses in today's competitive 
environment. 

Super Sweet Tea, at odds of 
8.70-1, led gate to wire, beating I'm 
All Irish by a diminishing neck. The 
triumphant 5-year-old bay mare, 
foaled in West Virginia, maintains 
a residence in the humble barn of 
trainer Mike Sterling. 

Sterling received his formative 
backside lessons at Bowie, Pimlico 
and Laurel before settling at Charles 


Town. An astute horseman. Sterling 
keeps his numbers modest by 
choice-a four-to-six-horse stable 
allows him the personal touch he 
prefers. 

Super Sweet Tea (Cowboy 
Carson—Cause I'm Worth It, by 
Dayjur), bred by Roger Sterling 
and owned by Rebecca Kern, 
showed accustomed speed and 
was superbly guided to victory by 
apprentice Wilfredo Santiago. 

About three hours later. Team 
Sterling was assembled in the 
paddock with much more at 
stake in a $26,000 maiden special 
weight.The appropriately named 
Surehopeso, a Kentucky-bred filly by 
Belong to Me out of the Cape Town 
mare and $ 100,000-earner Cape of 
Good Hope, was fresh off a second- 
place effort and accordingly bet 
down to 5-2. She continued her 
excellent form, getting up by a nose 
over Second Market for a $15,600 
payday. Santiago again steered the 
victory. 


New haunt 
for Ghostly 
Thunder

when 2008 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic champion Ghostly Thunder 
was haltered on July 9 by trainer 
Dewayne Johnson for Rolling Hills

The 6-year-old, by Ghostly Minister 
out of Expressive Feather (by Chief 
Honcho), was bred in West Virginia 
by Charles Woodson. A winner of 
five stakes and $553,118 in a stellar

Maryland Million runners can-and 
do-come from anywhere. But each of 
them must meet certain specified require¬ 
ments in order to qualify as starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stal¬ 
lion must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallions stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated—they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

“We have always wanted to get every 
foal by every nominated stallion in the 
program, and this is the way to do it,” 
said Cricket Goodall, executive director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. “Now when you 
breed to a Maryland Million nominated 
stallion you know that your foal is eligible 
to take advantage of this great program.” 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
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second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 25 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred in 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia have gone to the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Sixty-three of 
the 270 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland.

In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept the 
program—a feat duplicated in 1997 and 
2000. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 


Classic, taking 18 of the 25 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running, New Jersey-breds 
Frugal Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004), were foaled 
outside Maryland borders.

Millonaires on Maryland Million Day. 
What could be more natural? 

The honor roll of winners of Maryland 
Million Day races over the events 25-year 
history includes seven millionaires. And 
more than 50 of the winners completed 
their careers with earnings in excess of a 
half-million dollars. 

Durable mares and hard-knocking 
geldings make up the stellar lists larg¬ 
est contingent. But topping the list is 
$3,270,131-earner and multiple Grade 1 
winner Awad. 

The son of Caveat, who died at the 
age of 21 in July 2011, ran twice on 
Maryland Million Day cards. Following a 
second-place finish, when beaten a neck, 
in the inaugural running of the Maryland 
Million Juvenile Turf in 1992 (which inci¬ 
dentally was taken off the turf due to soft 
conditions), Awad returned the next year 
to capture the Maryland Million Turf. 
That win was one of four stakes for the 
year for Awad, which included Arlington 
Parks Grade 1 Secretariat Stakes. And it 
was just the beginning of an illustrious 
career in which Awad won or placed in 30 
stakes, 23 graded — 11 Grade 1 — from ages 
2 to 7. When he retired to stud, he joined 
the roster at Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, which had been 
home to his classic-winning sire. Among 
his offspring is 2008 Maryland Million 
Handicap winner Let Me Be Frank. 

The most financially successful group 
of winners from a particular Maryland 
Million race are those who took the glory 
in the feature event, the Maryland Million 
Classic. The 22 winners of the Classic 
(three won the race twice) earned a com¬ 
bined $13.8 million, for average earnings 
per runner of $629,520. The impressive 
list is led by the 1987 Classic winner 
Little Bold John, who captured a total of 
25 stakes during his 105-start career and 
earned $1,956,406.

A field of nine 2-year-old fillies took 
to the track for the third running of the 
Maryland Million Lassie, the third race 
on a sunny, Sunday afternoon in Sep¬ 
tember 1988 at Laurel Park. More than 
20,000 were in attendance, and they 
unknowingly were about to witness racing 
history. 

Everyone knew that Hall of Fame rider 
Laffit Pincay Jr. had an assignment-but 
who could imagine what was yet to come? 
Gracing that single Maryland Million 
race were eight more future Hall of Fam- 
ers-one trainer (D. Wayne Lukas), five 
riders (Chris McCarron, Julie Krone, 


Kent Desormeaux and Jose Santos, and 
Canadian inductee Robin Platts), and 
Safely Kept and Open Mind, the two 
marvelous fillies who became the newest 
members of the Racing Hall of Fame in 
2011 . 

The 1988 Maryland Million Lassie 
was the only time Safely Kept and Open 
Mind faced one another on the track. 

And in one of racing s ironic twists, the 
two fillies-who finished their careers win¬ 
ning a combined 36 of 50 starts (21 in 
graded stakes)-were both beaten. 

The hot favorite for the Lassie was 
Safely Kept, the daughter of Thornmar 


Front-running Safely Kept (green cap) and sixth-place Open Mind (yellow silks) had dates 
with the Hall of Fame, but the belle of the 1988 Lassie was Ms. Gold Pole (red cap). She closed 
stoutly under Julie Krone, who became the first female to ride a Maryland Million winner. 
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farm sire Horatius making her fifth 
career start. Recently purchased by Barry 
Weisbord and Richard Santulli, for whom 
she handily won the Smart Angle Stakes 
at Pimlico in her previous outing while 
carrying the familiar orange and green 
silks, the big-bodied Maryland-bred filly 
was the 2-5 favorite in her first attempt at 
seven furlongs. Getting the call was young 
Kent Desormeaux, the Eclipse Award¬ 
winning apprentice jockey of 1987. 

Lukas sent out Eugene Kleins chestnut 
filly Open Mind, a New Jersey-bred from 
the second crop of Deputy Minister, who 
launched his stud career at Windfields 
Farm. Two state-bred races at Monmouth 
Park prepared Open Mind for her trip 
to Laurel, but even with the services of 
McCarron, she went off as the surprising 
6.10-1 third choice. 

In her previous start and stakes debut, 
Open Mind won the New Jersey Breed¬ 
ers’ Stakes by a neck in an all-out drive 
with Richard Troncone s heavily favored 
Ms. Gold Pole, who carried three pounds 
more in that six-furlong test. Ms. Gold 
Pole was back again, this time at equal 
weights, but the bay daughter of Sun¬ 
set Hill Farm stallion North Pole was 
dismissed by the public as the fourth 
choice at 9.80-1. For the fourth time in as 
many starts, Krone was aboard Troncone s 
homebred, trained by John Forbes. 

Safely Kept was under pressure from 
the start as Ryehill Farms Spa Warning, 
the second choice with Santos up, shot to 
the front and battled the favorite through 
a :22.80 opening quarter. Safely Kept 
shook loose to open up after a half mile 
and was still in front as the field entered 
the stretch, but Ms. Gold Pole was mov¬ 
ing outside and quickly blew by. Open

Mind rallied through the stretch, and 
while she was never going to catch Ms. 
Gold Pole, who won easily by four and 
a half lengths, she did get to the weary 
Safely Kept to gain the place by a half 
length. 

Paying $21.60 for the victory, Ms. 
Gold Pole topped a $73.40 New Jersey- 
bred exacta. She also provided Krone 
with two milestones-her first win in a 
Maryland Million race and the first for a 
female rider on a Maryland Million card. 
By the mid-1990s, Krone ranked as the 
leader among Maryland Million riders 
and counted among her victories was one 
aboard Safely Kept. 

The Lassie was the final race of the 
year for Safely Kept, who proved nearly 
unstoppable at 3; she won her first eight 
starts and led all but the last stride of the 
1989 Breeders’ Cup Sprint Stakes-G1 
against the boys. A Grade 1 winner that 
season—she scored in Saratogas seven-fur¬ 
long Test Stakes —Safely Kept earned the 
Eclipse Award as the nations champion 
sprinter. 

She returned the next year to capture 
an even more exciting renewal of the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint, never backing down 
in the stretch while battling Dayjur, who 
jumped shadows near the Belmont Park 
wire, and digging in to win by a neck. 

Safely Kept went on to take three 
consecutive runnings of the Maryland 
Million Distaff Handicap (1989 to 

Maryland Million 2011 


1991), the final time hauling a staggering 
130-pound impost to defeat a game In 
the Curl by a half length. Bred by David 
and JoAnn Hayden out of the Winning 
Hit mare Safely Home, Safely Kept was 
the first sprinter in history to earn more 
than $2 million, retiring with a bankroll 
of $2,194,206, 

Less than one month after the Lassie, 
Open Mind contested Belmont Park’s 
Grade 1 Frizette Stakes and missed by a 
nose to stablemate Some Romance, with 
Ms. Gold Pole finishing well back in 
third. But the final two starts of her sea¬ 
son sealed a bid for an Eclipse Award for 
Open Mind, as the chestnut filly captured 
both the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies- 
G1 at Churchill Downs and the Grade 1 
Demoiselle Stakes at Aqueduct. 

Open Mind secured her second Eclipse 
Award the next year when winning 
eight stakes races in a row, seven graded, 
including such illustrious Grade 1 tests 
as the Kentucky Oaks, Acorn, Mother 
Goose, Coaching Club American Oaks 
and Alabama. She ran admirably against 
older runners twice that year when third 
to champion Bayakoa (Arg) in the Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Distaff Stakes-Gl and Ruffian 
Handicap-Gl. 

Open Mind retired the next season 
having amassed $1,844,372 during her 
career. Bred by Due Process Stable out of 
the Stage Door Johnny stakes-winning 
mare Stage Luck, Open Mind remains the

Ms. Gold Pole won two more stakes 
during her j uvenile camp aign—giving 
her five wins from eight starts for the 
year—but failed to win in four starts at 3, 
the last of which was in April.

Of the three, only Safely Kept became 
a stakes producer, dropping sprint stakes 
winners Peace Chant and Contrast.

Although she never hit the board in a 
stakes race, Spa Warning became the dam 
of millionaire Two Item Limit, a winner 
of four graded stakes and multiple Grade 
1-placed.

Late Two Punch was a 
knockout of a stud 


Two Punch was a giant of a stallion. 
And he had a gigantic presence in the Jim 
McKay Maryland Million. Time finally 
caught up to one of Maryland Million’s 
most successful sires, as Northview Stal¬ 
lion Stations senior citizen succumbed 
to the infirmities of old age on June 25, 
2011, at age 28. 

“He was such a good horse,” said 
Northview Stallion Stations co-owner 
and managing partner, Richard Golden. 
“We thought of retiring him earlier, but 
he never seemed to age. Unless you knew, 
you would have never guessed his years by 
just looking at him.” 

The big-bodied gray son of Mr. 
Prospector out of Eclipse Award winner 
Heavenly Cause spent his entire stud 
career in Maryland, taking up residence 
in Chesapeake City at famed Windfields 
Farm, which would later become North- 
view. He went to stud in the spring of 
1987, the breeding season after the first 
Maryland Million. Just as the Maryland 
Million grew in stature and popularity, so 
did Two Punch. 

He got his first Maryland Million 
winner in 1994, when his son Taking 
Risks, trained by the legendary King T. 
Leatherbury, took the days biggest race, 
the Maryland Million Classic, and in the 
process set a track record of 1:54.63 for 
the mile and three-sixteenths at Laurel 
Park. 

Leatherbury, the nations third- 
winningest trainer in history with more 
than 6,300 victories, is quick to praise 
Two Punch. “Its a big loss for Maryland 
because stallions like him don’t come 
along too often. Taking Risks [who won a 
total of five stakes, including the Grade 1 
Philip H. Iselin Handicap] was the fastest 
horse I ever had.” 

Ten more Million Million trophies 
were engraved with Two Punch’s name,

his winners including three who sped 
home in the Maryland Million Sprint: 
Punch Line (1996), Aristotle (1999) 
and Grand Champion (2007). Tied for 
third in the Maryland Million stallion 
standings with Deputed Testamony, Two 
Punch will have his final crop of foals 
come to the races in 2014—so expecta¬ 
tions are high to have Maryland Million 
runners for years to come. 

Maryland owner and breeder Michael 
Cataneo is one of many who endorsed 
Two Punch. “I bred my best mare, stakes 
winner Mz. Ann, to Two Punch for three 
seasons. That indicates how highly I 
regarded his credentials. I am looking for¬ 
ward to future success with my impressive 
weanling colt—maybe with a visit to the 
winner’s circle on Maryland Million Day.” 

Two Punch continued to attract solid 
books, and in his final breeding season 
this past spring, he covered 21 mares. 
Renowned reproductive veterinarian Dr. 
Thomas Bowman, a partner in Northview 
Stallion Station, noted, “He was such a 
fertile stallion; it’s almost unbelievable 


that at the age of 28, 16 of the 21 mares 
he bred are in foal.” 

Maryland’s stallion of the year on three 
occasions-1994, 1995 and 1997-Two 
Punch was for many years linked to 
another son of Mr. Prospector standing 
in Maryland, Country Life Farm’s Allen’s 
Prospect. Both entered stud the same 
season, sired dozens of stakes winners, 
and often ranked one-two on year-end 
sires earnings lists. “I always enjoyed his 
competition with Allen’s Prospect in the 
Maryland Million races,” reminisced 
Dr. Bowman. “First one, then the other 
would get a winner, two sons of Mr. Pros¬ 
pector fighting it out.” 

Allens Prospect, who died after the 
2003 breeding season, sits atop the 
Maryland Million sires list with 22 wins. 
After getting nearly 2,200 foals between 
the two of them, Mr. Prospectors sons 
have nearly identical average earnings per 
starter (of more than $58,000), and com¬ 
bined to sire a total of 118 stakes winners 
(Two Punch got number 54—that being 
3-year-old daughter Bold Affair—in June). 

If you call Northview Stallion Station, 
you will hear the pleasant voice of Linda 
Bench, who serves as the farms business 
manager. “I was fortunate to be around 
Two Punch for his entire breeding career,” 
said Bench. “He was great for us. I keep 
reminding myself how lucky I am to 
have grown up on this farm, and to have 
worked with a horse like Two Punch.” 

Two Punch’s legacy includes being the 
sire of Eclipse Award-winning sprinter 
Smoke Glacken and the broodmare sire of 
Eclipse Award winner Good Night Shirt. 
And he was the most commercially suc¬ 
cessful sire to stand in the region over the 
past two decades. 

Added Bowman, “Two Punch was 
a truly remarkable stallion, right to the 
end.”
